Proposition 1: Yes 

The constitutional amendment authorizing the 
Legislature to provide for a reduction of the limi- 
tation on the total amount of ad valorem taxes 
that may be imposed for public-school purposes on 
the residence homesteads of the elderly or disabled 
to reflect any reduction in the rate of those taxes 
for the 2006 and 2007 tax years. 

We routinely advise rejecting state consti- 
tutional amendments (with predictably little 
success), as we believe the Texas Constitution 
has become a gargoyle of legislative dodges 
and regulatory adjustments. Far too often 
legislators would rather pass the buck to the 
voters (in loaded and obscure language) than 
make a decision (presumably their constitu- 
tional duty). In this instance, the likelihood 
of Texas voters rejecting a proposition so 
sympathetic on its face - who’s going to 
oppose an equity tax cut for the elderly and 
disabled? - is virtually nil, and we won’t 
argue with them . . . much. 

However, this proposition might also be 
called “the $10 Million Screwup,” as that’s the 
estimated cost to counties saddled with make- 
up legislation from the last Lege session, a 
proposition that should have landed on the 
November ballot rather than May. (Travis Co. 
estimate: $600,000.) Add in the estimated 
$774 million (over five years) in lost local tax 
revenue for schools (supposedly to be made up 
by the state), and you’re starting to talk real 
money. But if we’re all intended to get a tax 
break from the Lege’s dubious and shortsight- 
ed “generosity” to everyone but schoolchil- 
dren, who are we to say the old and the halt 
shouldn’t get a taste? Although their taxes are 
already capped, and the more property you 
own, the bigger your cut will be, we advise vot- 
ers to count your change, consider your aging 
ancestors, and vote yes. 


Austin Independent School 
District Board of Trustees, 
District 2: Sam Guzman 

This is an unusual election, to complete the 
remaining year in resigning trustee Rudy 
Montoya Jr.’s four-year term, for the heavily 
Hispanic District 2. The early favorites were 
accountant and district volunteer Gerald 
Guerra, who was nearly appointed by the 
board for the expiring term (a step short-cir- 
cuited by public opposition), and businessman 
Sam Guzman, recruited to run by local Hispanic 
leaders (e.g., Gonzalo Barrientos and Gus 
Garcia) who now appear prominently among 
his list of endorsers. Also running are Fred L. 
McGhee, an applied archeologist and commu- 
nity housing consultant with a broad range 
of experience (includ- 
ing substitute teach- 
ing in AISD), and 
Gary Johnson, secre- 
tary of the Travis Co. 

Libertarian Party. 

We believe Guerra 
is earnestly commit- 
ted to improving the 
schools. But by his own acknowledgment, his 
family responsibilities have often had to take 
priority over his district involvement, and the 
trusteeship would mean an enormous addi- 
tional commitment. So we’re glad the board 
decided to hold the election, because Guzman 
and McGhee have emerged as two intriguing 
candidates who have much to offer the dis- 
trict. Guzman has extensive experience, both 
in local business groups and as a community 
volunteer and administrator of various non- 
profits, and has demonstrated his knowledge 
of District 2 and current challenges facing 
AISD. The younger McGhee has had an inter- 
esting career as a consultant on community 


projects in Austin, Houston, and Hawaii, and 
a fresh perspective on the district as someone 
who has worked as a substitute teacher in 
addition to a whole range of other work. 
(Indeed, it’s not immediately clear how he 
hopes to add the heavy burden of AISD trust- 
eeship to his myriad pursuits, here and else- 
where.) Both appear fully qualified, and while 
Guzman has the longer local experience and 
demonstrated public involvement, McGhee 
offers both a unique perspective and fresh 
energy to a board that sometimes seems over- 
whelmed by its responsibilities. 

It will be a tough choice for the few voters 
likely to turn out for an off-year election, but 
we urge Austinites to take the time to familiar- 
ize themselves with the candidates and get out 
and vote. On balance, 
we believe Guzman 
has earned the voters’ 
support, through his 
solid credentials and 
his record of long ser- 
vice to the community 
(recognized in his 
extensive list of promi- 
nent supporters). But we also urge McGhee to 
stay involved in the school district and its pol- 
icy choices and perhaps run again.

development” [' Point Austin/ News, April 20]. 

in truth, council and staff both have a legal 
duty to deny the site plan when, as here, the 
development would cause traffic to exceed the 
desirable operating level of nearby streets, LDC 25- 
6-141(B)(l). In addition, both the council and the 
staff have the discretion to deny a site plan when, 
as here, ”the proposed development may overbur- 
den the City's street system.” LDC 25-&l4l(A). 

Moreover, the city had a legal duty to deny the 
site plan because (as acknowledged by city legal 
department and the city auditor) the city did not 
provide the required legal notice to neighbors. 
In addition, city staff did not have authority to 
approve the site plan because it included a garden 
center and the city’s codes treat a garden center 
as a conditional use that must be approved by 
the Zoning and Platting Commission, 

The city staff acted on incorrect traffic informa- 
tion and incorrect interpretations of city code. The 
traffic calculations submitted by Lincoln Property 
and earlier accepted by city staff have been dem- 
onstrated to be low by 50%. Now that these defi- 


ciencies in the traffic analyses have been brought 
to light the City Council should act on the new, 
truthful information instead of backing city staff's 
increasingly indefensible efforts to bend the rules 
to facilitate a Wal-Mart development.

Community Less Safe as It 
Regards Sex Offenders 

Dear Editor, 

Changes recently made by the Travis County 
Community Supervision and Corrections 
Department have perhaps made the community 
less safe as it regards sex offenders. Efforts 
to cut costs for non-sex offenders on probation 
are commendable, but less so when applied to 
sex offenders. 

TCCSCD has moved large numbers of clients 
of the Austin-based Orion Treatment Center to 
new treatment providers in efforts to reduce 
treatment time to 36 months. Clients at Orion 
remain in treatment as long as needed for 


community safety, often five to eight years, how- 
ever, all treatment costs are paid for by the sex 
offenders, including the cost of regular polygraph 
examinations. The proposed savings for TCCSCD 
is questionable, as all TCCSCD probationers pay 
for their own probation costs. 

Transfers were also made without consulting 
presiding judges, and given their long-held trust 
in Orion and its founder Vivian Lewis, many of 
these judges have expressed surprise at these 
changes. Ms. Lewis was honored in 2005 by 
the Texas Legislature for her 30 years of ser- 
vice, and of the hundreds of clients who have 
completed treatment at Orion, only one has ever 
been charged with another sex crime. Many 
transfers were ordered for families on the brink 
of very delicate victim-initiated reunifications, 
resulting in delays for victims seeking closure. 

Clients also report TCCSCD officers are telling 
them not to attend the groundbreaking aftercare 
program begun at Orion, at which offenders 
who’ve completed treatment and clients still in 
treatment receive support to ensure community 
safety in a therapeutic environment. The transfer 
was started by TCCSCD's Director Dr. Geraldine 
Nagy after a reported difference of opinion with 
the notoriously strong-willed Ms. Lewis of Orion. 
TCCSCD hired (at a six-figure salary) Dr, Matthew 
Ferrara as a special consultant to recommend 
new sex-offender-treatment providers. Dr. Ferrara 
recently developed his own sex-offender treatment 
protocol, and it just so happens that all of the 
transferred clients at TCCSCD are being moved 
to treatment providers who use Dr. Ferrara's 
treatment program manual. This failure to notify 
case judges as well as the payment of Dr. Ferrara 
to select treatment providers who use his own 
treatment protocol raises many questions about 
the transparency and fairness of this process, as 
well as the safety of Travis County residents.

President of Orion'S aftercare program Phase IV 
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Kurinich's formal move 
against Cheney one more 
political weapon

I’m trying to work up some enthusiasm 
about U.S. Rep. Dennis Kucinich’s proposal to 
impeach Vice President Dick Cheney for high 
crimes and misdemeanors. Certainly I’ve got 
no quarrel with the bill of particulars against 
Cheney, especially since it provides a conve- 
nient summation of the most notorious out- 
rages perpetrated by the Bush administration in 
its calculated determination to start a war that 
had neither military nor moral justification. 

Article I: “[That Richard Cheney] has pur- 
posely manipulated the intelligence process to 
deceive the citizens and the Congress of the 
United States by fabricating a threat of Iraqi 
weapons of mass destruction to justify the use 
of the United States Armed Forces against the 
nation of Iraq in a manner damaging to our 
national security interests.” 

Article II: “[That Richard Cheney] pur- 
posely manipulated the intelligence process to 
deceive the citizens and the Congress of the 
United States about an alleged relationship 
between Iraq and al Qaeda in order to justify 
the use of United States Armed Forces against 
the nation of Iraq in a manner damaging to our 
national security interests.” 

Article III: “[That Richard Cheney] has 
openly threatened aggression against the 
Republic of Iran, absent any real threat to the 
United States, and has done so with the United 
States’ proven capability to carry out such 
threats, thus undermining the national security 
of the United States.” 

Each of these articles is accompanied by 
handy documentation of Cheney brazenly 
lying, again and again, about the “overwhelm- 
ing” evidence of the Iraqi threat to the U.S. or 
engaging in the drumbeat to expand the war 
already proceeding covertly against Iran. At 
the press conference announcing his resolu- 
tion, Kucinich recounted a Cheney litany from 
the 2002 march for war: “We know they have 
biological and chemical weapons” (March 17); 
“We know they’re pursuing nuclear weapons” 
(March 19); “He is pursuing, actively pursuing 
nuclear weapons at this time” (March 24); “We 
know he’s got chemical and biological, and 
we know he’s working on nuclear” (May 19); 
“But we know Saddam has resumed his efforts 
to acquire nuclear weapons, there is no doubt 
he’s amassing them against our friends, against 
our allies, and against us” (Aug. 26); “He is, 
in fact, actively and aggressively, seeking to 
acquire nuclear weapons” (Sept. 8); “He has, 
in fact, reconstituted nuclear weapons” (March

Early voting ended Tuesday for this Saturday’s general and special election, 
and at press time, Travis Co. reported a whopping 3.26% of 532,684 regis- 
tered voters.

NAKED CITY 


The field of finalists for the top cop job at the Austin Police Department 
has been narrowed from nine to five, city officials reported Tuesday. After a 
series of interviews with a panel mostly made up of city officials - with a few 
community leaders, a representative of the Travis Co. District Attorney’s Office, 
and the Fort Worth police chief thrown in - and a spate of “assessment cen- 
ter” exercises (designed to test supervisory, interpersonal, and administrative 
skills), City Manager Toby Futrell has chiseled the field to these candidates: 

Art Acevedo, from the California Highway Patrol; Jimmie Dotson, a former 
assistant chief with the Houston Police Department, who’s now a law-enforce- 
ment consultant; acting APD Chief Cathy Ellison; Roger Reinke, a former 
assistant chief in Milwaukee and currently chief of police in the Florida resort 
community of Marco Island; and current El Paso Chief Richard Wiles. During 
the next phase of the selection process, “assessment teams” made up of 
representatives of city management, the Office of Police Monitor, and the 
Police union will visit with the candidates in their communities, and each can- 
didate will be in Austin for a one-on-one “visit” with Futrell. From there, the 
process will open for another round of meetings, including meetings with the 
general public. Futrell will then take all info in hand and choose a final candi- 
date to present to council for confirmation. - Jordan Smith 


The Dobie Mall U.S. Army Recruiting Office kept its doors locked for 
more than two hours Monday as anti-war protesters sat outside waiting in 
vain to speak to an Army recruiter. Hoping not to have a repeat of the pro- 
test two weeks ago, when two demonstrators were arrested for criminal tres- 
passing, members of Campus Antiwar Movement to End the Occupa- 
tions entered the mall silently, without signs, and waited on a bench out- 
side. Eventually police arrived and issued one protester a criminal-trespass 
warning. Recruiters said they regularly lock the doors when forewarned of 
protests. The Dobie’s Navy Recruiting has even taken to keeping office doors 
locked all the time. “If we can get them to lock their doors, then mission 
accomplished,” CAMEO member Kyle Kaptain said. -Justin Ward 

The South Congress Cafe may finally have to eighty-six its rear deck and 
patio, which has been the subject of a two-year-long legal feud with the 
city, based on a judge’s ruling last week. In 2005, neighbors reported the 
illegal deck construction, which covered the restaurant’s only parking lot 
as well as city right-of-way and sidewalk and for which no permits had 
been approved by the city. Following the initial bust, the cafe ignored three 
municipal stop-work orders, drawing the legal wrath of city officials, who 
demanded the deck’s removal. Legal scuffles and attempts to bring the 
eatery into compliance have gone on intermittently. But, as the city was 
about to head back into court last week for a jury trial on a suit it filed 
against the cafe’s parent company, Trudy’s Texas Star, Travis Co. District 
Judge Stephen Yelenosky granted the city’s motion for an expedited sum- 
mary judgment, ruling in favor of the city. Yelenosky essentially found that 
the cafe’s rear deck, fence, and bar will have to be removed. Not yet final- 
ized is the city’s demand that Trudy’s repay its attorney’s fees throughout 
the saga, estimated at some $191,000. Trudy’s attorney Eric Taube said 
the city isn’t entitled to the fees, that the ruling is not proper, and that 
once it’s finalized, he’ll appeal it immediately. - Daniel Mottola 

Austin Police say 44-year-old Marjorie Charlotte Chote Ahmed, who was 
found dead in an alley in the 3400 block of Montrose Street on Monday, 

April 30, likely died somewhere else and was dumped in the alley. There was 
no apparent trauma to Ahmed’s body, Police reported in a press release, but 
the cause of her death is still open, pending toxicology results. In the inter- 
im, Police ask that anyone with information about Ahmed’s death - or any- 
one who might have seen unusual activity in the area that day - to call 
APD’s homicide tip line at 477-3588. - J.S.

Set Forecast to Stun BY WELLS DUNBAR 


There’s more, of course - these quotes 
are just from the direct lead-up to the Iraq 
war - and the stream of bellicose and wholly 
dishonest venom pouring from Dubya’s chief 
attack dog has proceeded unabated to this day 
The vice president wears shameless warmonger- 
ing like a second skin, and Kucinich is right to 
cite Cheney’s current and entirely illegal threats 
of aggression against Iran, because the imperial 
delusions of this administration appear cata- 
strophically limitless. 

Two-Edged Sword 

The list is more than enough grounds to 
impeach, although Kucinich also answered 
the obvious question: Why Cheney and not 
Bush? “I think that it’s very important that we 
start with Mr. Cheney - because if we were to 
start with the president and pursue articles of 


impeachment, Mr. Cheney would then become 
president [and] you would then have to go 
through the constitutional agony of impeaching 
two presidents consecutively.” 

Even hesitant Democratic colleagues of 
Kucinich acknowledge that there are plenty 
of constituents calling for Cheney’s head, and 
indeed the notion of impeaching Bush has 
polled nationally in the 40s. In early April, 
Rep. John Murtha, D-Pa., who has effectively 
become the Democrats’ chief strategist on 
ending the war, told the Washington Times, “I 
get one call after another saying, ‘Impeach the 
president.’” But he continued, “[A]t this point 
I don’t see that happening. Instead we’ll fight 
it out on the issues.” 

The overriding issue, of course, is the war. 


This week Murtha and the Democrats are pro- 
posing to counter the president’s veto of the 
war timeline bill by a two-step Iraq appropria- 
tion, requiring the administration to return for 
more funding in two months. Bush is threaten- 
ing a veto, but the Congress should call his 
bluff - if he wants to interrupt the funding for 
the troops, let it be his call. Even Republicans 
are now grudgingly pointing at September as a 
point for Bush’s “surge” to put up or shut up 

- a significant retreat from 2008 deadlines of 
only a couple of months ago. 

Whatever Means Necessary 

And impeachment? Frankly, although the 
accuracy of Kucinich ’s charges is indisputable, 
this is a political fight, and symbolic politics 

- which is what impeachment yet remains 

- is of more emotional importance to hardcore 

Bush opponents than it is a 
likely direct means of ending the 
war. If it suddenly appeared that 
canonizing Bush and Cheney 
would miraculously bring an 
end to the unbearable, unde- 
served, and entirely unjustifiable 
suffering of the Iraqi people, as 
well as the immoral sacrificing of 
U.S. troops, I would be writing 
adulatory endorsement letters to 
the Vatican. 

But that’s just another way 
of saying there is not “one way” 
to end this war. Kucinich’s bring- 
ing of charges against Cheney is 
one more useful tactic in a broad 
strategy that includes the congressional appro- 
priations maneuvering on one end, conscious 
of the slim Dem majority in the Senate, and 
at the other end, continuing public pressure 
not to let either Bush or the Democrats off the 
hook as long as this illegal war continues. The 
presumption of virtually dictatorial powers by 
the Bush administration, under its doctrine that 
the president is effectively an elected despot, 
has made ordinary politics particularly difficult, 
and it needs to be opposed by every available 
legal means. 

That also means that impeachment should 
remain “on the table,” as one of the additional 
political weapons available to force this admin- 
istration to end this illegal war or lose, at a min- 
imum, their jobs. ■ 


Watching Toby Futrell’s now-notorious 
Star Trek analogy in the midst of City 
Council’s turbulent financial forecast last 
week, one notion came forcibly to mind: Pull 
up, pull up now! Up, up, and away! 

Trying to describe the effect of full-speed 
growth on the city’s resources - and its 
urgent demands on the upcoming fiscal year 
2008 budget - Futrell plowed into a meta- 
phorical asteroid belt, the deep-space equiv- 
alent of the iceberg that felled the Titanic. 

For those of you who missed it: After 
cementing Brewster McCracken’s burgeon- 
ing nerd bona tides by attributing the original 
analogy to him, Futrell described rapid devel- 
opment’s demands as an attack on the 
Austin Enterprise, with city staff juicing the 
warp engines to fly from the Klingons. “City 
staff is Scotty. We’re putting out those fires, 
and we’re producing that Warp 10 from that 
pressure, that growth, that Klingon. But that 
Warp 10 is not reliable; it’s weak. We don’t 
have the internal controls we need for that 
Warp 10. ... We’re going to need to rein- 
vest.” (We know what you’re thinking: You 
can’t take any moooore, but this was a pre- 
liminary forecast. A budget policy discussion 
comes May 24; Futrell’s formal budget pro- 
posal comes later, on July 26.) 

Futrell’s lament revealed two things: 1) 

No one’s going to mistake her for a Trekkie, 
and 2) to defend the Enterprise, belea- 
guered by its own success, she proposes 
not photon torpedoes but “core service 
investments.” Much more prosaically, she’s 
suggesting some $7 million in “growth relat- 
ed” expenditures (development review, per- 
mitting, graffiti removal, etc.) and “internal 
control programs” (additional public-safety 
positions) she envisions in the budget. 

Seven million bucks? Why, that’s chump 
change in Kirk’s captain’s chair! We’ll spend 
far more than that subsidizing waterfront 
condos at Seaholm - after all, flush times 
are here, right? Right? 

“The good news is that our revenue growth 
is still projected to be strong,” said Futrell, 
citing “general fund revenue increases in all 
our major revenue categories. ... Flowever, 
the bad news is that we are projecting 
increases in all of our cost drivers, so ... 


those are higher than the estimates we 
showed you last year.” Flow much higher? 
Last year, she showed a $6.7 million deficit 
for FY 08; thanks to a ballooned base bud- 
get and those evil-alien “cost drivers,” the 
estimate now stands at $27.5 million. 

Such a shortfall seems antithetical to 
conventional (read: Chamber of Commerce) 
wisdom - especially while condos spawn 
like Tribbles throughout a booming city - 
although it also appears that the final tally 
won’t be anywhere near that bad. Setting FY 
08 property taxes at the “rollback rate” (the 
max tax, under state law, that doesn’t trig- 
ger an election; due to growth it’s a smaller 
percent than last year) garners nearly $11 
million, bringing the gap to $16.6 million. It 
seems possible to make up the difference 
between this and last year’s projected $6.7 
million deficit after scraping the honeypots 
scattered through City Hall (the Budgetary 
Reserve Fund, et al.) and Futrell’s $7 mil- 
lion in investments. 

But what really are those investments, 
pushing us deeper into the red? Thanks to 
the concerted business-bitching and wheel- 
spinning, graffiti removal, expedited permit- 
ting, and development review are prioritized, 
along with less cowardly choices like library 
materials, EMS, fire, and police support. 

Why are we being asked to go to the well to 
further prioritize the instruments of gentrifi- 
cation and growth when the city is apparent- 
ly incapable of channeling our current boom 
to the city’s financial advantage? Doesn’t 
high-speed growth, as we’re repeatedly 
assured, “pay for itself”? 

There may be fires below deck - and we 
don’t doubt for a minute that stoking the 
warp drives of growth is a full-time job - but 
the real danger is off the ship, where rising 
apartment rents, spiraling property taxes, 
and a loss of the city’s unique character lap 
like flames at those Austinites barely get- 
ting by - those left behind on another plan- 
et as the city explores strange new worlds. 

If anyone’s priorities need to be reflected 
this upcoming budget season, it’s the citys’. 

Too bad. The Enterprise must be boldly 
going ... 

Off this Thursday ; council next meets on May 17.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Hays Co. voters will cast ballots this Saturday on a $172 million road-bond 
package that would supersize a handful of Hill Country roads, including FM 
1626, SH 21, and a portion of RR 12, and lay new, growth-inducing pavement 
east of San Marcos. All the projects are viewed by critics as likely accelera- 
tors for sprawling Austin bedroom communities and water degradation, as 
well as beacons for greater traffic volume and pollution. A San Marcos Daily 
Record report recently revealed that the pro-road PR campaign is being bank- 
rolled by home builders and road-construction firms, some of which have 
already been awarded contracts pending bond approval. What’s more, two for- 
mer county officials, whose commission spearheaded the road bonds, now 
represent two of the road builders poised for paving. Bond opponents Citi- 
zens for Responsible Roads claim current commissioners Jeff Barton and 
Will Conley, the only two actively pushing the road bonds, received almost 
half of their campaign contributions from special-interest firms tied to the 
contracts, based on reviewed campaign finance filings. County Judge Liz 
Sumter has remained neutral on the issue but said funds are sorely needed 
to solve county water-resources dilemmas (a top constituent priority), to 
address an overcrowded jail and dilapidated precinct offices, and to provide 
health care for Hays’ growing indigent population. - D.M. 

Watchdog group Corporate Accountability paid a visit to a Pepsi sharehold- 
ers’ meeting last week in Plano to call attention to the company’s allegedly 
misleading advertising. Members charge that in marketing Aquafina, Pepsi’s 
brand of bottled water, Pepsi execs have been bamboozling consumers into 
thinking the water is from a natural source when it is actually fancily pack- 
aged tap water. The packaging on the bottle depicts mountains, implying the 
water comes from a natural source, not a faucet, the group said. “Corpora- 
tions promote water privatization under the guise of efficiency. But whether 
it’s Coke or Pepsi bottling our tap water, Nestle draining groundwater, or Suez 
taking over municipal water systems, none of these corporations pay the full 
costs of the public infrastructure they use, the environmental damage they 
cause, or the health problems of the people they hurt,” said CA spokeswom- 
an Patti Lynn. - J.W. 

The U.S. House passed a bill recently that would make it illegal for employers 
and insurance companies to use genetic information “to deny someone 
health insurance or job opportunities,” reports the Associated Press. On April 
25, representatives voted overwhelmingly, 420-3, in favor of the Genetic 
Information Nondiscrimination Act of 2007. “If your grandmother had 
breast cancer, you shouldn’t be denied a job or a promotion,” the AP quoted 
Rep. Robert Andrews, D-N.J., as saying. Under House Resolution 493, a 
health plan or insurer cannot “deny coverage or charge higher premiums to a 
healthy person based solely on a genetic predisposition to a disease. 
Similarly, an employer could not use genetic information in making hiring, fir- 
ing or promotion decisions,” the AP reports. The Senate has passed similar 
bills twice in recent years, but the House hadn’t voted on such legislation 
until this session. The Senate Health, Education, Labor, & Pensions 
Committee has passed a bill by Maine Republican Olympia Snowe, which 
awaits a full Senate vote, reports the AR also noting that the White House 
has expressed support for HR 493. - Cheryl Smith 
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TYC: Will the Lege Drain the Gulag?

Much legislative energy in both houses this 
session has been devoted to reforming the 
battered, scandal-plagued, and discredited 
Texas Youth Commission. But as the rele- 
vant reform and financing bills come closer to 
passage, what becomes clearer is that state 
government is starting a long, protracted, and 
expensive era of oversight, litigation, and 
structural changes to the agency. 

Sen. Juan “Chuy” Hinojosa, D-McAllen, 
said he has spearheaded the legislative push 
to “restructure TYC from the bottom up 
because the whole agency was broken. We’re 
putting reforms in place with a lot of account- 
ability.” His omnibus TYC bill, Senate Bill 103, 
was passed unanimously by the Senate on 
April 19. But the House version, which finally 
worked its way through the House after a 
bloody second-reading debate late Monday 
night, has some major differences from 
Hinojosa’s bill. 

On the bill’s final day in the House 
Corrections Committee, 32 amendments were 
added. More were added on the House floor: 
The most controversial, which would allow 
juveniles guilty of multiple misdemeanors to 
be sent to TYC, was narrowly defeated. Most 
of those that passed, said Hinojosa, were 
“good amendments that expand and clarify 
103, and in some areas, they improve on it.” 
There could be a sticking point, however. Hino- 
josa’s bill would sweep away the TYC board, 
whose members refused to resign for much 
of the duration of the scandal. They would be 
replaced by an advisory board and an execu- 
tive commissioner, appointed by the governor, 
confirmed by the Senate, and reconfirmed 
every two years. The latest House version 
would maintain the current board system. The 
difference will need to be worked out in con- 
ference; Hinojosa said it’s important to 
remember that “we all want to end up at the 
same place on this.” 

Until then, the budget for TYC, and there- 
fore the omnibus budget bills, cannot be com- 
pleted. There is currently a $2 billion disparity 
between SB 1, the Senate finance bill, and 
HB 1, what the House believes the state 
needs to operate over the next two years. 

This gap will shrink once the House passes 
an estimated $471 million in pending bills, 
but until the language of the TYC reforms is 


agreed upon, that figure could change. The 
Senate has earmarked $50 million in extra 
cash for TYC, based on the Hinojosa bill. 

TYC reform is nowhere near complete. 

Most of the changes proposed are on the 
administrative side - such as introducing an 
ombudsman to deal with inmate complaints 
and an inspector general to investigate crimi- 
nal complaints and allowing child advocates 
better access. But there are huge structural 
changes planned. According to Hinojosa, “We 
have too many facilities that are isolated and 
not well run. We want to study those facilities, 
to see if we need them all or whether we 
should do away with them.” 

The agency comes under Sunset Advisory 
Commission review in the next session, and 
Hinojosa hopes to be appointed to the com- 
mission so that he can “ensure that the 
changes we mandate are being implement- 
ed.” As part of the review, SB 103 proposes a 
special advisory committee that will report to 
Sunset. This nine-member body, which would 
include nationally recognized juvenile-justice 
experts and child advocates, will examine 
ways to move from the current system, of big 
facilities concentrated in the remotest parts 
of the state, to what’s known as the Missouri 
Model. The majority of TYC inmates come 
from big cities, but as inmates, they are 
shipped out to distant rural camps. The 
Missouri Model regionalizes the system by 
opening smaller facilities closer to population 
centers. This gives better access to external 
counseling and support services and better 
oversight from both state agencies and the 
media. According to Sen. Eliot Shapleigh, D- 
El Paso, this is an essential move because 
“the proven model is to have inmates close 
to home and close to community support. In 
El Paso, we do not send our kids to TYC 
because they’re so far from friends and fami- 
ly, and kids who have some support network 
do better than those that don’t.” 

If the Senate proposals hold, they will not 
simply change how TYC operates; they’ll 
also pump extra money into programs intend- 
ed to cut down on the number of youths that 
get incarcerated. Over the next two years, 
$12.3 million extra would go to the Juvenile 
Probation Commission, split between inter- 
vention projects to keep kids out of TYC and 


post-probation support, including specialist 
counseling for abused ex-inmates. The Senate 
has also budgeted an additional $47 million 
for 600 drug-treatment and rehabilitation 
beds statewide. 

Yet there remains the bigger question, what 
Shapleigh has called the West Texas gulag. 

As he explained, “TYC camps were developed 
as economic development projects rather 
than best-practice TYC facilities.” There will be 
pressure to pump new “development” cash 
into areas where TYC facilities are to be 
closed. Threatened counties have strong 
advocates like Sens. Kip Averitt, R-Waco, 
and Troy Fraser, R-Horseshoe Bay, who are 
pushing for these facilities either to stay open 
or to become adult prisons. That’s already 
happening with John Shero State Juvenile 
Correctional Facility in San Saba and the 
Marlin Orientation & Assessment Unit, 
which are being transferred to the Texas 
Department of Criminal Justice. However, 
the Corrections Association of Texas, 
which represents TDCJ employees, says the 
staff is already overstretched, with a 3,152 
shortfall in staff members statewide and a 
rapid staff turnover due to low pay. And mean- 
while, there’s also been a disturbing federal 


report concerning the Lubbock State 
School, plus firings at the Mexia State 
School, both run by the Texas Department 
of Aging and Disability Services (see “On 
the Lege,” April 6). Low staffing levels, allega- 
tions of poor staff training, and distance from 
state and media oversight have plagued both 
agencies, much as they did TYC. 

There is one further potential financial 
time bomb for the state - litigation. Senate 
Concurrent Resolution 49 by Sen. Rodney 
Ellis, D-Houston, allows inmates abused by 
staff to sue Texas and TYC. Alison Brock, 
staffer for Rep. Sylvester Turner, D-Houston, 
and a former juvenile probation officer, said 
lawsuits are inevitable and that “we’re seeing 
these kids that went through TYC and juvenile 
probation begin to bond together and say, 

‘You know what? What they allowed to happen 
to us, that wasn’t right.’” There are no plans 
in the Lege for a litigation fund: Instead, legis- 
lators will wait for any cases to end and then 
appropriate any damages as part of the bud- 
get in the following session. With the first 
class-action suit already filed in Austin (see 
“Arbitrary Justice at TYC,” April 13), Texans 
could be paying the cost of the West Texas 
gulag for years to come. - Richard Whittaker 


Funding TP&W: 

No Walk Through the Park 

Texas’ parks last week came one step closer to seeing the 
funding they need to reverse years of budgetary-shortfall- 
induced decay as the House of Representatives passed 
House Bill 12, which would lift the cap on the Texas Parks 
& Wildlife Department’s funding source, the state sporting- 
goods tax, fully devoting the approximately $100 million the 
tax generates to state and local parks. The measure also lays 
the groundwork for the controversial transfer of 18 historic 
sites from TP&W purview to the Texas Historical 
Commission. The two actions were initially separate bills, 
both filed by House Culture, Recreation and Tourism 
Committee Chair Harvey Hilderbran, R-Kerrville, later fused 
together - much to the chagrin of many parks advocates, 
chapped by the lack of public discussion and planning sur- 


rounding the historic-site transfers, not to mention the appear- 
ances of sending control of the sites to an organization head- 
ed by beer distribution baron, GOP benefactor, and Speaker of 
the House Tom Craddick crony John Nau, who strongly favored 
the move. 

Lone Star Sierra Club Director Ken Kramer, among 
troops of statewide advocates battling for park bucks, 
expressed “cautious optimism” over HB 12’s passage, 
explaining that it’s unclear whether the Senate, its Finance 
Committee, and the lieutenant governor will be as monetarily 
enthusiastic as the House. While “it’s good that House Bill 12 
identified a funding source,” Kramer reminded that the park 
money must actually be appropriated by the House. A 2006 
state advisory committee said an additional $85 million was 
needed to “restore parks to a state of excellence,” as 
Kramer put it. And if legislators deliver some but not all of 
those clams, it could be worse than getting nothing at all, he 
said, given the difficulty of reintroducing such a high-profile 
issue in a subsequent session. 


As for HB 12’s historic-site transfers, Kramer said more 
external public review and comment are needed, especially near 
the sites’ respective locations. He said park protectors are 
also apprehensive of shipping scarce parks money to another 
agency, and are concerned about duplication when it comes to 
historic sites now classified as parks as well as parks that 
include historic sites. An amendment adopted last week by Austin 
Rep. Donna Howard will require the Historical Commission to 
prepare comprehensive operating plans for sites being trans- 
ferred, to be reviewed by an independent committee. 

Culture, Recreation and Tourism Committee staffer Therese 
Kerfoot said the sites in question “don’t have park aspects,” and 
the THC can better handle the promotion of their historic aspects, 
restorations, and the overall improvement of attendance. A press 
release from the speaker’s office assured that “the THC specializ- 
es in historic preservation and manages some of the most effec- 
tive preservation programs in the nation, including the Texas 
Historic Courthouse Preservation Program, the Texas Main Street 
Program, and the Texas Heritage Trails program.” - Daniel Mottola 
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Teacher Found Guilty of Injuring Child 



After a weeklong trial in the 345th District 
Court and a day and a half of deliberation, 
earlier this spring a Travis Co. jury found a 
teacher at the Hyde Park Baptist Church’s 
day-care center had intentionally injured at 
least one young child in her care (see “When 
the Bough Breaks,” Nov. 17, 2006). The fami- 
ly of Parker Curtis, who was not yet 2 years 
old when he was a student at the Hyde Park 
Baptist Child Development Center, run by 
the Hyde Park Baptist Church, says Parker’s 
teacher pushed him, causing him to fall and 
injure his head. On March 8, jurors ordered 
the church to pay the Curtis family $163,562 
for expenses related to Parker’s past and 
future medical needs as well as his “physical 
and mental anguish.” The teacher, Belinda 
Sue Lowry, settled with the Curtis family 
before the trial; the details of that agreement 
are confidential. 

Rene Ratliff, a teaching aide to Lowry dur- 
ing the time that Parker was in her class, told 
the jury she saw Lowry approach Parker in the 
classroom on Jan. 18, 2005, and begin argu- 
ing with him. She then deliberately swung her 
hip into his body, Ratliff said, causing him to 
fall backward and hit his head. Ratliff said 
Lowry did not comfort Parker nor apply ice to 
the bump on the back of his skull. According 
to police reports, Shelly Miller, another 
teacher at the center, checked Parker’s head 
a day later and found a “quarter-sized” swell- 
ing. Ratliff reported the incident to the cen- 
ter’s administration, but the administration 
did not immediately inform Parker’s parents 
that he had been injured. 

According to Ratliff and Amber Braeckow, 
another teaching aide who had worked with 
Lowry previously, the incident with Parker was 
only one of several instances in which Lowry 
mistreated a child in her care. Ratliff and 
Braeckow told jurors that Lowry was often 
impatient with the toddlers, sometimes push- 
ing them off furniture, pinning them against 
walls, and denying them food at meal times. 
Braeckow told jurors she had reported Lowry’s 
mistreatment of children to day-care adminis- 
trators “almost every day” for several months, 
before asking to be transferred to another 
classroom. She says administrators ignored 
her complaints and told her that because she 
was the only witness to the incidents, her 
complaints were pointless. 

Administrators and church representatives 
have denied responsibility for Parker’s fall. On 
the witness stand under defense question- 
ing, Lowry said the movement that 
pushed Parker over was an accident 
and that she was stepping in 
front of him to prevent him 
from running over another 
child who was sleeping on 
the floor. (This description 
of the incident is consider- 
ably different from 
Ratliff’s; Ratliff told 
police that Parker 
was standing by him- 
self away from the 
other children and “not 
bothering anybody” 
when Lowry 
approached him.) 

After describing 
Parker’s fall to the 


court, Lowry invoked the Fifth Amendment 
and refused to answer questions from the 
plaintiffs’ attorneys. 

According to investigative records, after 
Parker’s fall, Ratliff spoke to Braeckow about 
that and other incidents, and Braeckow 
phoned a report to the Department of Child 
Protective Services. After CPS began inves- 
tigating, center administrators began their 
own investigation and questioned Ratliff, 
Braeckow, and other teachers. A few days 
after the fall, Lowry was suspended; she 
resigned shortly afterward. Only when Parker’s 
mother insisted on knowing why her son’s 
teacher was gone did administrators tell her 
about Parker’s injury. 

When deposed, the center’s head adminis- 
trator, Ginny Braden, had said Lowry would 
have been fired if she had not resigned - not 
because Parker fell but because Lowry failed 
to complete the proper paperwork to report 
his injury. At the trial, Braden praised Lowry’s 
teaching ability and said she would in princi- 
ple be willing to hire her again. 

Attorneys for the church have filed a motion 
for a new trial that would throw out the verdict 
and the damages awarded. Attorney Craig 
Nevelow said the church’s motion would 
hinge on whether the action of Lowry’s hip 
that knocked Parker over was deliberate or 
accidental. He says the jury did not consider 
the question of Lowry’s intention when it 
made its finding. He also questioned whether 
the size of the award is commensurate with 
the damages Parker sustained in the fall. 

Laurie Higginbotham, attorney for the 
Curtis family, says the jury was asked to con- 
sider whether Lowry’s “intentional act ... 
caused injury to Parker Curtis,” so the ques- 
tion of whether or not Lowry meant for Parker 
to fall has already been considered. “This is a 
very, very weak argu-

Acting Locally, Cooling Globally 

The Austin Climate Protection Plan takes form

In the three months since City Council unan- 
imously approved the Austin Climate Protec- 
tion Plan Feb. 15, city staff has steadily begun 
tackling the first steps required to build a solid 
action plan that will dramatically reduce Austin’s 
greenhouse-gas emissions. With a goal of 
making all city operations, facilities, vehicle 
fleets, and utilities totally carbon neutral by 
2020, the ambitious plan requires nothing 
less than a sweeping cultural change that 
affects every city department. All related city 
policies, procedures, and behaviors are gradu- 
ally being re-examined over the course of 
2007, an effort led by Mayor Will Wynn and

City Manager Toby Futrell, in support of the 
plan’s goal: “Make Austin the leading city in 
the nation in the fight against global warming.” 

The city kicked off its internal planning pro- 
cess in March with a full-day retreat and plan- 
ning session on the ACPP for top brass city- 
wide - the directors and assistant directors of 
all departments. Wynn presented a slide show 
based on Al Gore’s An Inconvenient Truth, a 
presentation for which he was trained by Gore 
through the Climate Project (and which he 
now is giving to groups throughout the city). “I 
think it energized people; they could see that 


from a policy standpoint, we’re very serious,” 
Wynn said. “I was very impressed with how 
the city staff is completely engaged with it - 
personified by the city manager.” Futrell said 
the kickoff session was designed to “lay out 
the premise and the argument for everybody” 
in order to create widespread buy-in among 
city leadership. 

“We organized how we were going to move 
forward and lay out resources in each area,” 
Futrell said. “If people had reservations or 
saw barriers, we worked it through at the 
retreat. We made sure everyone in the room 
understood how it affected them, got their 
ideas, and got their concerns out on the table. 
We encouraged skepticism or cynicism and 
questions, so we could get at it and talk 
through it and come out on the other side. At 
the end, we called each person out and asked, 
‘Where are you on this?”’ Futrell plans to hold 
quarterly cross-departmental ACPP retreats. 

During the city budget process for the 
upcoming fiscal year, the immediate focus is 
on identifying resources needed for ACPP 
implementation in 2007-’08 and getting those 
line items into the budget, Futrell said. The 
ACPP includes five subplans: Municipal, Utility, 
Flomes and Buildings, Community, and Go Neut- 
ral. (See a summary at www.austinenergy.com.) 
“We’re creating functional alignments for each 
subplan, with cross-departmental teams,” 
Futrell said. “We’ll go into each of those func- 
tional areas, and then the teams will start 
creating their more detailed action plans. And 
under those areas, each city department will 
have its own action plan.” It’s a lot to get the 
city’s collective arms around, said Futrell, but 
she believes all department directors and key 
staff are engaged by the mission. 

Within Austin Energy, Ester Matthews 
has been reassigned as ACPP director. A 20- 


year city staffer (she cut her teeth as an aide 
to former Council Member Max Nofziger), 
Matthews is a passionate environmentalist 
who understands how the city works. In previ- 
ous positions at AE, she worked closely with 
sustainable-energy maven Roger Duncan in 
governmental relations and as director of local 
government issues. “She knows the science, 
knows what other cities and utilities are doing, 
and she’s very motivated,” Wynn observed. 

Matthews, the very picture of eco-aware- 
ness in tree-motif earrings and a green-leaf 
print dress, recently discussed the “ACPP 
Action Plan Update” she produced May 3. 
She noted that many action steps requiring 
new staff and budget allocations are being 
researched and planned but can only begin 
officially in the new budget year, after Oct. 1. 
Focusing on the Municipal Plan, Matthews 
reviewed some efforts already in progress: 
acquiring enough wind-powered energy to run 
all city facilities, conducting an inventory 
database of current fleet emissions, plan- 


ning ahead for flex-fuel vehicles, and devel- 
oping individual departmental plans. In prog- 
ress also are a city Web page on the ACPF? a 
carbon-footprint calculator, and a yearlong 
process to amend the city’s building code to 
promote energy-efficient homes and commer- 
cial buildings. 

The mayor believes the city’s short-term 
costs to enact the plan will be more than 
offset by energy cost-savings over time, 
making it effectively self-financed. “Why not 
be educated consumers and use life-cycle 
costing?” he asked rhetorically. But as the 
city makes projections and prepares the 
2007-’08 budget, Wynn also admitted, “I’m 
holding my breath a little bit to see what the 
costs might be.”

T. Don Hutto: 

Homeland Security Bars U.N. Inspector

Access denied - again. 

Monday was the day that 2006 Nobel 
Peace Prize nominee and U.N. “rapporteur” 
(investigator) Jorge Bustamante was to 
have visited the T. Don Hutto Residential 
Center in Taylor, the big house of increas- 
ingly ill repute owned and operated by 
Corrections Corporation of America, 
which does a booming business - about 
$35 million a year - imprisoning immigrant 
families, including children. Bustamante had 
planned to inspect TDH as part of his three- 
week fact-finding mission regarding migrant 
living conditions, then present his results to 
the United Nations General Assembly in 
June. The U.S. Department of Homeland 
Security clanged TDH’s door shut on 
Bustamante at the last minute, however. 

The Associated Press quoted a U.S. Immi- 
gration and Customs Enforcement spokes- 
woman last Thursday as saying the visit was 
never approved, though Bustamante told 
News 8 Austin on Monday that Homeland 
Security had actually invited him to tour TDH. 
According to State Department spokesman 
Bill Strassberger, “The U.S. State Department 
facilitated the visit of Jorge Bustamante. ICE 
made the decision to deny access because 
the[y] are participating in litigation at the 
Hutto facility. ... Yesterday, ICE invited 
Bustamante to tour the Berks County, PA., 
detention facility as a replacement.” The gov- 
ernment’s fortress mentality may have back- 
fired, however, for a contingency of media and 
protesters descended upon the area anyway, 
to probe even harder the reason for all the 
secrecy. Free the Children, a coalition of 
local and state activists formed to protest the 
Hutto child jailings, held an all-day vigil out- 
side the facility. “What if we could surround 
this hellhole [with protesters]? We could shut 
this place down!” said FTC spokesman and 
border activist Jay Johnson-Castro. Barring 
Bustamante’s inspection, Johnson-Castro 
said, “more than amply exposes the epitome 


of Texas corruption.” His group is tracking 
more than $60,000 in campaign contributions 
by CCA to legislators, who in turn promote pri- 
vate, for-profit prisons. 

Early in the controversy, critics had difficulty 
convincing nonbelievers that babies, toddlers, 
and teens were actually doing time in Texas, 
but no more. The turning point in detainees’ 
having access to the outside world occurred 
early in 2007, when the American Civil 
Liberties Union filed suit against DHS and 
ICE on behalf of 10 immigrant children con- 
fined at TDH. In the course of the lawsuit, the 
ACLU has documented several cases. A film 
just released on the ACLU Web site shows a 
mother stating that confinement at Hutto was 
a “psychological trauma” from which she and 
her daughter will never recover. “It was really 
horrible, and if you’ll excuse me, I’d rather not 
reflect on it,” her young daughter says. 

Free the Children recently held a “citizens’ 
public hearing” at the Capitol to protest the 
Legislature’s inaction on House Concurrent 
Resolution 64 - authored by Rep. Eddie 
Rodriguez, D-Austin - which calls on the fed- 
eral government to seek alternatives to family 
detention for immigration charges. At the 
hearing, FTC presented alarming findings - for 
example, that women taken from TDH to hos- 
pitals for prenatal visits have been blindfolded 
and restrained during exams. Member 
Cynthia Valadez said workers “on the 
inside” are afraid to report abuse because 
they believe they would lose their jobs. FTC is 
demanding that HCR 64 be provided public 
hearings “so all our elected leaders can take 
a stand on this issue,” said Johnson-Castro, 
who also noted that keeping a toddler behind 
bars at TDH reportedly costs taxpayers 
almost $100,000 per year. For that price, “We 
could put them up at the Omni,” he said. 

The reality of child imprisonment in their 
own back yard reportedly caught the new 
Williamson Co. Commissioners Court off- 
guard, but that didn’t stop them from voting in 


early 2007 to keep TDH open, possibly 
because the deal brings hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars a year to the county. Is there 
any excuse, however, for not knowing their 
predecessors willfully signed the pact that 
disingenuously changed the purpose and 
name of the facility? 

Taking effect May 1, 2006, a modification to 
the agreement between ICE and WilCo stated 
that TDH would “provide detention services for 
non-criminal alien families” and that the “name 
of the facility will be changed from T. Don Hutto 
Correctional Center to T. Don Hutto Residential 
Center.” Despite the official euphemism, the 
contract itself is frank: Detainees are “inmates,” 
a guard service employed by WilCo may trans- 
port inmates to “unspecified, miscellaneous 
locations,” and detainees shall not be released 
without ICE’s permission. 

If the word “child” is subbed for “detainee,” 
the effect is chilling. And the high fences are 
still there. A Taylor resident and FTC member, 
Angela Kopit, whose family is Jewish, said 
the sight of railroad tracks, on which the facil- 
ity is built, is a “horrific image,” reminding her 
of “Nazis’ boxcars.” 


In response to the mounting controversy, 
DHS officials hosted an “open house” this 
spring, but media and officials were allowed 
to see only what DHS and ICE wanted them 
to see - pizza and plastic plants but no 
detainees. Afterward, U.S. Rep. John Carter 
pronounced the facility “humane,” insisting 
the policy protects children from human traf- 
fickers. But Homeland Security Secretary 
Michael Chertoff revealed a less flowery 
attitude toward detainees on Aug. 23, 2006, 
in a statement trumpeting the new catch- 
and-remove policy: “Word has gotten out to 
people from countries other than Mexico that 
they will not be released, [that] there’s really 
a change in the incentive process that was 
previously drawing them in.” 

Yet, for most detainees, many of whom are 
seeking asylum from torture and repression in 
their home countries, the real incentive is to 
be free. According to the summary of the ACLU 
lawsuit against TDH, many of the detained 
families “have fled persecution, war, and 
devastation. Many ... have been found by 
trained asylum officers to have credible fears 
of persecution.” - Patricia J. Ruland

A Downtown Library, Block 21 Duet

Getting Austin’s new flagship Downtown 
library built by 2012 is one challenge; oper- 
ating the larger facility after it opens will be 
another. Planning ahead for sustainable fund- 
ing, the city is establishing a special $10 mil- 
lion fund bankrolled by the city’s sale of 
Block 21 Downtown, as part of an agreement 
with the Austin Public Library Foundation. 

“This would be very, very innovative,” said 
Mayor Pro Tern Betty Dunkerley of the funding 
approach. “We’ve never done anything like this 
before. If you go to a bigger space, you’re going 
to [need] more money, and that’s always diffi- 
cult.” Historically, the library’s budget has been 
among the first cut in tight city-budget years and 
economic downturns; the special fund would 
ensure a steady level of operational funding. 

While library design and construction costs 
will largely be covered by the $90 million in 
bonds approved by voters last November, 
library advocates have been concerned for 
some time about providing sufficiently for 
operating costs - anticipated to be an addi- 
tional $1 million more than the current $3 
million budget annually. A more spacious 
main library is needed primarily to expand the 
entire public library system’s collections, ser- 
vices, and programs. While the $90 million 
theoretically includes funds to expand the col- 
lection (books, CDs, DVDs) by 20% and to 
nearly double the number of public-use com- 
puter stations, significantly more funding 
clearly will be needed. The prospect of getting 
a gorgeous new library only to see it soon 
forced to reduce its hours and services due 
to budget cuts is all too real. 

In addition to the $10 million from the city, 
the APLF is finalizing a trust agreement with 
the city based on the foundation raising $5 
million through private and corporate dona- 
tions over the next decade and $5 million 
coming from interest on the monies. On May 
3, City Council directed the city manager to 
negotiate with the foundation the specifics of 
the special fund and how it would be man- 
aged. The APLF currently raises funds annual- 
ly for library programs, equipment, and hold- 
ings that city general fund budget allocations 
can’t stretch to cover. 


The new 250,000-square-feet central 
library (with only 170,000 square feet initia 
ly finished, due to budget constraints) will 
be built near Town Lake two blocks west of 
City Hall, at Second and San Antonio; the 
city is working toward removal of the decon 
missioned Green Power Plant on the site 
and creation of a new street grid for the 
large parcel. The new library is expected to 
attract, on average, up to 80% more users 
than the 1,300 folks who now use the Faul 
Library daily. They’ll come not only to refer 
ence books and the Internet but to attend 
community meetings and cultural and famil 
programs, use the small-business and 
career center, and sip a literary espresso ir 
the cafe. 

And what’s up with library patron Block 
21? Lending more celebrity sheen is the 
announcement that “Magic” Johnson, 
through his socially responsible investment 
company, Canyon-Johnson Urban Fund, will 
invest $50 million in the $260 million 
Stratus Properties project. Construction on 
the site just north of City Hall now is schec 
uled to start in August or September; the 
mixed-use project features a handsome an< 
environmentally sustainable (certified gold 
by Leadership in Energy and Environmental 
Design) architectural design by Anderssoit 
Wise Architects. A relatively slender and 
sensitively scaled tower will house KLRU’s 
offices, plus a luxe W Hotel with 250 roonr 
and about 200 condos. 

Architect Arthur Andersson emphasizes 
that the project’s commitment to sustainabil 
ty and the attention to creating an informal, 
Austintatious streetscape experience should 
be credited to developer Beau Armstrong, 
who is lead for Stratus Properties. At stree 
level, Austinites will enjoy a new Austin 
Children’s Museum, a lushly landscaped 
public plaza, 20,000 square feet of shops, a 
hotel restaurant, and Austin City Limits. 
During show tapings, one exciting idea is to 
broadcast the music performances out on th 
public plaza. Won’t it be quintessential^ 
Austin if guitar riffs turn out to be audible at 
the library, a few blocks away?

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QSA Builds Voice at UT 

“People shouldn’t have to worry about where they go pee,” 
said Jake Holbrook, spokesman for the Queer Students 
Alliance, the newly self-proclaimed “queer powerhouse” on 
the University of Texas campus. “I had no idea when we 
released the report that I was going to spend the next six 
weeks talking about restrooms.” 

GendeiHieutral restrooms for students who self-identify as 
neither male nor female is just one of 70 points of improve- 
ment listed in QSA’s October 2006 report, a 200-page survey 
compiled from 127 self-identifying lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans- 
gendered, intersex, and “questioning” students’ e-mail 
responses about their experiences on campus - good and 
bad - dealing with such things as harassment in the hallways, 
filling out forms for University Health Services, and getting 
banned from married students housing. After months of orga- 
nizing all that information and reading all those e-mails - all 
those sad stories about the horrors of being different - the 
writers of the report concluded, “If only one person was having 
these problems - that was too much.” 

Upon completion of the report, QSA submitted it to the 
administration and asked for change, gaining clout and solidi- 
fying the group’s on-campus legitimacy in the process. “I’m 
not going to say that everybody at the table likes that we’re 
there,” Holbrook said, “but we have a voice there, now.” 

As of last month, they have even more than that. On April 20, 
UT’s student-led Leadership Board deemed QSA the Most 
Outstanding Organization on campus in the annual Swing Out 
Awards (uts.cc.utexas.edu/~utlb/swing.html). It was the first time 
a queer organization at UT had won such an honor, not to 
mention the $1,000 cash prize. 

Recognition and funds don’t alter the fact that change 
starts small, however. For a post-report start, all new buildings 
on campus will be equipped with single-stall, locking, gender- 
neutral restrooms. Even some handicapped restrooms in exist- 
ing campus buildings will undergo quick sign changes, giving 
the gender-queer a place to answer nature’s call without 
answering hostile questions on the way. Likewise, intake forms 
for campus health services will no longer have male or female 
gender boxes to check. Rather, there will be a blank space so 
students can self-identify as they see fit. 

“I didn’t even know about the report,” said queer junior 
Jennifer Morton, who is not a member of QSA but agrees 
with many of its report’s recommendations. “I think it’s really 
important, because the progress we make reflects upon us as 
a people.” 

The students have spoken. And, according to Jamie Shutter, 
assistant director of University Health Services, the adminis- 
tration is listening. In response to the QSA report, UHS issued

its own report in February: a 13-page document seeking to find 
direct solutions, such as Safe Space Ally training for faculty 
members, as well as more opportunities for free HIV-testing 
throughout the year. In addition to UHS, many other administra- 
tive offices on campus have initiated GLBTQ task forces in 
response to the report, concentrating on creating a more com- 
fortable climate for queers at UT. (Say that five times fast.) 

QSA didn’t just write a report this year. A major boost in 
staff, from two to six (with an additional eight interns) in nine 
months, provided energy and the ability to raise funds - not 
only to throw successful Pride and Awareness weeks, but 
also to send eight students to the Creating Change training 
conference in Kansas City, Mo. Re-energized by the trip, the 
board of mostly seniors decided to throw an Austin queer con- 
ference, even if members only had six weeks to plan it. Six 
weeks and $12,000 in fundraising later, the first Queer 
Texas Conference (April 13-15) gathered 150 young people 
to brainstorm and organize for change. Among the highlights: 
Keynote speaker Kate Bornstein, a gender-queer activist, as 
well as a writer and performance artist, brought the house down. 

That alone suggests changes are under way at UT. Other 
things - like reversing the ban on same-sex couples from mai^ 
ried couples housing and providing domestic partner bene- 
fits - are going to take more time. The latter issue suggests no 
immediate solution, as UT’s insurance policy cites the state 
Family Code for its definition of spouse. “And we all know,” says 
Holbrook, “how Texas’ family code is going to define ‘spouse.’” 

Change won’t happen overnight, but it’s coming. As far as 
Morton and other queer students are concerned, it’s a neces- 
sity. “It’s necessary to break free from the old binary model of 
straight-versus-gay, male-versus-female to create a more mod- 
ern, fluid, and realistic one that fits the needs of the students 
it encompasses,” she said. - Kate Getty

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REEFER MADNESS 

North Dakota Hemp Heads 
Toward Federal Showdown

The growing season in the northern Midwest is fairly short. 
So a letter from the U.S. Drug Enforcement Agency describ- 
ing all the reasons it’s impossible to expedite the applications 
of two North Dakota farmers seeking federal approval to 
farm industrial hemp is, in effect, a refusal to allow farmers 
there the opportunity to cultivate hemp this year. And, if histo- 
ry is any indication, the letter also suggests it is unlikely the 
federal narcos will ever allow cultivation to happen - at least 
not without a fight. It is a fight North Dakota’s farmers are 
ready for. 

In February, North Dakota Agricultural Commissioner 
Roger Johnson traveled to Washington, D.C., to deliv- 
er to DEA officials two applications, filed by farmers 
who, pursuant to new state regulations, had been 
approved by Johnson to grow the nonnarcotic, environ- 
mentally friendly crop. Johnson also took along two separate 
checks given to him by the farmers - each for about 
$3,000 - to cover the DEA’s yearly, nonrefundable 
hemp-licensing application fee. Since the growing sea- 
son is already under way and there are no signs that 
the DEA has made any move toward reviewing the applications 
- including one filed by third-generation farmer and veteran 
Republican state Rep. David Monson - it appears the farmers 
have lost not only the chance to grow hemp this year but also 
the money they paid in an effort to gain approval. If they want 
to try again next year, they’ll have to pay the fee - in other 
words, Johnson told us last month, the farmers coughed up the 
dough just to have the privilege to “fill out a piece of paper.” 

On March 28, Johnson’s office received its most recent 
communique from the DEA, a two-page letter explaining why it 
would be impossible to reach a “final decision on the two 
applications to cultivate cannabis that you handed the agency” 
by April 1, the deadline Johnson requested. “Please under- 
stand that, as we explained during the ... meeting, any appli- 
cation by a person seeking to become registered with the DEA 
to manufacture a controlled substance demands a careful and 
extensive review for DEA to meet its statutory and regulatory 
obligations,” wrote Joseph T. Rannazzisi, deputy assistant 
administrator of the DEA’s Office of Diversion Control. “The 
process necessarily involves steps that take a substantial 
time to complete.” For example, the DEA must publish in the 
Federal Register a notice that the applications have been filed, 
must undertake a background investigation of the applicants, 
and must undertake a “field investigation” before deciding 
whether to give approval for the venture. Of course, since the

substance in question in these two applications “is marijuana 
- the most widely abused controlled substance in the United 
States - the need for careful evaluation of the applicant’s pro- 
posed security measures is paramount concern,” wrote Ran- 
nazzisi. In sum, “it would be unrealistic (and unprecedented) 
to expect DEA to make a final decision on any application to 
manufacture any controlled substance within the timeframe 
you suggest - approximately seven weeks.” Even more so, he 
wrote, since there are two applications to vet, “both of which 
seek to grow marijuana on a larger scale than any DEA regis- 
trant has ever been authorized to undertake.” 

In the end, Johnson says all involved with the state effort 
to reauthorize hemp farming were “disappointed but not sur- 
prised” by the DEA response - the agency is quick with a lita- 
ny of reasons why it’s unable to handle the request but 
doesn’t offer any solution - nor does the letter suggest the 


§ officials have even begun putting the applica- 
« tions through the bloated process. Indeed, 

3 the Chronicle was unable to find any evi- 
3 dence that the agency had even posted the 
applications in the Federal Register, a 
move that, by its own account, is the first 
step in the process. Even more frustrating is 
the agency’s repeated insistence that mari- 
juana and hemp are the same thing - a fact 
the DEA says is not its doing but rather the 
reality of the federal Controlled Substances 
Act, which defines the various drugs over 
which DEA retains control. But that CSA defi- 
nition is in dispute, since the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals actually differenti- 
ated between pot and hemp back in 2004 in 
a ruling that shot down the DEA’s bid to out- 
law all hemp-containing products - including 
both hemp food and body-care items (a rul- 
ing the government did not appeal). Johnson 
noted that in applying to the DEA, farmers 
are forced to check a box saying that they 
intend to grow marijuana, since there’s no 
box marked “hemp.” “They’re treating it 
exactly as though it were marijuana, and it 
isn’t,” says Johnson, “and as long as they’re 
doing that” it seems unlikely that farmers 
will be allowed to grow the sustainable 
crop. The DEA has only once approved an 
application to grow hemp (to a researcher in 
Hawaii), which has expired; an application filed by North 
Dakota State University researchers in 1999 is, technically, 
still pending. 

Nonetheless, Johnson and the North Dakota Legislature 
are pressing forward. In April, lawmakers passed House Bill 
1020, which amends the state’s new hemp-farming rules to 
allow farmers to grow the crop without first getting permission 
from the feds. The change in law clearly raises the ante, 
though it leaves North Dakota farmers vulnerable to federal 
prosecution. 

In other words, North Dakota officials are done playing the 
DEA’s game. One way or another, it seems likely the battle 
over hemp cultivation there will play itself out in court. 

Although criminal court is a possibility, it seems more likely 
that at least one farmer - likely Monson - will file a civil suit 
first, challenging the agency’s de facto hemp-farming ban. 
Monson says that legalized hemp-farming is “inevitable, but if 
it’s going to happen more quickly” it’s going to have to happen 
in court. Indeed, says Johnson, a public court fight appears to 
be the only viable option left. “The way I look at this, [it] is 
very much a long-term issue that will take time to sort out, 
and the DEA is just a little slow at coming to the place we 
want, and we’ll stay at it until they come around,” Johnson 
said. “I expect somebody is going to sue them.” 


Anthony Graves Update: Evidence Reappears 


Miraculously, just under the wire of a court- 
mandated deadline, the special prosecutor han- 
dling the retrial of the capital murder case 
against Anthony Graves found a cache of 
physical evidence that last month was thought 
lost. In court April 13, special prosecutor 
Patrick Batchelor told Judge Reva Towslee- 
Corbett that crucial evidence - including the 
alleged murder weapons - was, simply, “gone,” 
and Batchelor was given a May 1 deadline to 
determine what happened and whether the evi- 
dence could be found. This week, however, 
Graves’ attorneys say they were told the evi- 
dence was located inside a welded-shut jail cell 
in the old Burleson County Jail. Among the 
evidence found were the skullcaps of the six 
victims, which Graves’ defenders want to have 
tested, in part, to determine whether the vic- 
tims’ injuries are consistent with the state’s 
theory of the crime. 


Graves was convicted and sentenced to 
death in connection with the grisly murders in 
Sommerville, but his case was tossed out last 
year after the 5th Circuit Court of Appeals 

ruled that the state committed prosecutorial 
misconduct, in part by keeping from the defense 
crucial witness statements that could have 
affected the outcome of the trial. Amazingly, the 
state was ready to move forward with the retrial 
- where it will, again, seek the death penalty - 
even after it discovered that almost all of the 
evidence in the case had been lost. One of 
Graves’ attorneys, Jeff Blackburn, told the 
Houston Chronicle that the defense is still wait- 
ing for a complete inventory of the evidence 
found last week. Among the reportedly missing 
items Graves’ legal team has been eager to 
test are the victims’ clothing and fingerprints 
found at the scene. Graves’ retrial is scheduled 
to begin July 10. - Jordan Smith 


Oaxaca Conflict Flares Back Up 

Political tension in the southern Mexican state of Oaxaca has recently bubbled back 
up to the surface. On Tuesday, May 1, labor unions marched through the streets of 
Oaxaca City in honor of May Day, or International Workers’ Day, to demand “the 
release of protest leaders jailed during anti-government riots last year,” the Associated 
Press reports. The previous day, students gained unauthorized access to a university 
radio station and demanded the resignation of Ulises Ruiz, Oaxaca’s embattled gover- 
nor, the AP also reports. 

During nearly six months of turmoil last year, a combination of striking teachers, 
indigenous groups, students, and leftists boiled with demands for Ruiz’s resignation, 
saying his 2004 election was fraudulent and that his government consistently retaliated 
against dissenters. After a period of simmering quiet, which began after former 
President Vicente Fox sent federal police to Oaxaca last October, Reuters reported 
in April that Jose Luis Soberanes, head of Mexico’s National Human Rights 
Commission, told the country’s Senate Commission on Human Rights that Mexico’s 
“government was an accomplice in the killing of 20 people in last year’s conflict ... and 
permitted torture and illegal arrests.” Reuters also reported him saying the protesters 
“exceeded their right to legitimate protest in some cases” and warning that “the con- 
flict had not been resolved and could flare up again.” - Cheryl Smith

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Walking the Lege 

With two weeks left, the 80th runs into foul weather 



GOP reps consult on the House floor

If Monday night’s hailstorm in the House can 
serve as a long-range forecast, look for signifi- 
cant wind shifts and high damage potential in 
the final two weeks of the 80th session. Although 
nearly every session enters a period of freak 
weather in the waning days, even jaded Capitol 
observers acknowledge that the 2007 session is 
not your garden-variety get-together. On top of 
that, there’s no telling what the $150 billion 
state budget will look like in its final form, par- 
ticularly given the unusual political challenges 
in play for the commanders in both chambers. 

In the Senate, Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst is 
eyeing a run for governor in 2010 and as a 
consequence has taken to calculating his every 
move, while drawing heat from those who just 
want to get their dang bills passed. “See 
Dewhurst Run,” is how some folks have titled 
the session. 

The House, meanwhile, is in a state of barely 
controlled chaos. The chamber reached a boil- 
ing point late Monday night as Speaker Tom 
Craddick was dealt a withering blow by his 
own members, who voted 87-50 to rein in his 
heavy-handedness. Specifically, they voted dra- 
matically to override Craddick’s rejection of a 
procedural motion; longtime Lege observers 
said they hadn’t seen a similar override in a 
generation. The mutiny, which had been build- 
ing over the past two weeks, cast doubt on 
Craddick’s ability to lead the House hencefor- 
ward. But the rebelliousness actually dates 
from the beginning of the session, when 
Craddick survived a GOP challenge to his lead- 
ership but vowed not to retaliate against the 68 
members who effectively voted against his re- 
election by voting (and failing) to choose a new 
speaker by secret ballot. 

But Craddick’s old habits are apparently 
hard to break, and there’s been much grum- 
bling from Craddick opponents that their bills 
have been subject to various forms of proce- 
dural sabotage. In response, House members 
- particularly those who voted for Craddick - 
are starting to exert some independence. 

It flowered Monday night. The breaking 
point came when Craddick summarily dis- 
missed a point of order raised by Houston 
Democrat Senfronia Thompson. The question 
concerned a local bill carried by Valley Democrat 
Ryan Guillen that mysteriously turned up on 
the major state calendar - a move not normally 
permitted under House rules, especially in a 
session when other members’ local bills (the 
meat and potatoes of constituent service) have 
languished unheard for weeks. As the members 
saw it, the calendar switch clearly violated pro- 
cedural bounds to help Guillen (a Craddick D) 
secure passage of his very important bill - to 
Zapata County exclusively. After Thompson 
was overruled on her objection, Republicans 
Robert Talton and Charlie Geren rose to chal- 
lenge Craddick and urged all members to vote 
to uphold the House rules. Talton, an arch- but 
unpredictably maverick conservative from 
Pasadena, is enjoying his new prominence as 


the House point man on points of order - 
using the House rules to derail controversial 
bills. In addition to his inveterate contrariness, 
it’s also his way of showing his displeasure 
with the speaker, the man he tried to oust at 
the beginning of the session. 

Before casting his vote against the speaker, 
Georgetown rep and Craddick loyalist Dan 
Gattis bemoaned the political tension 
between members. “I think what got us here 
tonight is not a speaker not willing to follow 
the rules but how to deal with members who 
are at one another’s throats. We’re worn out. 
This has not been a fun session for me,” he 
said, “and as I talk to other members, they 
say the same thing.” 

Earlier Monday, House Democratic leader 
Garnet Coleman said that while the House 
lacks leadership - “I don’t call coercion leader- 
ship” - more Craddick soldiers are starting to 
emerge from the trenches. “Members who have 
not had the courage to vote their districts are 
now starting to do so,” he said. On the down- 
side, Craddick is still exercising pressure 
behind the scenes. “He’s taken it under- 
ground,” Coleman said. “His tone is better, but 
that doesn’t change the process.” 

In previous sessions, when Craddick’s 
authority (and large GOP majority) was 
unquestioned, complaints went not only 
unheard but unspoken - on penalty of political 
exile. This year’s free-range squabbling is a 
double-edged sword. Quipped one longtime 
lobbyist (anonymous for obvious reasons): 
“When Saddam was head of Iraq, there was no 
freedom, but the government worked. When 
Craddick ruled with an iron hand, it was not 
democratic, but things got done.” 

And Mussolini made the trains run on time.

Setting aside the Dewhurst-Craddick dynam- 
ics (or under their imposing shadow) - what 
has the 80th managed to accomplish thus far? 

Both chambers cheerfully passed two major 
rebukes of Gov. Rick Perry. They first over- 
turned his mandate to vaccinate sixth-grade 
girls against human papillomavirus (a sexually 
transmitted disease that can lead to cervical 
cancer). Perry could have vetoed the bill but 
instead let it become law without his signature. 
In announcing his decision Tuesday, he 
acknowledged defeat and claimed victory. Perry 
lambasted legislators for caring more about 
asserting their power than about women’s 
health care. “Banning widespread access to a 
vaccine that can prevent cancer is shortsighted 
policy,” the guv declared. The second imperti- 
nent bill, which arrived on Perry’s desk this 
week, seeks to hobble his prized Trans-Texas 
Corridor initiative with a two-year moratorium 
on toll-road construction by private contrac- 


tors. Perry has until May 18 to veto the bill - 
but the votes in both houses are apparently 
available to override him. 

In other achievements, at least for the lite 
guv, legislators passed Jessica’s Law, which 
would send twice-convicted child molesters 
(an extremely rare breed) to death row - and 
perhaps send Dewhurst to the governor’s 
office. “That’s the highlight of his agenda,” 
sardonically noted one lobbyist. 

On a meatier scale, here’s a brief rundown of 
what lawmakers have either passed or are likely 
to pass: 

• A far-reaching overhaul of the scandalously 
dysfunctional Texas Youth Commission. 

• A homeland security bill, which cleared the 
Senate and passed the House overwhelmingly 
on its first reading Monday but hit a rough 
patch Tuesday on second reading before sailing 
through on a unanimous vote. (Speaking of 
rough patches, anti-immigrant backbencher 
Rep. Leo Berman, R-Tyler, threw sand on State 


Immigration and the Border 

Security for Whom? In November, Gov. Rick Perry 
made campaign promises about his $100 million virtual-bor- 
der program, promises that almost fell flat when the House 
Appropriations Committee noticed he never requested that 
sum in his budget. After sorting out that accounting problem, 

Perry’s major proposal was House Bill 13, the homeland- 
and border-security bill. This would formalize “homeland 
security” as part of the Governor’s Office and create an advi- 
sory Border Security Council. However, following a brutal 
House debate last Thursday, the bill was kicked back to com- 
mittee over concerns it would grant too much power to the 
governor and not enough to local law enforcement. There is a 
consensus in the Lege that something has to be done about 
border security, whether to deal with undocumented migrants 
or cross-border drug cartels. But fresh from battles with Perry 
over his handling of human-papillomavirus vaccinations and the Texas Youth 
Commission and his attempts to transfer several state agencies to his purview, the 
Lege seems to have little will to give him more power on the border. 

If We Had the Money: Despite much rhetoric about illegal immigration, the 
House Border & International Affairs Committee and its Senate sibling, International 
Relations & Trade, have not really spent much time on border security. Instead, they 
concentrated on trying to improve basic living conditions for residents along the bor- 




der, most especially in the rapidly growing colonias. Sen. Judith Zaffirini, D-Laredo, 
passed to the House her Senate Bill 99, to collect data on utility and service provi- 
sion in these communities. There it meets 
Brownsville Sen. Eddie Lucio Jr.’s SB 781, 
which would hold developers of illegal colo- 
nias, rather than residents, liable for connect- 
ing houses to water and sewage systems. 
Enforcement will be questionable, since fund- 
ing for dedicated investigators of colonias has 
fallen out of the proposed budget. 

Sound and Fury: While the Lege has 
made little progress on immigration, a stack 
of bills is built around the same idea: Place 
more responsibility on local government and 
agencies to verify status. For example, HB 
2988 would have police officers asking 
about immigration status, while HB 159 
would require universities to check the immi- 
gration status of Texas residents before charging them resident-rate tuition fees. 
Several bills came out of committee last week, but that may still be too late for them 
to make it through both chambers before sine c//e. The State Affairs chair, Rep. David 
Swinford, R-Amarillo, became so concerned that these bills may be unconstitutional 
that he had Attorney General Greg Abbott check if they would withstand court chal- 
lenges, and he’s become increasingly vocal that immigration is not a state but a fed- 
eral issue. - Richard Whittaker 
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Affairs Chairman David Swinford’s moment of 
glory - he was roundly applauded Monday 
after surviving the grueling process of negotiat- 
ing the homeland security bill through the 
House. The irascible Berman, in a personal 
privilege speech, complained that the bill is 
only “half a bill” because it doesn’t address his 
and his East Texas constituents’ problem with 
“illegal aliens.” He ranted at length that border- 
crossing immigrants spread disease and bur- 
den the health-care and education systems, at 
taxpayers’ [read: “white people’s”] expense. 
The speech provoked El Paso Dem Paul Moreno 
- the only rep of longer seniority than Craddick 
himself - to take the floor the next day to 
defend the Texas history traditions of Mexican- 
Americans and to excoriate the pejorative term 
“illegal aliens.”) 

• Until last week, the Senate was sitting on a 
health-care bill that would remove some road- 
blocks in the Children’s Health Insurance 
Program. The sticking point was Dewhurst’s 
opposition to changing the program’s renewal 
requirements from twice to once a year. Over 
the weekend, he changed his tune, following 
statewide headlines that because of the regula- 
tion, more than 17,000 children had been 
dropped from CHIP rolls last month. (Often 
denounced as a “welfare program,” most CHIP 
beneficiaries are in fact middle-income families 
who can’t otherwise afford insurance; Dew- 
hurst is well aware that gutting CHIP does not 
impress most voters.) 

• Still uncertain is a high-voltage voter-ID bill 
that passed in the House but could face defeat 
in the Senate if the 1 1 Democrats hang togeth- 


er and block the bill from consideration, and 
if the Republicans don’t employ a parliamen- 
tary dodge. Dewhurst insists he wants to get 
this one through, which might require one 
Democrat to flip. (All eyes are on Brownsville’s 
Eddie Lucio as the likeliest suspect.) 

One thing that must pass, for better or 
worse, is the biennial budget. What’s making 
Democrats nervous is the extra cash that the 
Senate set aside and the House never appro- 
priated. Out of the blue, Perry recently pro- 
posed another property tax cut, even as the 
state faces the prospect of a budget shortage in 
the next few years - a direct result of last year’s 
$14.2 billion property tax cut. Dewhurst may 
be the Dem’s hole card for fiscal responsibili- 
ty; the Houston Chronicle’s Clay Robison 
reported last week that Dewhurst wants to 
avoid getting hit with a budget shortfall in 
2009, just as he’s trying to mount a high- 
stakes campaign for governor. 

In the short term, Dewhurst’s political aspi- 
rations have little value to legislators, who are 
more personally concerned about getting their 
own bills passed before the clock runs out May 
28, and they return home to their districts to 
plan their own campaigns. Coleman is not 
alone in his belief that the worst is yet to come, 
with the usual targets - public benefits and 
education - taking additional hits. “We’re 
going to see a lot more tax cutting, a lot more 
Bible thumping, and a lot more money going 
to people’s friends and contributors. That’s 
what’s important to this group of people,” he 
said. “The rest of the stuff is poetry.” 

The following boxes summarize the issues. 


Reproductive Health and Family Planning 

Abortion Rights: It appears that Pampa Republican Rep. Warren Chisum’s bid to ban abortion outright 
(that is, in the event the U.S. Supreme Court overturns Roe v. Wade), HB 175, is dead. This is not because an 
angry bipartisan contingent of lawmakers stood up to kill it but because a staffer for Rep. David Swinford, chair of 
the House State Affairs Committee, miscalculated the number of supporters of the measure present at a late April 
committee meeting, leaving it one vote shy of passage. 

Supporters still hope to attach the proposal to another bill - 
and if not, you can bet it will be back for consideration in 
2009. And there remain plenty of restrictive proposals alive and 
kicking under the dome: SB 785 (Sen. Florence Shapiro, R- 
Plano) would require abortion doctors to collect a litany of 
information about their clients and would require the Texas 
Supreme Court to collect data on judicial bypass - through 
which adolescent girls can obtain the right to have an abortion 
without parental consent (awaiting House vote); SB 920 (Sen. 

Dan Patrick, R-Houston), which the Senate approved last week, 
would require women to view an ultrasound image of their fetus 
before having an abortion or a doctor to “review” it with her 
(awaiting House vote). 

Medical Care? Unsurprisingly, lawmakers are decidedly 
less enthralled with expanding access to preventative reproduc- 
tive health care, but there is one bright spot: Austin Rep. Mark Strama received encouraging bipartisan support for 
HB 1842, which directs the Health and Human Services Commission to undertake a five-year outreach and edu- 
cation campaign providing comprehensive reproductive and family-planning health care for poor women. (Kirk 
Watson’s Senate companion, SB 837, is pending in committee.) 

Crisis Pregnancy Crisis: Lawmakers have all but signed off (again) on a $5 million appropriation to 
fund the Alternatives to Abortion program for two more years. Created by a 2005 budget rider by Sen. Tommy 
Williams, R-the Woodlands, the program diverts money from the family-planning health-care budget to fund a net- 
work of “crisis pregnancy centers,” which provide no health care but “promote” childbirth over abortion. On the 
House floor, Rep. Jim Jackson, R-Carrollton, discounted the need for professional care, saying “these girls” facing 
unintended pregnancies don’t need a “professional counselor with a stern face” as much as “a momma to give 
them some love” Motherly love notwithstanding, bills seeking some form of regulatory oversight of CPCs - includ- 
ing one that would require the centers to meet minimal health and safety standards (SB 1174, by Rodney Ellis, D- 
Houston) and one that would require that CPCs at least provide their clients “medically accurate” information (HB 
2223, by Mike Villarreal, D-San Antonio) - died in committee, without a hearing. - Jordan Smith

Human Services: Consider the Children 


Concerning public benefits, “half a loaf is better than none” is a 
recurring theme of the 80th Lege, as progressive Democrats seek user- 
friendly Republicans willing to work toward repairing the damage wrought 
by the even more tightfisted 79th. In that context, in which fiscal conser- 
vatives still hold the upper hand, Dems have held their noses and voted 
for watered-down proposals fit for GOP consumption 
- or else end up holding their hats. 

CHIP Saved: Last week’s grim headlines that 
17,098 fewer children will be covered under the 
Children’s Health Insurance Program in May than 
April was tough on the kids but couldn’t have come 
at a better legislative moment. The dramatic enroll- 
ment drop forced Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst to with- 
draw his opposition to a bill designed to prevent 
such catastrophes. While HB 109 by Rep. Sylvester 
Turner had won bipartisan approval in the House, 
the bill had stalled in Senate Finance because 
Dewhurst and other conservatives opposed allowing 
families to reapply for CHIP once a year instead of 
every six months (i.e., rationing by regulation). As last week’s news fully 
illustrated, the six-month rule carries strong potential for disaster. 


Healthy Due Process: People denied food stamps or 
Medicaid might win an administrative appeal under a bill that veteran 
Austin Rep. Elliott Naishtat has spent his entire legislative career trying 
to pass. It took the support of key GOP House leaders to secure HB 75’s 
overwhelming victory, with only 17 Republicans voting no (including one 
of the bill’s co-authors, Terrell’s Betty 
Brown). Sen. Jeff Wentworth Coined by 
Kirk Watson and Carlos Uresti) is carry- 
ing the bill in the upper chamber where 
- barring any last-minute snags - sup- 
porters anticipate a similar outcome. 

Welfare to Work: Competing 
House and Senate bills offer two differ- 
ent methods for enforcing federal work 
requirements for adults leaving or par- 
ticipating in the Temporary Assistance 
for Needy Families. Advocates for low- 
income Texans favor Naishtat’s more 
client-friendly HB 3759 over Kyle 
both are pending in the House Human

Transportation 

Toll-Road Turmoil: Of all of the policy 
proposals that Gov. Rick Perry has secured 
from the Legislature, none has been more 
aggressive, far-reaching, 
and controversial than his 
transportation policy. And 
private companies, partic- 
ularly a mega contractor 
based in Spain (Cintra), 
are turning a tidy profit as 
a result. Lawmakers look- 
ing down that long, wind- 
ing road, however, decided 
to slam the brakes on 
selling off the state’s 
assets to the highest for- 
eign bidder. Seventy bills were filed this ses- 
sion to address the toll-road issue. At the end 
of the day, tweaking transportation policy 
proved to be too daunting, and nothing less 
than a moratorium would satisfy lawmakers. 
Legislation passed in both the House and 
Senate (and certain to draw the governor’s 


veto) would place a moratorium on concession 
contract agreements with private equity com- 
panies, deals that promise upfront payments to 
the state, measured against long-term profits 
on toll roads. In its final version, the bill ended 
up tagged on to 
§ another bill con- 
o cerning Harris 
| County’s toll 
3 authority, which 
passed through the 
House County 
Affairs Committee, 
rather than the 
more logical House 
Transportation - 
chaired by Round 
Rock Rep. Mike 
Krusee, the House 
author of the original toll-road bill. Legislators 
figure they’ll have enough time to override 
Perry’s veto - something that hasn’t happened 
since 1979 under then-Gov. Bill Clements. 

TxDOT Flunking: At almost every turn 
on transportation, legislators requested a 


report. First came a report in December from 
the Texas Transportation Institute, concluding 
that Texas could fund its road needs without 
toll roads. Next came a 73-page audit of the 
Trans-Texas Corridor, which sparked a number 
of stormy meetings between committees in 
both chambers and Texas Department of 
Transportation Commissioner Ric Williamson. 
More recently, another auditor’s report dramati- 
cally questioned TxDOT’s calculations of its 
estimated $86 billion funding gap. Overall, just 
as legislators anticipated, TxDOT made a poor 
showing in each of the reports - although the 
question remains whether the subsequent 
headlines will significantly affect policy. 

Close to Home: Austin Sen. Kirk Watson 
carried three bills that dealt with how local 
municipalities along the State Highway 130 
corridor will manage development. Senate Bill 
1688, creating an infrastructure district for 
Austin to pay for utilities, passed the Senate 
and sits in House Transportation. The others 
were still sitting in the Senate Transportation & 
Homeland Security Committee as of Wednesday.

Environment: Partly Sunny 

Climate Change: Trapped in committee with time running out, Houston 
Democrat Rodney Ellis’ SB 945 requires the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality to craft a comprehensive plan to track and reduce 
greenhouse-gas emissions and calls for capping climate change pollution 
from electric power, industrial, and commercial sectors and reducing 
emissions to 1990 levels by 2021. Houston Republican Joe Crabb’s 
amendment to expand the scope of a 50-year energy-needs study due in 
2009 to include power plants’ impact on climate change seems more 
likely to pass. Republican Rep. Dennis Bonnen’s HB 2713 calls for the 
energy-planning study, but critics say its 2009 due date will be too late to 
prevent currently proposed coal plants from fouling Austin’s air and 
exacerbating climate change further. 


Renewable Energy: 

Local Rep. Mark Strama 
managed to kill a 2005 
provision of the Public Utility 
Commission rules that 
critics say threatened to 
cripple the state’s voluntary 
renewable energy market. 

He successfully offered his 
bill as an amendment to 
Sen. Troy Fraser’s SB 483, 
which limits utilities’ ability 

individually dominate electric generation capacity. Fraser’s bill passed both 
houses in different forms; it’s now under negotiation in conference. East 
Texas Republican Wayne Christian amended SB 483 as well, to mandate 
that 500 megawatts of nonwind renewable generation - such as geother- 
mal, solar, hydropower, or biomass power - must be installed by 2015. This 
includes new wave-power technology and a proposed power plant in 
Christian’s district that burns logging waste. 



Energy Efficiency: Thirty-four legislators have climbed aboard the 
Omnibus Energy Efficiency Bill, HB 3693, offered by San Antonio Dem Joe 
Straus, which expands existing state efficiency requirements, adds new 
incentives, tightens building energy codes, and encourages customer-demand 
management - which allows utilities to momentarily cycle off customers’ air 
conditioners during high demand and in the near term can eliminate the 
need for an entire new power plant, according to a recent study. HB 3693 
has passed committee and is headed for the House floor with a good chance 
of passage. Rep. Lon Burnam’s HB 1000, which establishes tax holidays for 
ultraefficient appliances, passed the House and has been referred to Senate 
committee. And Waco Republican Sen. Kip Averitt’s SB 12 ramps up state 
efforts to clean up or replace Texas’ dirtiest cars and trucks, in addition to 
updating building energy codes, adopting appliance standards, and providing 
efficiency rules for schools and governmental facilities. It’s passed the Senate 
and is moving through House committee. - Dan Mottola

Criminal Justice: 

From Headlines to Humane 


Jessica’s Law: Named for the Florida 9-year-old who was raped and buried alive, 
House Bill 8, by Rep. Debbie Riddle, R-Tomball, would increase penalties for violent sexual 
offenses against children, including the possibility of the death penalty for repeat offenders. 
Despite the concerns of seemingly unlikely opponents - including both advocates for sexual- 
assault victims and prosecutors, who believe it will backfire - lawmakers are barreling ahead, 
and Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst considers the bill a “key component” of his dubiously named 
Texas Children First initiative. The legislation also proposes a new criminal offense, “continual 
sex abuse” of a child, which would net a 25-year-minimum sentence upon first conviction, 
with the possibility of death for a second offense; extends the statute of limitations on prose- 
cuting a child sex-assault case to 20 years after the child’s 18th birthday; and provides for 
limited parole opportunities for many sex offenders and for “real time” Global-Positioning- 
System-monitoring for other paroled sex offenders. At press time, the bill is in conference 
committee, meaning it will pass in some form. 


Low-Level Drug 
Offenses: The third try 
might be the charm for a pro- 
posal to create a legal, anony- 
mous, one-for-one needle- 
exchange program in Texas. 

Senate Bill 308, shepherded 
passionately by its author, phy- 
sician Sen. Robert Deuell, R- 
Greenville, seeks to legalize 
hypodermic-needle-exchange 
programs run by a local health 
department or their contractors 
as a way to decrease the 
spread of communicable dis- 
eases - including, significantly, 

HIV and hepatitis C. The measure, which died unceremoniously in two previous sessions, 
passed easily out of the Senate and is expected to do the same in the House. A similarly pro- 
gressive drug-policy-related (and money-saving) reform measure, SB 1909 (by Sens. Deuell; 
Rodney Ellis, D-Houston; and John Carona, R-Dallas), would divert from incarceration low-level drug 
offenders, mandating instead probationary sentences focusing heavily on drug rehab programs. 



Wrongful Convictions: Houston Democratic Sen. Rodney Ellis' continuing quest to 
right the wrongs felt by the wrongfully convicted seems to have caught traction with lawmak- 
ers, who acted quickly to approve a measure to increase state compensation for innocent 
defendants freed from prison. SB 262 would up compensation to $50,000 for each year 
spent behind bars, or $100,000 for each year spent on death row, and would do away with 
the current cap of $500,000. The bill passed easily through the Senate and through the 
House Corrections Committee. At press time it’s awaiting hearing on the House floor. Also 
pending, in the House Criminal Jurisprudence Committee, is Ellis' SB 263, which would create 
an independent Texas Innocence Commission to study cases of wrongful conviction and to 
make recommendations to lawmakers on how to prevent future cases. - Jordan Smith 



Austin Bills: 

Fingers Crossed 


With the clock running down on the Lege, has the 
city of Austin implemented its agenda - or bucked 
any dubious bills? “It's going reasonably well,” says 
city government relations officer John Hrncir. It’s a bit 
too early to tell, he says, but signs are encouraging. 

Bargaining and More: Despite a scare 
last week, city-initiated bills offering increased bar- 
gaining power to municipal employees are moving. 

The Local and Consent calendar had become so over- 
stuffed, there was talk of a bill bloodbath. While fears have 
since abated, it confused things for several Austin-centric bills, as 
their sponsors rushed to get them moved to the regular calendar 
and, now, back to Local and Consent. Sen. Kirk Watson's Senate 
Bill 1104, which would allow meet-and-confer bargaining for the 
city’s emergency medical service responders (as for police and 
fire), made it through both houses, and should survive. Similarly, 
his SB 1183 would grant M&C privileges to non-civil-service (i.e., 
union-represented) city employees; it cleared the Senate, but may 
die in a House committee. Hrncir’s optimistic, saying “both bills 
are definitely alive.” HB 470, a cleanup of Rep. Eddie Rodriguez's 
Eastside homestead-preservation district bill from last session, is 
a goal of Council Member Mike Martinez; it's scheduled for a 
House Local and Consent reading this week. What may be the 
most successful Austin bill already sits on the governor's desk. 
Elliott Naishtat's HB 504 ensures that municipalities opting out of 
general Capital Metro service - West Lake Hills, Pflugerville, and 
the like - will pay in full for the special transit service they use. 

Austin-Bashing on the Back Burner? Four of 
the worst bills are currently stalled. HB 1732 and HB 1736, 
both from Rep. Edmund Kuempel, R-Seguin, would dismantle 
Austin's McMansion ordinances but have been sitting in 
Calendars for the last few weeks. Bills that would adversely 


affect Austin's environmental protections - SB 1675, making 
the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality’s weak regula- 
tions the most stringent a city could enforce, and SB 1677, lim- 
iting regulatory environmental “takings” - have both withered in 
committee for a month. More odd is the story of HB 252, from 
Rep. Anna Mowery, that would restrict cities' zoning authority. 
Mercifully, the M owe ry-ch aired Land & Resource Management 
Committee hasn't taken any action - raising the suspicion she 
doesn't have the votes. While no immediate disasters loom, the 
volume of bills this session has made Hrncir’s - and the city’s - 
job harder than usual. “There are more bills this session than I 
ever recall,” he says. “There are over 6,000 bills filed - that’s 
about 1,000 more than we normally see. It certainly compli- 
cates things for us.” - Wells Dunbar 


Minimum Wage: Keepin' 'Em Down 

Barring a last-minute fast-track miracle, our lameass legislators have failed to pass any and all bills proposing to raise 
the state hourly minimum wage, stuck for more than nine years at a pathetic $5.15 an hour. That’s a 60-year low compared 
to the pay of other U.S. workers, and the millions of workers earning that minimum have the least purchasing power they've 
had in 50 years. According to the D.C. -based Economic Policy Institute, 31 states, not to mention the District of Columbia, 
now have minimum wages higher than the federal level. Texas isn’t one of them. (For more, see www.epinet.org/content. 
cfm?id=2666.) Jeremy Warren, spokesman for Sen. Rodney Ellis, D-Houston - who filed a minimum-wage-raise bill - tried to 
be positive about the situation at press time. “As long as there’s still time in the session,” he said, “an issue is not dead.”

That's It, American Lit

Six weeks of a daily class, the last these 
high school seniors will attend. It’s spring, 
graduation is near, senioritis is rampant, so 
why should the kids care? College? I tell them, 
“I don’t care if you go to college; I care that 
you survive, with your spirit intact. What 
you’ll read in this class helped me survive. It 
may help some of you.” They’re making eye 
contact. That’s good. “You’ll read every night. 
The first 10-15 minutes or so of class you’ll 
write about your reading; then we’ll talk. If you 
do the reading, you’ll sail. If you don’t, you’re 
screwed.” They take that in. “I’m not going to 
spiel you about fulfilling your potential - you’ve 
heard all that. The world doesn’t care if you 
fulfill your potential. My brother told me, ‘You 
know what the world says to you, Mike? The 
world says, “HEY! You! Keep walkin’ !”’ As long 
as you’re not blocking traffic, the world doesn’t 
concern itself. Which is why there’s that quote 
on the blackboard, Rudolph Steiner. ‘Our high- 
est endeavor [as teachers] must be: Develop 
free human beings who are able, in themselves, 
to impart purpose and direction in their lives.’” 
A pause. “OK, this is American Literature.” 

With that, I read them Thomas Wolfe’s “Only 
the Dead Know Brooklyn” - a story in Brooklyn 
dialect about an out-of-town guy, Wolfe (1900- 
1938), who’s got a map of Brooklyn. He sees 
words on the map that he likes - “Red Hook,” 
“Bensonhurst” - and explores those streets at 
night, streets that were then the meanest of the 
mean. The guy narrating the story can’t make 
heads or tails of Wolfe. He tells him, “Map or 
no map, yuh ain’t gonna get to know Brooklyn 
wit no map.” And finally: “I wondeh if some- 
one knocked him on duh head, or if he’s still 
wanderin’ aroun’ in duh subway in duh middle 
of duh night wit his little map! . . . Maybe he’s 
found out by now dat he’ll neveh live long 
enough to know duh whole of Brooklyn. It’d 
take a guy a lifetime to know Brooklyn t’roo an’ 
t’roo. An’ even den, yuh wouldn’t know it all.” 

“Me and your other teachers,” I say, “we’re 
giving you a map. But the map isn’t Brooklyn. 
It’s good that you have it. Helps you get 
around, helps you know what’s out there. But 
- the map isn’t Brooklyn. Some college pro- 


fessors think that the map is Brooklyn - but 
people can only afford to think that way if 
they live their whole lives in a college. Maps 
are good, but after you leave here you’ve got 
to explore Brooklyn - wherever and whatever 
your ‘Brooklyn’ may be.” 

First reading: “The Legend of Sleepy Hollow,” 
Washington Irving (1783-1859). Not a ghost 
story but a satire about American materialism 
- already a notable national trait circa 1820. 
But why? Maybe because here was the first 
Western country where a working person, a 
poor person, could hope one day to own land 
and to rise higher in society than his parents. 
Here common people might become the lords 
and ladies of their own manors - so, in that 
then-wild hope, materialism was etched into 
the American character. We equated it too 
much with the concept of liberty, and, for better 
and for worse, it’s been how we do liberty - but 
it was also essential to individual liberty (I stress 
“was”). Is it now? What really makes you free? 

Next reading: “The Tell-Tale Heart,” Edgar 
Allan Poe (1809-1849). The Framers called our 
constitution an “experiment.” Little did they 
guess that if you free the polity, you also free the 
psyche. Poe was the first to intuit that our revo- 
lution had, for the first time in history, liberated 
the human psyche, on all levels, in all ways, for 
all citizens. He knew darkness as well as light 
had been freed from its subconscious confine- 
ment, and he feared that this freedom would 
exact a price. He may or may not have known 
that the very structure of our personalities 
would be changed, but he suspected as much. 

Then “Another View of Hester,” from The 
Scarlet Letter, Nathaniel Hawthorne (1804- 
1864). He takes up Poe’s great theme. In the 
characters of Hester Prynne and her daughter, 
Pearl, he suggests what these newly liber- 
ated inner qualities might become; but in the 
characters of the Rev. Dimmesdale and Dr. 
Chillingworth, Hawthorne demonstrates how 
destructive the psyche’s liberation can be for 
the weak and repressed. But, ah, Hester. “The 
world’s law was no law for her mind. It was 
an age in which the human intellect, newly 
emancipated, had taken a more active and 


wider range than for many centuries before.” 
She envisions a new way of life: “As a first step, 
the whole system of society is to be tom down, 
and built up anew. Then, the very nature of the 
opposite sex, or its long hereditary habit ... is 
to be essentially modified.” In other words, 
we’d be in for quite a ride. 

Then excerpts of Moby-Dick, Herman Melville 
(1819-1891). He says it’s chaos out there! 

Then Leaves of Grass, Walt Whitman (1819- 
1892). Others may be afraid or suspicious of 
liberty, but not he. On the first page, what does 
he do? Strips naked and rolls in the grass! And 
invites everyone, man and woman, to do the 
same. (And Whitman came from Brooklyn!) 

Then Miss Emily, as I always call her, Emily 
Dickinson (1830-1896), who’s also ready to 
dance: “Ten of my once-stately toes/Are mar- 
shaled for a jig!” But “Amputate my freckled 
bosom!” - if that’s what it takes to be free. 
Melville sees evil in a whale? She sees it in a 
fly. “I heard a fly buzz when I died.” “The mob 
within the heart/Police cannot suppress.” That 


doesn’t scare her, though her metaphor for the 
soul is explosive: “But since we got a Bomb 
-/And held it in our Bosom -/Nay - Hold it - it 
is calm -” Hers is, anyway. (What does it take 
to be free?) 

The psyche freed with the polity! Freed even, 
says Mark Twain (1835-1910), to reject civiliza- 
tion totally. Huck Finn does (we read excerpts). 
He lives by his own code and lights out for “the 
territories.” Also: Twain is the first American to 
write without an English accent. After Twain, only 
Henry James would sound English. America’s 
English had become a language. 

But we need an antidote to the racism of 
Huckleberry Linn’s society (NOT the novel, the 
society). So we jump chronology to excerpts 
from Their Eyes Were Watching God, Zora Neale 
Hurston (1891-1960). Then James Baldwin’s 
(1924-1987) essay “A Stranger in the Village,” 
which ends: “The world is white no longer, and 
will never be white again.” 

Back to chronology. Stephen Crane (1871- 
1900), the breakthrough of “The Open Boat.” 
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Crane taught the basics of the modem tone, 
the modem style. No time for Jack London’s 
dire vision. No time for John Reed’s 1912 
Insurgent Mexico, his journalism employ- 
ing narrative strategies that would become 
Hemingway’s template. But time enough for 
Willa Cather (1876-1947), her adventurously 
sensual “Coming, Aphrodite!” - a painter and 
a singer in Greenwich Village circa early 1900s, 
the first generation to explore freedoms my high 
school seniors take for granted. Then Sherwood 
Anderson (1876-1941), his stories (“Hands” 
and “Adventure”) of simpler people in small 
towns dying inside for want of those same 
freedoms. Then Hemingway (1899-1961): “The 
Killers” (which invented movie-style dialogue) 
and “A Clean Well Lighted Place.” His is the 
basis for most prose since, including the prose 
of many who hate (and shamelessly simplify) 
Hemingway. Here, also, see the despair of 
characters more real than Huck, people whose 
codes are not enough and whose liberty leaves 
them lost. Freedom is beautiful and dangerous. 
You cannot separate its danger from its beauty. 
You cannot have one without the other. And 
that has been the theme of American writers 
from our beginnings, when Jefferson composed 
the Declaration and made happiness a political 
goal. (How will you be free?) 

All this in four weeks, all of us working 
hard (including the few who work hard to 
avoid working). No time for Dreiser, Fitzgerald, 
Faulkner, Henry Miller, Nin. Two weeks left for 
a novel, Nathanael West (1903-1940), The Day 
of the Locust - for West was the first to under- 
stand that cinema (the creation of “media”) 
deeply realigns the self-images of everyone, 
high-culture and low. He saw that cinema cre- 
ated impossibly high personal expectations; 
he feared that the disappointment of those 
expectations would be destructive personally 
and collectively - our psyches liberated such 
that people would have much more to deal 
with, psychologically, than in any previous era. 
The conflagration he foresaw was metaphoric: 
a burning-through of all assumptions and 
structures that had come before. Will you let 
beauty itself die before that onslaught, or will 
you take Whitman’s cue - and Miss Emily’s, 
Hurston’s, Baldwin’s, Twain’s, Cather’s - and 
give yourselves the task of forging new and 
stronger values through which liberty’s danger 
and beauty can fashion what my generation 
cannot imagine and what yours might or might 
not live up to? 

No time for postwar, so that’s it, American 
Lit. Now go find your Brooklyn. ■

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LONG CENTER: 

Grand gift takes campaign over the top 

The conventional wisdom in capital campaign circles is that 
the last chunk of money is the hardest to raise. No matter if 
it’s a thousand bucks or a million that you need to hit your 
fundraising goal, you’ve tapped out your big givers and so have 
to rely on a bunch of small donations to reach the finish line, 
and it almost always turns out to be a long, slow slog. That cer- 
tainly seemed the case with the Long Center, which has spent 
the better part of two years trying to secure the final $11 mil- 
lion in its $77 million goal for the performing-arts showplace. 
But this week, the center defied convention by receiving a rare 
big boost in the last mile, and it was substantial enough to put 
the organization over the top for its funding goal. The Sybil B. 
Harrington Trust, named for the generous Amarillo patron of the 
arts who died in 1998, donated $5 million to the Long Center’s 
endowment. It was one of the largest gifts that the center has 
received since Joe and Teresa Lozano Long made their spectac- 
ular $20 million donation eight years ago. “It’s hard to over- 
state the significance of this gift at this time,” said Long Center 


Executive Director Cliff Redd. “It not only takes us to our pledge 
goal of $77 million, which is thrilling in itself, but it places a 
stamp of approval that carries statewide and national impact 
for our project.” 

But while the Harrington Trust gift puts the campaign over 
the top, it won’t stop the fundraising for the Long Center. Redd 
notes that within the $78 million raised to date are numerous 
pledges, some of which are timed to be paid over several 
years. The center’s grand opening, however, is less than a year 
away, and Redd would love to throw the doors wide with the full 
$67 million in construction costs paid in full. In addition to the 
cash-flow issues, Redd says, other costs need to be met in the 
short term: “providing film projection equipment, outfitting offic- 
es, and other items that weren’t included in our initial budget.” 

So don’t put away the checkbook yet. Your contribution is still 
needed before the Dell Foundation Hall and Rollins Studio 
Theatre open next March 28. In fact, Joe Long himself says, 
“Several exceptional naming opportunities remain available for 
patrons who want to help us meet the community’s needs with a 
truly first-class facility.”

ART OF THE POT: 

Art for your hands and mouth 

Earthenware, stoneware, or porcelain: Which 
glop of mud makes up the perfect cup? How to 
best prepare it? Do you prefer gas or electric 
range, a smoky wood fire or a hazy soda fire? The 
pottery connoisseur wants to know all this and 
more. Art of the Pot is bringing out the goods for 
its annual Mother’s Day weekend studio tour and 
sale. The 15 participating ceramic artists each 
bring something unique to the table. Kowkie Durst 
paints the surfaces of plates with empty class- 
rooms and Laundromats to form a domestic and 
possibly feminist narrative. Ryan McKerley, on the 
other hand, uses a single glaze to dive in and out 
of carved lines creating a topography of creases 
that seemingly emanate from within the form 
itself. These are only two of several very different 
ways to approach a surface glaze. 

I’m impressed by the consistency and creativity 
of these functional designers. Austin artist Chris 
Campbell says, “The idea of function is the very 
aspect that makes the individual capable of experiencing pottery 
with all his senses. Use affords a level of immediate under- 
standing through physical interaction.” These artists provide you 
with an object of beauty to gaze at and a reason to hold it every 
day: It’s a cup. This physical interaction and intimate relation- 
ship is also important to Durst, who is visiting from Portland, 
Ore. She says, “I imagine my pots in someone’s home, tossed 


from sink to table to shelf. I want them to live with someone and 
become a part of their everyday life. The physical connection - 
lips, hands, eyes - that engages a user with the object is essen- 
tial to the creation of meaning for pottery. My approach to clay 
enacts my passion for the material and exposes the physical 
nature of my own existence.” Potters have a tendency to explain 
that they chose to be functional artists as opposed to fine art- 
ists. The fact that in the artists’ statements they 
don’t sound defensive about “craft” or “functional 
wares” speaks well of their professionalism and 
clear vision. 

The Web site for Art of the Pot got a fresh new 
look this year; it’s easier to navigate and has quite 
a bit of content. In addition to the pottery shopping, 
the studios will all have copies of a new recipe book 
in which the food was photographed on their dishes.

A SPECIAL EVENING 
WITH STEPHEN MILLS: 

With him, it's special all the time 

Ballet Austin, one of Austin’s two professional dance 
companies, is celebrating its 50th anniversary this 
year. That’s special enough, but also special - perhaps 
even more so - is Ballet Austin’s artistic director, 
Stephen Mills. After dancing with the company for a 
dozen years and developing into an internationally 
regarded choreographer, Mills became the guiding light 
at Ballet Austin. Seven years ago, in his inaugural sea- 
son as artistic director, he grabbed the national spot- 
light with his staging of Shakespeare’s Hamlet and 
drew still more focus three years ago, when the 
Kennedy Center commissioned him to choreograph the 
Bard’s Taming of the Shrew. Special? Most certainly, 
and this weekend, for four performances only, you can 
discover just how special as Ballet Austin presents two 
world premieres and an encore presentation of pieces 
choreographed by Mills. 

And if that’s not enough to persuade you that this 
man is special, perhaps a few words from some of the 
artists who work closely with Mills at Ballet Austin will 
do the trick. 

Company Member Allisyn Paino: “When I graduated 
from college, one of my professors said to me, 'Okay, 
now you’re going out into the real world. Nobody is 
going to take your technique seriously. You’re going to 
have to do it yourself.’ And while that’s true, we’re all 
responsible for our own technique, Stephen takes an 
active interest every day in strengthening our tech- 
nique and our bodies. In his work, everything is based 
upon classical ballet technique. If you’re not strong 
and you can’t hold your body up in certain ways, you 
can’t do his movements. Training and technique are 
integral to what we do every day.” 

Associate Artistic Director Michelle Martin: “Stephen 
is really diligent about doing his own class and warm- 
ing up on his own in the morning. He often gives the 
dancers central ideas and shapes, and then they build 
on it together. So it’s not so much him having to dem- 
onstrate, it’s him providing an idea and seeing how the 
dancers organically connect and then building on that. 
He doesn’t limit himself to the material that he’s physi- 
cally able to do, which I think is a trap some choreog- 
raphers fall into. Stephen choreographs with his mind 
and with his eyes.” 

Company Member Anthony Casati: “Stephen’s had to 
wear a lot of different hats, from being a teacher and 
performing artist to being a choreographer and artistic 
director, and he has a remarkable ability both to adapt 
to these different jobs and maintain a high level of qual- 
ity while still being will- 
ing to push the edge. 

It’s as if he says, 

'Okay, here’s conven- 
tion; here’s what 
everyone else has 
done to this point, and 
I feel really comfortable 
in that. Now I’m going 
to find out what’s on 
the other side of that 
fence.’ I’ve watched 
him do that repeated- 
ly, reinvent himself as 
a choreographer and 
even as a person. He’s phoenixlike in that respect.” 

Company Member Michelle Thompson: “One of the 
things that drew me to Ballet Austin was that Stephen 
was the artistic director. I’d heard great things about 
him. I love Ballet Austin, and I love the community, I 
love all the people I work with, and I really do love 
Austin as a city. But a great deal of why I love Ballet 
Austin is Stephen Mills. Definitely.” - Barry Pineo

challenges, and some people wouldn’t want to 
be involved, I suppose, but you know these 
actors wouldn’t be doing it unless they felt 
that it wouldn’t be enjoyable to do. They won’t

Wallace Shawn bares all about writing, why he does theatre, 
and that play he wrote with all the sex in it 


“I suppose I’m obliged to say, as I do believe in the sacredness of facts, that the produc- 
tion in London wasn’t raided by the vice squad.” So dies theatrical mythology in an e-mail 
from Wallace Shawn to Josh Meyer and Matt Hislope of Rubber Repertory, the brave souls 
behind the belated American premiere of the playwright’s A Thought in Three Parts. Rather 
more appropriately to the world as Shawn writes about it, the London theatre company 
and venue were threatened with loss of grant monies, so the run was simply not extended, 
brisk ticket sales be damned. Neither barring of theatre doors nor confrontation with 
police ultimately proved necessary, and one can’t reasonably claim that the play was shut 
down. Nevertheless, threats were made and heeded, though official censorship evaded. 

Written in 1975, A Thought in Three Parts consists of “Summer Evening,” concerning a 
couple, a hotel room, and the savagery of small talk; “Mr. Frivolous,” concerning a man, 
his breakfast, and the audience he addresses as a lover; and between them “The Youth 
Hostel,” concerning two bedrooms, five young travelers, and a number of pomographically 
athletic tableaux that would keep the angry letters to the editor coming for years if I quoted 
stage directions. Obviously, “The Youth Hostel” causes the most trouble and has done the 
most to keep this play off the stage, perhaps as much for logistical as for moral concerns. 
And yet, somehow, the sex is the easy part. 

Notorious for the intensity of their moral and emotional ambiguity, as well as their some- 
times deeply profane cruelty, Shawn’s plays couldn’t be more at odds with the image he 
projects as a character actor (Mr. Hall in Clueless or the voice of Rex the Green Dinosaur in 
the Toy Story films). Whether positing a highly sympathetic fascist as the moral center of 
Aunt Dan and Lemon or humanizing an apologist for a cultural revolution that has wiped out 
precisely the sort of people who would attend a play by Wallace Shawn in The Designated 
Mourner, he can be very hard on an audience, no matter how benign a presence he projects. 
Perhaps his signature cameo in Manhattan best captures the disconnect: Playing the former 
lover whom Diane Keaton has repeatedly described as some kind of sexual dynamo, he is 
deemed a “homunculus” when Woody Allen finally meets him. It’s as funny because of the 
surprise and contrast as it is for how obviously Allen is threatened by him. 

It’s strange but somehow just right for a writer so attuned to our (often deadly) contra- 
dictions. When I call merely to arrange an interview time, and he brightly asks whether 
talking in two or three minutes will work, I’m surprised, but I shouldn’t be. So I ask for 
15 to get my thoughts together.

AC: But at the same time, it’s not terribly surpris- 
ing to me because I find your plays very direct and 
matter-of-fact, but then that directness is also what 
can be difficult or distressing about them. 

WS: Well, I assume [the actors] will be able to 
deal with it. I don’t know if I would find it quite 
so challenging as you say. It is difficult, but so 
is Uncle Vanya. It definitely has its own special 


there’s something worthwhile about it. 

But I don’t know, most people have found 
me rather indirect, and I’m delighted to have 
found someone who finds me matter-of-fact. 
AC: Well, that’s strange to me, but perhaps I might be 
allowed to be pretty direct myself and to ask something 
potentially offensive. This is an interesting part of the 
play to me, because, to be quite frank, when it starts, 
and as it goes along for some time, I don’t really like it. 
It seems a very stale sort of parody of a kind of 1950s 
optimistic earnestness, where you take something

seemingly wholesome - in this case, college students 
traveling the world - and lay on a bunch of sex and 
dirtiness and irony because we know the truth of that 
experience isn’t so sweet. Even though it’s funny, it 
seems kind of glib and like a lot of other work that 
satirizes kitschy old sitcoms, so even though I knew you 
had written this before a lot of that kind of work became 
really popular in the Eighties, I was still disappointed. 
But then the play carries me along to this other place 
that’s emotionally devastating, and it wouldn’t be quite

“I think there was a night when I got worked up and 
cracked somebody’s windshield.” Matt Hislope recalls 
Physical Plant Theater’s 2004 production of Wallace 
Shawn’s The Fever atop a parking garage. In putting on a 
mere monologue, Hislope and his partners in crime, Josh 
Meyer and Carlos Trevino, not only hijacked a dozen-odd 
car radios for every show but generated at least one insur- 
ance claim. 

“Yeah, I guess even on that one, we were headed for a 
physical confrontation,” Hislope admits. Never let it be said 
that these guys don’t know how to fuck shit up, so perhaps 
their staging of the 32-years-late American premiere of the 
same author’s scandalous A Thought in Three Parts comes 
more as fulfillment than surprise. 

“Figuring out how to stage it is an interesting chal- 
lenge,” says Meyer, a co-director and actor in this produc- 
tion under the auspices of Rubber Repertory, which he 
founded with longtime collaborator Hislope. He isn’t kid- 
ding. One early stage direction reads: “Stripping, he 
approaches her. Then he slowly penetrates her and makes 
love to her until she comes.” And if you can believe, it gets 
more bluntly complicated from there. 

“It’s actually been easier than we thought it would be,” 
laughs Hislope, the performer and co-director whose job it 
is to actually execute the aforementioned moves. 

“It’s about finding our way into it through style,” says co- 
director Trevino, “because it is at once realistic - psycho- 
logically and emotionally realistic - and yet also clownish 
and farcical, and the different ways those things meet is 
really interesting. It’s not just sex and nudity, but what’s 
right to show and when and from what angle, because you 
need it to be exciting and pointed and funny when it 
should be but not unnecessarily unpleasant or titillating in 
a way that stops it from doing what it’s supposed to do 
and also not boring from just watching people standing 
around jiggling their junk. And then there’s finding how to 
fit this one part in with the other two, which are very chal- 
lenging in completely different ways.” 

“Yeah, I think it’ll be weird even for the people who 
basically show up for the sex, because it comes in the con- 
text of these pieces that don’t make a simple fit,” says 
Meyer. “It unsettles you just by changing up at various 
points; you can never get a handle on how it’s supposed to 
work. That’s one thing we love about Wallace Shawn, and 
in this case, it’s especially exciting that we can do some- 
thing that we know nobody will have seen before.” - S.P. 


that way and as effective to me if it hadn’t first been this thing that I didn’t 
think I had to take seriously beyond the basic titillation and gags. 

WS: Well, I hear you. I don’t know, I haven’t seen the same plays 
you’ve seen, so I don’t know. ... I suppose you know writers really 
don’t know what their writing comes from. You know, it’s almost 
an absurdity to give an interview about something you’ve suppos- 
edly written. Because the guy that’s speaking to you, the interview- 
er, is not in fact the guy who actually wrote the text. That person is 
hidden. The process of writing is really one of receiving messages 
from outer space. You don’t create the line. It comes to you. You 
don’t know where it comes from. Are you carrying a message from 
a culture of sitcoms you’ve never seen? Or are you carrying things 
from your own personal unconscious? But you receive them, and 
you write them down. 

But in my own mind, I was caught up in some very vivid message, 
rather like the founder of the Mormon religion had an angel come to 
him, and he wrote things down that he didn’t know what it meant. 
AC: Well, the way you deliver those messages makes it hard on your 
audiences. It’s not just that the plays are confrontational - that’s 
easy - but they never allow us to figure them 
out, become comfortable with our own reactions. 

There’s actually a kind of politeness to so much 
supposedly confrontational work that tells us how 
to be confronted and who should be offended, and 
by what, and from there we know how we’re sup- 
posed to react. Your stuff is too impolite even to 
confront us in the proper way. 

WS: I think that you’re partly asking about . . . 
my last answer taken by itself would suggest 
that I have no idea what I’m doing. At a certain 
point, it is really like that, but at a later stage, the mind sort of 
takes the raw material and with some conscious purpose shapes 
it, but still. I have never written poetry - I mean, not since I was 
a teen - but I know some poets, and I think it might work a little 
the way they work. They’re working very hard to make the thing 
be what it’s supposed to be, and yet they’re not sure what it is. 
But somehow they use their intelligence to make it be the perfect 
version of itself. 

As far as confronting people goes, that’s not a word I would use, 
but I suppose . . . the page doesn’t interest me unless it affects me. 
If I just read a page of my writing, and I’m left completely indiffer- 
ent emotionally, I don’t find that a very exciting page, and I might 
work on it some more. Somehow if you’re going to ask 100 people 
or 50 or 300 people to sit there and watch what you’ve written, 
and you’re asking actors to memorize it and do it night after night, 
it better affect people. 

AC: Well, regardless of stipulating nudity or sex acts onstage, you often 
ask very provocative questions about sex. It’s been some 30 years since 
you wrote A Thought in Three Parts, which is extreme in a particular 
way, but how do you see it now fitting in with the rest of your work? 


WS: I ’m sort of . . . I’m not sure why. Obviously, this is something 
that interests a lot of people, certainly me, and I’m sort of wonder- 
ing why I sort of haven’t put it into more of my other plays. I mean, 
people talk about it. I’m not sure I can really answer the question. I 
mean, I don’t particularly like the fact that everybody goes around 
wearing clothes anyway. I find that, to use your words, a disap- 
pointment, and I suppose there’s obviously something refreshing 
about, say, a nude beach or a play where people are naked. There’s 
something refreshing about it, and there’s a sense in which a cer- 
tain strain or tension is removed when you see people who are not 
worried about being naked. 

I suppose there’s a certain sense in which you couldn’t write too 
many plays in which people performed sexual acts, because they’re 
not really performing them, they’re pretending to do so to some 
extent, and it’s a kind of, well . . . Well, for instance, Tom Stoppard 
has written a play over nine hours long. If “The Youth Hostel” was 
over nine hours long, it might become tiresome. But I don’t know, 
my experience of having seen this play - and I saw it in London 
only a couple of years ago - it was very pleasant and agreeable, that 


particular aspect. Of course, I don’t mean that the feelings of the 
characters are very pleasant, because some of them aren’t. 

Oh ... aha. Now I’m looking at my watch and seeing that our 
time nearly is up. Do you think that’s enough, or do you have 
some more questions? 

[I do have more questions, so we arrange to speak again, and Mr. 
Shawn gives a very cheerful goodbye, after which two hours pass, my 
phone rings, and I receive a very cheerful hello.] 

WS: So do you still have more questions? 

AC: Well, I know this is strange, but I confess that I’ve been dwelling 
on how you told me that I’m one of the few people to find your writing 
direct and matter-of-fact. I mean, of course, the plays aren’t just editori- 
als or a kind of propaganda, but for me they come across with a kind of 
emotional clarity that . . . ironically, is quite difficult for me to describe 
to you now. In The Fever, or The Designated Mourner, for instance, 
there’s a frightening quality to how openly contradictory these people 
who speak to the audience are.

WS: Well, thanks. I mean, I suppose, isn’t that 
what writing is all about, as opposed to sort of 
mumbling? If that could be the two ends of the 
spectrum, trying to say something as clearly as 
possible rather than just fumbling in the direc- 
tion of the thing that you want to say. 

In some ways, I guess The Designated 
Mourner is rather indirect, because you have to 
find your own attitude toward the characters 
and what they represent. The author doesn’t 
clarify his own stance towards those people. 
But I suppose each of them makes his points 
clearly. But I suppose Jack, the person who 
talks the most, is actually obfuscating. He’s . . . 
almost everything he says is, in a way, a form 
of lying or deception. Not that what he says 
isn’t true, but he’s pointing away from what he 
doesn’t want you to see. 

AC: Well, I think a lot of people have a certain 
uneasiness about characters lying, especially to 
the audience. 

WS: I suppose I made use of that natural ten- 
dency, and some of my narrators are persuasive 
and convincing, but actually they’re directing 
your attention away from things that they’d 
rather you didn’t think about. 

AC: Maybe that way in which the characters try 
to direct our attention without giving a simple 
authorial stance toward them is what I find so 
direct. That were presented these people without 
that usual filter, so we have to experience them 
and make up our minds about them if it’s going to 
make any sense. Which is uncomfortable. 

WS: Well, I suppose I’ve always trusted that 
the unconscious knows what it’s doing. I 


guess I’ve always taken that on faith. And so 
A Thought in Three Parts is, you could say, the 
most trusting of anything I’ve written. I’ve just 
. . . it’s, you know ... I don’t know . . . it’s got a 
lot of mystery in it, even for me, and as I say, 
I’ve known some poets in my day, and some 
of them swear they can’t translate what they’ve 
written into the normal speech of the daily 
newspaper. They can’t tell you in completely 
normal prose what their poem is about or aim- 
ing at exactly. 

Obviously for me, it was the three pieces of 
it together that I was most fascinated by. It is 
like a triptych in painting, and it’s up to the 
viewer to put those three pieces together. 

AC: It seems for that kind of thing to really work, 
you have to have a pretty intimate relationship 
with your audience. 

WS: Well, that is the magic of theatre. For 
me, it’s something more intimate. I don’t get 
theatre in big theatres. I actually don’t appreci- 
ate it. If I go to a big theatre, I have to sit so 
close that it’s like sitting in a small theatre. 
Once I get past row G, I just can’t understand 
it and get involved. In a funny way, that’s a 
horrifying admission for a quote-unquote man 
of the theatre, and that might explain why my 
work isn’t done that much, and a lot of theatre 
people don’t appreciate it particularly. I just 
don’t understand plays if I’m sitting too far 
away from them. 

AC: Often, you have your work performed in spaces 
that aren’t theatres, like in the homes of friends. 
WS: Well, I’ve never really written a play 
where the pretense of being in the room with 


characters is very strong. In other words, I’ve 
always had people talking to the audience, 
and when they talk to the audience of course, 
you know that it’s in a theatre, in a room 
that’s built on a stage. They’re not really alone 
in that room, and there’s an audience present 
and they’re talking to us. So I’ve really never 
written a play where you believe that room is 
real, and they walk in and talk to each other as 
if you weren’t there. There is that in all of my 
plays, but usually they turn around and talk to 
people in the audience. 

So it does feel very different, because when 
you’re in the theatre and you’re in the audience 
and watching a play, you can say, “Well, the 
category that this is in for me is entertainment, 
and the category that it’s in for the performer is 
this is his profession, and he’s doing the job that 
he’s paid for.” If you have the same performance 
being done in somebody’s living room, it gets 
more confusing. And the people in the audience 
get into a question of, “Is this an experience in 
my life, or is it entertainment?,” and maybe it is 
entertainment, but it’s actually more like going 
to dinner and somebody says something. And 
the actor, is he a professional? Is this his job, or 
is it his personal life? It gets blurry. 

AC: And what’s exciting to you about this blurry place ? 
WS: I don’t know. There was a friend of my 
parents who was interested in theatre, and a 
friend was always saying about certain people, 
“He’s a real professional,” or in some cases, 
“Oh, he’s not a professional.” And from the 
time I was a boy, I knew there was something 
about that that I didn’t care for because if the 


people are professional, it sort of implies that 
it’s something they’re doing competently, but 
they don’t really care about it that much, and 
when they go home they can forget about it, and 
I suppose that’s the feeling I had. And I’m not 
sure that’s worth my time as an audience mem- 
ber. If I’m going to spend an evening watching 
some people, I want to see their soul. I want to 
see something that’s terribly important at least 
to them. If it isn’t that important, just a job, why 
should I go out and watch them? 

I’d say I saw the theatre as a place where 
revelation was being offered. Some sort of 
transcendent experiences were being offered 
that would change people and have an effect 
on them. I suppose the word entertainment 
implies that it’s a trivial experience that is 
just diverting or passes the time, and then 
when it’s over it leaves no effect. I don’t think 
I would be content if that was all that it did. 

You know, it goes without saying that I’m a 
little bit vain. I take my time seriously. 

AC: Well then, thank you for taking your time to 
talk to me! 

WS: I sort of feel that a person’s conversation is 
how much time it’s worth, whether I can provide 
what you need, I don’t know. But the thing I love 
about writing is you can put in an incredible 
amount of time compared to the time a person 
spends receiving it, and you’re adding value to 
the object during that time that you put in. So you 
know you can create something worthwhile. ■

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WHEN THE GREY BEETLES 
TOOK OVER BAGHDAD 

by Mona Yahia 

George Braziller, 358 pp., $22.50 

Before their mass exodus in 
1950-’51, Jews were an integral 
part of the Iraqi social fabric. At 
the close of World War I, more 
than one-third of Baghdad’s inhab- 
itants were Jews; by 1950, they 
still constituted one-sixth of the 
capital’s rapidly expanding popula- 
tion. Several novels and mem- 
oirs by Iraqi Jews vividly depict 
Baghdad before the midcentury 
exodus. The University of Texas 
Press recently published the third installment of Israeli 
intellectual Nissim Rejwan’s memoirs, the first volume of 
which deals almost exclusively with his life before he left 
Iraq in 1951. Yet what of those Jews - about 5,000 - who 
stayed behind? 

Little of note has been written about the dwindling Iraqi 
Jewish community of the 1960s and 1970s. Mona Yahia’s 
semiautobiographical novel, When the Grey Beetles Took 
Over Baghdad, helps fill this lacuna by portraying the blos- 
soming of a young Jewish woman in a climate of rising 
anti-Semitism. The result is a profoundly moving coming- 
of-age tale infused with valuable historical insight. Lina, 
the narrator, grapples with adolescence as her country 
embraces jingoistic ethnic chauvinism. Of the martial 
music so often played on the radio, she observes: “It used 
to electrify me, too, especially the marches. But now that 
it shuts me out, the cannons and missiles evoked by the 
music seem to be aimed in my direction.” 

Deprived of telephone lines, denied passports, and 
forbidden from traveling, many Jewish families regret not 


having left when given the chance and scramble 
for a way out of Iraq. Yet avoiding detection proves 
difficult. Indeed, the title of the book refers to the 
Volkswagens driven by members of the domestic 
intelligence service, a ubiquitous presence in the 
nerve-racked lives of the Jewish community. Soon, 
Lina’s older brother, Shuli, is arrested on suspicion of 
Zionist activity. He will be released, but others won’t 
be so fortunate, as becomes apparent from the 
moment their trial begins. “The defense counsel, a 
civilian appointed by the court ... opens his speech 
with an apology for having to plead for the traitors of 
the country.” 

When, in 1968, the Baath regime executes several 
such alleged traitors - most of them Jewish - ban- 
ners raised at the public hanging read: “This Is Only 
the Beginning. The Squares of Our Noble Iraq Will Be Filled 
With the Corpses of Spies.” Lina’s sarcastic friend Dudi, 
whose father has been detained, says, “[Wjhat will they do 
when they run out of Jews to hang?” Very soon, the rest of 
Iraq’s population will find out. 

Like the novel’s protagonist, Yahia was born in Baghdad 
in 1954 and escaped to Israel in 1970. The years in 
between were marked by mounting insecurity and alien- 
ation. Consequently, her book differs markedly from the 
nostalgic reminiscences of Jewish life in Iraq before the 
mysterious bombings and sudden exodus of 1950-’51, an 
era largely distinguished by the assimilation of the Jewish 
community. Yet Yahia’s caricaturesque depiction of most 
Iraqis as boors devoid of redeeming qualities, a clear 
indication of the continued rawness of the author’s pain, 
proves unsettling. Fortunately, the story remains enthrall- 
ing despite this serious limitation. Raised in an Arab coun- 
try passing through the height of its Blut-und-Boden phase, 
Yahia memorably dedicates this book “To my parents, who 
gave me languages instead of roots.” - Rayyan Al-Shawaf

Recent word from the Texas State University creative-writing program: 
Master of fine arts student Daniel Homan - who just finished up his first 
year workshopping with the likes of faculty member Tim O’Brien - has signed 
a book deal with Wildside Press’ Prime imprint. Described in a university 
release as “allegorical and politically charged,” Queen of Hearts will be 
Homan’s debut. It is said to address the war in Iraq in a science-fiction sort 
of way. “Daniel’s one of the most driven young writers I’ve ever known,” 
says program director Tom Grimes, “and what’s amazing is that his work 
covers a range of genres, from detective to speculative fiction to ‘literary.’” 

For his part, Grimes will be taking a well-deserved leave of absence start- 
ing July 1. “You can say that I’m fleeing Texas and will be unreachable until 
January 15,” he says. Grimes, whose “Bring Out Your Dead” was named 
a Notable Essay of 2006 by the Best American series and whose novella 
Redemption Song was named a Notable Story of 2006 by same, is working 
on a “long novel.” 

Also on the San Marcos campus: The second issue of the Front Porch 
Journal is online (www.frontporchjournal.com), featuring an extraordinary 
essay from a hero of mine, Barry Hannah, along with work from Zdravka 
Evtimova, Judy Wilson, C.D. Wright, Jenny Gillespie, and many more. 

Elsewhere, small presses across America are dreading a U.S. 

Postal Service mailing-rate change for magazines set to go into 
effect on July 15. The new structure - reportedly drafted and proposed by 
Time Warner and approved by postal regulators without congressional or pub- 
lic input - could see “smaller periodicals ... hit with a much larger increase 
than the big magazines, as much as 30 percent. Some of the largest circula- 
tion magazines will face hikes of less than 10 percent,” according to media 
critic Robert McChesney.

THE ULTIMATE DOG TREAT 
COOKBOOK: HOMEMADE GOODIES 
FOR MAN'S BEST FRIEND

Since my dogs have been dining for upward 
of eight weeks now on pork liver sauteed in 
butter and the like, it seemed to me a bit over- 
board to make them homemade dog biscuits, 
too. But this cookbook arrived at just the right 
moment and was an obvious choice for review. 

After all, commercially available dog treats are made out of the same industrial 
byproducts and ultracheap “unfit for human consumption” ingredients as other 
pet food; in fact, many popular treats have been part of the recall. Making your 
own dog biscuits is probably a good call. 

Author Liz Palika has been baking her own dog treats for long enough to 
have a wide repertoire; nevertheless, her cheerful insistence that I would find 
cutting out bone-shaped dog cookies rewarding was met, on my part, with some 
skepticism. It sounded like just another chore to me. Well, I was wrong. It is 
rewarding. I have seldom, if ever, felt such appreciation. I picked out an easy 
recipe: Riker’s Favorite Liver Treats. Whipping the dough together was a snap, 
and long before I had them in the oven, I had an eager canine audience beam- 
ing at me hopefully from the kitchen doorway. 

My dogs’ enthusiasm and gratitude for these homemade treats was enor- 
mous, and I got a huge emotional payoff out of making my buddies so excited 
and happy. I had no idea. Plus, the recipes easily make enough for an entire 
week, and it’s cheaper than store-bought. All 50 recipes in The Ultimate Dog 
Treat Cookbook are veterinarian-approved and rigorously dog-tested. Most of the 
treats resemble cookies of one kind of another, but Palika also includes frozen 
treats for hot summer weather, treats for special occasions, and treats for dogs 
with restricted diets. - Kate Thom berry 

THE ULTIMATE CAT TREAT 
COOKBOOK: HOMEMADE GOODIES 
FOR FINICKY FELINES

Whoever wrote the line regarding a cat’s 
curiosity wasn’t talking about feeding habits. 

While your demure grimalkin will playfully bat 
the flame atop a narrow candle, Mr. Wufflekins 
is likely to approach his food bowl with greater 
caution. Fond of the likes of fluffy picky eaters, 

Liz Palika has written The Ultimate Cat Treat 
Cookbook: Homemade Goodies for Finicky Felines, throughout which she empha- 
sizes that treats should make up only 10% of a cat’s diet. Individually, her reci- 
pes call for few ingredients and few minutes in the oven; however, the various 
cookie recipes will have you rolling sticky, fishy dough into 100 pebble-sized 
balls, and it will take you forever. My two taste-testers, Chef and the Admiral, 
told me to shirk the fancy food. They were down with the Flaxseed Catnip 
Treats and the tuna/yogurt popsicles but rejected the Happy Birthday Catnip 
Tea (water, catnip, chicken bouillon), as they did the (not-so)Tempting Tuna 
Treats. Their acquaintances were more open to culinary experimentation: Lester 
couldn’t get enough of the Tuna Surprise, Can indulged in the Savory Salmon, 
Marty and Murray rolled around in the Catnip Treats, and Fera bathed in the 
catnip yogurt. Despite the dumbed-down language and often-bizarre ingredi- 
ents, Palika’s book does provide recipes for healthy treats, but before you roll 
up your sleeves, find out what your cat likes, so you don’t have to endure that 
bemused look she gives you because you put her cat food in pizza dough.

F00D-0-FILE

Though it’s been more than 20 years since I owned a pet, 
the news that people were losing their beloved companions 
because of tainted pet foods has been very distressing. In 
discussions about this terrible event with friends, acquain- 
tances, and some of our contributing writers, I discovered 
that several of them were cooking for their pets and realized 
we had the potential for a story that might be useful to our 
readers. One of our contributing writers, Kate Thornberry, 
shares the recipes she prepares for her dogs, as does local 
chef/ restaurateur Lisa Fox, profiled by Suzy Banks. Now, I 
was never the kind of pet owner who would cook specifically 
for my dogs. My last canine companion, a huge white 
German shepherd named Cheers, ate dry food regularly 
complemented with catering scraps. I’ll never forget the 
startled look on his face the day he bit into an errant cherry 
tomato he discovered on the kitchen floor or my horror when 
I turned my back for a second and then caught him, front 
paws on the dining-room table, face down in a pan of choco- 
late cake. (Luckily, he survived that incident unharmed.) At 
the time, I considered myself far too busy catering for 
humans to be cooking for the dog, and I remember thinking 
how funny it was when I met people who went to the trouble 
to prepare meals for their pets. People like former Herb Bar 
owner Connie Moore, a devout vegetarian who spent years 
dutifully cooking meat for her huge, beautiful Rhodesian 
ridgebacks, and writer Fran Moody, loving chef to a menag- 
erie of dogs, cats, and birds. I didn’t realize then that know- 
ing them would eventually come in so handy. But when it 
came time to put together the feature on cooking for pets, I 
knew exactly where to turn. Moody has provided us with 
great basic information on Pet Food 101, and she reminded 
me about a little gem of a book written by Moore and her 
former business partner Janette Grainger. They self-pub- 
lished Natural Insect Repellents for Pets , People , and Plants 
in the Nineties, and it is the definitive book on environmen- 
tally friendly and safe solutions to pest problems. Best of 
all, it contains one chapter detailing the components of a 
healthy diet for pets and another chapter of recipes. This 
book is only available via mail order for $11.45 from Fran 
Moody, Writer’s Ink, PO Box 766, Columbus, TX 78934.

Bark for Peace Organic 
Vegan Dog Treats 

Bark for Peace is an ambitious local company that sells 
handmade organic, vegan dog treats here in Austin. Vegan 
means no animal products of any kind go into making their 
treats: no eggs, no meat, no cheese. Instead, founder Lisa 
Knaggs relies on other nutritious and odiferous ingredients 
like coconut, goji berries, rosemary, agave nectar, Marmite, 
garlic, and blueberries, which also happen to be powerful anti- 
oxidants and anti-inflammatory agents. 

Bark for Peace also avoids using all known major allergens: 
Their treats contain no gluten, corn, preservatives, or soy. 
These treats are actually good for your dog’s health! My dog 
demanded the whole package at one sitting, and I felt per- 
fectly fine about giving them to him. 

Three types of treats are currently available: Ford’s Favorite, 
savory treats shaped like bones and tasting kind of like 
cheese crackers; Peace Prayer Love Bites, sweet treats 
shaped like hearts and tasting like coconut cookies; and 
Savory Sweet Potato Jerky Chews, resembling sheets of Fruit 
Roll-Ups and tasting like sweet potatoes sprinkled with ginger. 
Although they are formulated to entice a dog’s palate, you can 
actually share them with your pet, as there is nothing in Bark 
for Peace treats that you wouldn’t want to eat yourself. (Talk 
about a paradigm shift!) Packages of treats start at $2 and 
are sold at Wheatsville, Dirty Dog (North and South), the Daily 
Juice, Eco-Wise, People’s Pharmacy, and Camp 4 Paws, with 
new stores being added weekly (look for them soon at your 
favorite coffee shop). - Kate Thornberry

Kick the Can and 
Bag the Bag 

A guide to preparing homemade pet food

What began last month as a limited recall of 
canned pet food has widened to 57 brands of 
cat food and 83 brands of dog food. Some dry 
dog and cat foods have also been recalled. Pet 
owners are fearful that today might be the day 
their pets’ food goes on the recall list. The ill- 
ness or death of an animal at the owner’s hand 
is devastating in a society that often considers 
these four-legged animals as best friends, clos- 
est companions, and children. As one friend 
said to me, “I might as well have run over 
Goldie: I bought the food that killed her.” How 
could best intentions go so wrong? 

Most of us assume that the food we buy for 
our pets has some kind of oversight to ensure 
its safety. Apparently not. The U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration runs random checks on 
only 1% of foodstuff imported into the country. 
There are few regulations and fewer overseers. 

After inspection and testing of the tainted 
pet foods, the FDA determined that there were 
many sources of contamination. Scientists 
found rat poison in some samples and con- 
taminated rice protein in others. The consen- 
sus is that the main contaminant, melamine, 
was somehow introduced into wheat gluten 
shipped to the U.S. from China. Melamine is 
used to make plastics, but it also artificially 
boosts the protein level - and thus the price 
- of the gluten that goes into the pet food. 
The most seriously affected foods were those 
containing “cuts and sauce.” 

To date, the official FDA records show that 17 
dogs and cats have died as the result of the con- 
taminations, but there are probably hundreds 
more whose deaths went unreported. There are 


ADULT DOG FOOD 

This daily formulation provides a balanced 
meal (or two if you feed morning and night) for a 
healthy adult dog weighing about 40 pounds. For 
smaller dogs, divide food up proportionately and 
store refrigerated in ziplock bags. 

V 3 cup rice or other grain 
6 oz. ground beef, 80% lean 

1 can fat-free, no-/low-sodium chicken, beef, or 
vegetable broth plus enough water to cook rice 

3-4 cups vegetables, cut up in small pieces or 16 
oz. bag of frozen organic mixed vegetables 

2 tsp. oil (chicken or beef fat, vegetable or fish 
oil) 

1 tbsp. finely ground eggshell 
1 9-gram human adult vitamin-mineral tablet 

Fry beef; do not drain fat. Cook rice and veg- 
etables in broth and water until liquid evaporates 
and rice is soft. Mix beef and rice/vegetables 
together. Stir in oil and eggshell. Mix well. Feed 
the vitamin-mineral with the meal. Give as a pill 
or pulverize and thoroughly mix with food just 
before feeding. 


thousands of animals still under veterinary care, 
being treated for dehydration, kidney failure, 
and associated illnesses. As the recall widens, 
more animals are becoming ill or dying. 

Recently it was revealed that 6,000 hogs 
that ate the tainted pet food were destroyed, 
but not before 45 people ate pork from those 
hogs. Three million chickens that were fed 
the tainted food were slaughtered and sold 
to the unsuspecting public. The FDA and the 
Department of Agriculture made no attempt 
to recall the chickens. Now melamine has 
reached the human food chain. 

Many responsible pet owners have decided 
to make their own pet food. If you want to

2 500-mg. taurine tablets (72 tablet per cat per 
day) 

Cook liver and grind well. Cook rice with broth and 
all other ingredients except vitamin and taurine. 
Mash well or put through a food processor so that 
all ingredients are blended. Cats tend to pick out 
what they like and leave the rest. When ready to 
feed, add pulverized vitamin and taurine. 


cook for your pets, first talk to your vet, who 
can help determine your animal’s particular 
needs and might even have some recipes to 
offer. It is particularly important that you com- 
municate with your vet or an animal nutrition- 
ist if you plan home-cooking on a long-term 
basis. The foods must be rich in nutrients and 
enzymes that are easily available to the animal 
digestion and must make up a balanced diet. 

After talking to your vet, go to the bookstore 
or go online and find a book that describes 
the basic diets for healthy cats and dogs. A 10- 
pound cat needs between 275 and 350 calories 
a day. Ill, injured, or pregnant cats might need 
more. Cats also require the addition of taurine, 
an amino acid, to their food, as their bodies 
cannot synthesize it. Dogs eat a diet more simi- 
lar to that of a human. Adult dogs need about 
10% of calories from protein. They benefit from 
fiber and additional nutrients in their diet as 
well. If you are home-cooking, you will want to

add a small amount of a human vitamin-mineral 
tablet to both dogs’ and cats’ diets. 

Before I jump into Pet Food Making 101, I 
want to be clear that I am not a veterinarian 
or an animal nutritionist. Not a human one, 
either. My qualification is mainly longevity: I 
have prepared homemade pet foods for the 
past 35 years for dogs, cats, birds, and cattle. 

My earliest recollection of home food prepa- 
ration is on our coastal prairie Texas farm in 
the 1950s. Whether there was commercial pet 
food then, I do not know. Our days started 
with feeding the farm dogs and cats from great 
pots of commeal “mush” into which food 
scraps and chopped organ meats and the less- 
than-perfect fresh-picked vegetables (raw and 
cooked) were added. At night the animals were 
fed another grain, again with meat and vegeta- 
bles, cooked into a stew. For variety, there were 
other dishes made with rice, millet, wheat, and

Cookies are soft and chewy, and both dogs and 
cats like them.

barley, always with protein and vegetables. 

During college I worked for a pair of renowned 
Austin vets and earned tuition money by pro- 
viding home-cooked meals for some of the 
finicky boarders. Years later, Connie Moore, 
former owner of the Herb Bar, and I worked 
out a series of pet menus for special-needs 
animals as well as healthy ones. 

Today, I prepare food for my two dogs and 20- 
plus cats. As a pet sitter, I also provide food for my 
canine and feline clients. Cooking for pets takes 
time, some knowledge of nutrition, and patience 
in weaning your pets off the commercial canned 
foods they like. 

Many commercial foods contain sugar and 
other additives that make the food appealing to 
the pet. And those are the healthier ingredients 
in canned food. Due to the lax regulations gov- 
erning the pet-food industry, in most states the 
law allows pet-food makers to use 4-D meat 
sources, which are dead, dying, disabled, or 
diseased when they reach the slaughterhouse. 
To comply with government regulations, this 
meat must be “denatured” so that it cannot be 
sold as human-grade meat. Fuel oil, kerosene, 
carbolic acid, and citronella are the approved 
denaturing materials used. 


Pet food is also made up of meat byproducts. 
This includes diseased and contaminated meat 
from slaughterhouses, animal heads, feet, beaks, 
toenails, and feathers. It also includes roadkill, 
rancid restaurant grease, and animals eutha- 
nized at animal hospitals and shelters, along 
with all the hormones, antibiotics, and barbi- 
turates used to put the pets to sleep. Unsold 
supermarket meats, along with the Styrofoam 
and plastic wrap, are thrown into the mix. 

How can this happen? Most pet-food com- 
panies are owned by a handful of multi- 
national companies that use the pet-food 
industry as an extension of its human food 
and agricultural industries. It is a financially 
sound way for them to get rid of waste. In 
2001, the pet-food industry was an $11 bil- 
lion business. 

So how do we provide better-quality, safe, 
and nutritional food for our pet? One way is 
to learn to prepare the food ourselves. With 
good intent, a general understanding of the 
animal’s nutritional needs, some basic recipes, 
and whole, fresh ingredients, you can make a 
tremendous difference in your pet’s health and 
your own peace of mind.

In order to understand what the best ingredi- 
ents for our pets are, we need to understand that 
dogs and cats, unlike humans, have a straight 
gut. This means that the food goes through their 
bodies rather quickly, leaving only a short time 
for the nutrition to be absorbed before elimina- 
tion occurs. Although both dogs and cats have 
the ability to break down and assimilate meat 
- raw or cooked - other ingredients need to be 
made readily digestible, by cooking, grinding, 
and grating or chopping. 

Generally speaking, food should be one- 
third protein, one-third carbohydrate, and one- 
third vegetable. Always buy the best quality you 
can afford. If you can find it, buy hormone-free, 


antibiotic-free meats and poultry. Never use 
liver or organ meats that aren’t organic: They 
are the storehouses for the toxins ingested by 
the animal during its lifetime. 

I use lean red meat, often ground meat, 
80 %-lean chicken, turkey, liver and other organ 
meats, and fish for dogs and cats. For finicky 
cats, I use canned salmon or tuna in water, 
cooked and finely ground chicken livers and giz- 
zards, and sardines. Cottage cheese and boiled 
eggs are also good sources of protein. Lentils 
and some beans offer good protein, although 
they can cause gas or stomach distress in ani- 
mals unaccustomed to a whole-foods diet.

LET THEM EAT LOAF 

The story of Lottie Fox 

Lottie Fox doesn’t talk about her past - or 
much anything else. But evidence suggests 
she was not born with a gourmand’s palate. 
When I first met her, she was running with the 
rest of the reservation dogs in the Four 
Corners area of New Mexico, playing chicken 
with the 18-wheelers plowing down the inter- 
state. Losers of this game littered the side of 
the highway. Lottie and a border collie friend 
ran right in front of our truck, then down the 
median, then back through the whizzing traffic 
to the side of the road. Despite the fact that 
my friend and I, on our way from Austin to 
Salt Lake City for her art-show opening, were 
already late, we couldn’t help but pull over 
and stuff the filthy, flea-infested pups into the 
already-packed cab with us. Subsequent pit 
stops along the way 
revealed that Lottie’s most 
recent meals had included 
plastic bags, dried corn, and 
bird bones. 

No wonder she’d been 
flirting with suicide. 

Lottie’s companion, 

Eleanor, was adopted by a 
receptionist at the art muse- 
um. Despite Lottie’s cele- 
brated attendance at the art 
opening, where she was as 
elegant and sociable as any 
freshly bathed dog you’d 
want to meet and where she 
collected many admirers, 
she didn’t find a permanent 
family. So, she came back 
to Texas with us. And that’s 
where she met and wooed 
chef and soon-to-be restau- 
rateur Lisa Fox. 

A less-confident dog would 
not have attempted this 
courtship. Not only had Lisa 
never owned a dog, she was 
completely immune to their 
charms. Okay, let’s be frank: She didn’t like 
dogs or dog hair or wet noses at all. She didn’t 
like dogs to touch her. But that all changed 
one day when Lisa and her husband, Emmett, 
stopped by my house. From the instant Lottie 
met the couple, she decided that Lisa - and 
to some degree, Emmett - was the one for 
her. Lottie forced herself and all her plentiful 
fur and her very large wet nose into their car, 
wedged herself next to a surprised Lisa, and 
rode off into the sunset with them. 


That’s the story of Lisa and Lottie, which in 
due course begot the story of Lottie Loaf. 
Lottie Loaf is both what Lottie eats and semi- 
solid evidence of Lisa’s complete conversion 
to gaga doggie person. (As if her gushing praise 
of the dog, especially after a couple of glass- 
es of Italy’s best Barbera, isn’t proof enough.) 
While Lisa had always been repelled by the 
smell of commercial dog food, the impetus for 
her homemade canine fare was a Canadian 
television program she saw while on vacation 
in Vancouver that detailed the nefarious ingre- 
dients in most dog food and highlighted the 
complete lack of regulation in its manufacture. 
Anything and everything could and did go into 
dog food, such as meat byproducts that even 
a vulture would reject. Lisa was especially 
repelled by the revelation that before these 
already marginal parts were added to the mix, 
they were rendered to the point that they 
became strange compounds rather than food. 

(Just remember how they 
used to make soap down 
on the farm.) 

As soon as she came 
home, Lisa decided to 
start cooking up Lottie 
Loaf. “I didn’t do a lot of 
research. I did talk to my 
vet, who said meat is good 
and rice-based is good,” 
Lisa says. “Sometimes I 
add eggs or chicken livers. 

I do some with celery, car- 
rots, and garlic. Sometimes 
peas and spinach. And I’ll 
substitute quinoa or pearl 
barley for the rice.” 

She bakes two large 
pans of the loaf at a time, 
which will last two weeks 
and cost around $25 for 
ingredients. Lottie, who 
has kept her trim 50-pound 
figure after seven years on 
the Loaf diet, can run like 
Seabiscuit, and boasts a 
shiny coat that a 
Westminster-winning 
Afghan hound would envy, has never com- 
plained. In fact, she stands up and dances 
backward, waving her front paws in the air 
when Lisa pulls the food out of the fridge. 
When is the last time you got that excited 
about supper? 

Of course, I had to ask Lisa if she’d ever 
eaten the Loaf. “No, but let’s 
just say Emmett had a meatloaf sandwich 
once and thought it could use a little salt.”

LOTTIE LOAF 

(Lisa recommends checking with your 

vet before switching to Lottie Loaf.) 

6 lb. ground meat (mix of beef, 
turkey, and/or lamb) 

Optional: Add 1 lb. chicken livers as 
a treat 

6-8 cups brown rice (or barley/ 
quinoa/pasta), no cornmeal 

4 eggs 

4 cups finely chopped vegetable mix 
(carrots, celery, spinach, garlic, 
tomato, peas), no corn or onion 

2 cups water or chicken stock 

Mix well. Divide into two deep 8-by-8 
pans. Bake at 325 degrees for 45 
minutes to one hour. Internal temp 
should reach 135 degrees. Cool 
completely.

Carbohydrates include grains: brown rice, 
white rice (or a mix of the two), oats, barley, 
and millet. Leftover whole-grain breads, bis- 
cuits, pancakes, and pastas can be used as a 
base for the meal. 

I choose vegetables that are in season and 
that have the sweet flavor animals like. Grated 
carrots, finely chopped squash, peas, mixed veg- 
etables, green beans, and greens cut or chopped 
into small pieces are all favorites at my house. 
I prefer to cut the carbohydrates and vegetables 
into small pieces so the animals can more read- 
ily absorb the nutrition. Meat can either be 
left in larger chunks or cut fine: Felines’ and 
canines’ stomach acids quickly and efficiently 
break down and absorb meat, raw or cooked. 

Broccoli, brussels sprouts, and cabbage can 
cause abdominal distress, so add these care- 
fully and in small amounts until you see how 
well your pet tolerates them. 

Do not feed your animals onions, raw or 
cooked, as they often cause severe distress, 
nausea, vomiting, or convulsions. Garlic is 
another controversial addition. Many believe 
it is as dangerous as onion, although others 
cook garlic with the other vegetables or add 
chopped raw garlic to the food as a garnish. 
(Many believe garlic deters fleas.) I often mix 
fresh, chopped parsley into the food bowl just 
before feeding. 

Milk is also somewhat controversial. Some 
say cow milk is healthy for pets; others dis- 
agree. Cow milk is very similar to cat milk. If 
you want to give milk to your pets, do so in 
a prudent manner, in small amounts. Many 
animals cannot tolerate it and get diarrhea and 
severe stomach problems. 

Always have fresh water available for your 
animals. If your pet fills up on water instead of 
eating at mealtime, remove the water bowl 30 
minutes before feeding, and replace it after the 
meal. Water is essential for a healthy, hydrated 
pet and helps in assimilation of their food. 

Feed food at room temperature. If your pet is 
not used to homemade food, he might not eat 
all of the food you present. After about 30 min- 
utes, pick up the uneaten food and discard. Do 
not present food until the next mealtime. 

So that’s Pet Food 101. Give it a try. I think 
you and your pets will benefit from the quality 
food you provide. Remember, make your vet- 
erinarian your best friend, and seek advice for 
special feeding requirements for puppies and 
pregnant, ill, or elderly pets. ■ 


TIME TO MAKE THE DOUG H NUTS DOG FOOD 

It Doesn't Take a Genius 

A few years ago, my rugged and dauntless cocker spaniel, Rex, 
began to suffer from extreme old age, and our vet suggested we put 
him on a special, homemade diet. It was easy enough to do and 
undoubtedly extended his life. I continued to make homemade food 
for our other dog, Traveller, after Rex died; but one day Traveller 
turned up his nose at it, and continuing to make it seemed pointless. 

What I didn’t know then was that dogs like (and need) variety as 
much as we do (I had one recipe, and I made the same recipe week 
after week after week). Switching back to dry food seemed easier, 
especially as the homemade food wasn’t going over well anymore. I 
reasoned that as long as I bought “the good stuff,” I would be doing 
right by my dogs. 

Oops. Wrong. The “good stuff” I bought for years was on the very 
first recall list, right up there with Hill Country Fare and 01’ Roy. (Have 
I mentioned how furious I am that my “premium” brand shared ingre- 
dients with the Wal-Mart house brand? I feel like such a sucker.) As 
brand after brand of pet food has been recalled (including “select” 
brands I would have thought miles above suspicion), it has been 
amply demonstrated that you cannot trust giant multinational corpo- 


BASIC DOG FOOD RECIPE 

3 lbs. ground meat (85% lean is best if you are using beef. If you use a lean 
ground meat, such as ground turkey, add a stick of butter. Dogs need fat to 
keep their skin and coats healthy.) 

4fc cups uncooked brown rice (2-lb. bag) 

8 cups water 
1 lb. carrots 

1-lb. bag frozen green peas 

Put the water on to boil in a big pot. Add the rice, and when it comes to 
a boil, cover and reduce heat. Cook until done, as the rice package instructs, 
and set aside. Grind up the carrots in the food processor (or chop with a 
knife into carrot “pennies”). Get out a really big frying pan or heavy-bottomed 
Dutch oven, melt the butter, and then put in the ground meat. As it begins 
to cook, add the carrots and peas, and let them cook in the meat juices. 
When it looks like it is nice and done, dump the meat and vegetables into 
the cooked rice. Stir. Allow to cool, and store in the refrigerator. This amount 
usually lasts us five or six days, feeding two dogs. Alternate between different 
meats and starches from time to time, and your dog will never tire of it. 

Popular flavors of dog food at my house have been ground pork, peanut 
butter, carrots, and macaroni; ground turkey, hard-boiled eggs, spinach, and 
brown rice; and the wildly popular “autopsy” flavor - hearts, kidneys, tongues, 
and livers from Peach Creek Farm, fried in butter with oatmeal and green peas. 

Things dogs should never eat: chocolate, onions, grapes, raisins, hops, 
macadamia nuts, or rhubarb. Broccoli is okay but should not make up more 
than 10% of diet. All liver all the time is a bad idea (too much vitamin A); it’s 
best to feed liver with other meats and not too often. Because the experts I’ve 
read are evenly divided on the subject of giving human multivitamins to dogs, 

I supplement with a canine multivitamin, just to cover all the bases; most pet 
stores carry them.

rations with the life and health of your dog. (Now I have Skip-Bo, a lit- 
tle black-and-white cocker, with big, confiding brown eyes. The horror 
of killing your own best friend by unknowingly feeding him tainted 
food, is a nightmare I never, ever want to experience!) 

So, on March 17, the day after the Menu Foods recall, I broke out 
my big frying pan and started making dog food at home again. This 
time, I did a little more research and learned to vary the menu. In the 
weeks since then, I have seen my dog’s health noticeably improve: 
The spring is back in his step, he runs crazily around the yard after 
his bath like a puppy, his breath is sweeter, his skin clearer, and he 
can swim for hours. Also, the enthusiasm is back; when the dog-food 
bowls are broken out, both dogs come running with lit-up faces. 

Although manufacturers would like you to believe that your pet’s 
nutritional needs are so difficult to balance that a regular person 
could never hope to figure it out, making dog food really isn’t magical 
alchemy. Until the advent of commercial pet food around 1900, all 
dogs on Earth primarily ate table scraps, with the occasional hunted 
bird or rodent thrown in. Dogs are opportunistic omnivores, just like 
Homo sapiens; they evolved alongside us, lolling beside our camp- 
fires, and their needs are quite similar to our own. There are a few 
foods you should never use (which I will list at the end); other than 
that, making dog food is an easy, unremarkable process. 

Ideally, dog food should be 40% protein, 30% vegetable, and 30% 
starch. For your protein, you can use ground beef, chicken, turkey, 
pork, lamb, duck, cottage cheese, peanut butter, hard-boiled eggs ... 
you get the idea. Dogs tend to prefer gamey-tasting meats like lamb, 
and they adore organ meats like kidneys and hearts and liver. Due to 
their unpopularity with your average American, organ meats are cheap! 
(See if your meat-department person will grind them up for you.) 

As far as vegetables go, other than onions (which you should never 
use) they are all fine, although your dog will prefer some to others. 
Frozen peas, spinach, and green beans are convenient to use, and 
carrots are cheap and easy, too. I chop the vegetables up in the food 
processor to make them easier to digest, but you don’t have to. 

It is a good idea to rotate your starch ingredient because dogs can 
develop food allergies to starches they eat too often. Brown rice, oat- 
meal, whole-wheat pasta, whole-wheat bread, and sweet potatoes are 
all great choices. - Kate Thorn berry

THIS SUMMER ... PodCamp San Antonio 

Austin might have already hosted its second BarCamp (www. 
youtube. com/watch?v=pRtHeBnTdGw), but the Alamo City beats us 
to the punch with Texas’ first PodCamp, a daylong spree of 
skills sharing and social-media mania slated for Saturday, May 
19, at downtown’s Historic Sunset Station. 

Organized by members of the San Antonio 
Podcasters (sapodcasters.podbean.com), 

PodCamp San Antonio offers discussion 
about the culture and technology of blogging, 
vlogging, and podcasting in a participant-driv- 
en “unconference” setting. Unlike certain 
other media events of spring, admission is 
free, anyone can play, and there will be no gawkers. 

“It’s meant to be interactive in nature and more of an 
open dialogue than a traditional conference setting,” says 
organizer Jennifer Navarrete, co-host of The Morning Brewcast 
(www.morningbrewcast.com) since 2005. “In an unconference, 
everyone is a presenter, and everyone is the audience.” 
“[Unconferences] are an alternative to standard conferenc- 
es where sponsors invite industry professionals to learn 
about the company wares,” adds blogger Shaine Mata, who, 
in accordance with rules of transparency, is listed as an indi- 
vidual sponsor of PodCamp San Antonio on the event’s wiki 
(podcamp.pbwiki.com/PodCampSanAntonio). “An unconference 
invites anybody in or outside of the industry to learn about 
technology or to give a presentation or both.” 

“Got knowledge on podcasting, video blogging, blogging, or 
new social media?” Navarrete asks. “Then offer to present it.” 
Geeks across Texas signed on to present sessions. As of press 
time, Arlington-based Gary Leland (aka “P Dilly”) - mastermind 
of podcast directory Podcast Pickle (www.podcastpickle.com) and 
the Second Life-based hangout Podcast Island - will share 10 
Things Every New Podcaster Should Know, while Austin’s 


Connie Reece (www.everydotconnects.com/our-team/connie-reece) 

considers the vital skill of How to Survive a Snark Attack. 

Jade Lindquist of mobile-learning company Edufone will teach 
Audacity, a cross-platform, open-source audio editor, and 
Buddhist blogger Lans Hobart (www.enlighten-up.org/wp) offers 
Podcasting 101 for absolute beginners. 

“The morning sessions will lay the foundation for folks who 
have never heard of the terms or who are wanting to get a 
handle on just how [podcasting] can be 
done,” Navarette explains. “The afternoon 
sessions will [include] podcast produc- 
tion, marketing, promotion, feedback, 
and participation.” 

“You can’t leave a PodCamp without 
having learned something,” Mata says. 
PodCamp San Antonio kicks off early - 
the first 50 arrivals to the 8am sign-in stand to gain an official 
T-shirt - and runs until a semiofficial post-camp gathering at 
the enticingly named Waxy O’Connor’s Irish Pub & Eatery 
(www.waxys.com), 234 Riverwalk, at 6pm. 

Attendance is free as in speech and free as in beer, but the 
organizers ask prospective campers to respond by editing the 
PodCamp San Antonio wiki or by sending an e-mail to 
podcampsanantonio@gmail.com. - Marrit Ingman

FILM NEWS

The chances of a statewide film-incentives bill becoming 
a reality are good, but now comes the sticky question of which 
films will rate funds. In a recent public hearing, Sen. Steve 
Ogden, the Bryan Republican who chairs the powerful Senate 
Committee on Finance, brought up the possible exclusion of 
funding for films that portray Texas in a bad light. The $20 million 
incentive program is aimed at attracting more film projects to 
Texas and staving off the effects of similar - but more substan- 
tial - incentives offered in Louisiana and New Mexico. 

The Senate is expected to act on the bill quickly, possibly 
sending it out to a House-Senate conference committee (of 
which Ogden is a member) by the time this reaches print. 

Some industry insiders are concerned that Ogden’s provision 
could have the state limiting artistic free speech. Would politi- 
cally charged films like the project originally known as Stop- 
Loss with its anti-war-in-lraq message or risque pics like Teeth 
with its venture into the realm of vagina dentate make the cut? 
By the way, the first film is the long-awaited follow-up by Boys 
Don't Cry director Kimberly Peirce, and the latter ended up 
showing at the Sundance Film Festival. Both filmed in Austin. 

“I understand when you’re using taxpayer money you have 
to be responsible,” says Hector Garcia, president of the 
Texas Motion Picture Alliance, an industry lobbying group 
pushing the measure. “I understand his viewpoint.” Garcia 
says he doesn’t oppose Ogden’s proposal but looks at it more 
as a measure to limit obscenity. “I don’t want to use taxpayer 
money for pornographic projects,” he says. However, the 
House version of the bill already precludes funding for films 
deemed porn. Ogden’s proposed language would leave the 


final decision to the Texas Film Commission, which could 
base its decision on both the script and the finished product. 
Of course, Ogden’s proposed language might vanish in confer- 
ence committee’s final product. We can only hope. 

TXMPA members met with the Comptroller’s Office recently 
to present numbers showing the incentives will be a financial 
plus for the state. Also on the table is bill language that 
would fund grants for Texas colleges to train a new generation 
of film crews and authorize a nonprofit organization to pre- 
serve Texas films.

THE MARIO BAVA 
COLLECTION: VOLUME 1 

Anchor Bay, $49.98 

Arguably the most anticipated 
boxed set of the year, this is exhaus- 
tive genre excavators Anchor Bay’s 
finest single-director collection to 
date, spanning five films and 460- 
plus minutes of essential works by 
legendary Italian genre-gun-for-hire 
Mario Bava, whose 1960 feature debut, Black Sunday, still 
raises hackles and hormones in equal measure. Bewitchingly 
shot in luscious, chiaroscuric black and white and sporting the 
hypersexualized charms (those eyes! those lips! that [dead] 
body!) of actress Barbara Steele, Bava’s opening cinematic 
salvo set the stage for everything from Roger Corman’s mar- 
ginally more Poe-tic period horror outings to the voluptuous 
horrors of Karen Black. Black Sunday in particular celebrates 
the triumph of shadow over light, although his final B&W opus, 
1963’s The Girl Who Knew Too Much, which stars a young 
John Saxon alongside Italian bombshell Leticia Roman, plays 
more like a wild, borderline giallic riff on Hitchcock, right down 
to the Americanized title. It’s Black Sabbath that is the direc- 
tor’s most fondly recalled film for those of us old enough to 
have caught it back in our preteen tee-vee horror-show daze. A 
trio of short films whose defining, disconcerting link is Bava’s 
relentlessly outrageous use of colored minispots and some 
downright experimental audio trickery which, taken along with 
a healthy dose of Boris Karloff, render both the transcendent 
camera setups and the film’s darkly unwholesome sense of 
omnipresent dread as close a descent into lunacy as world 
cinema has yet to match. And then there’s Bava’s viking 
Western, Knives of the Avenger (with the familiar megawhatage 
of Cameron Mitchell in the title role), shot in a single week by 
Bava after the original director was, I’d like to think, fed to the 
sharks off the shores of Capri. The collection is rounded out 
by Bava’s 1966 masterpiece, Kill , Baby ... Kill!, which, despite 
the garish stateside retitling (likely due to the success of 
Russ Meyer’s Faster ; Pussycat! Kill! Kill! the previous year), is 
one of Italian cinema’s most enduring works of profane beau- 
ty. See if you can shake the image of the creepy little nymphet 
b-baller and all that thoroughly twisted subtextual hellishness; 
if you don’t wake up in a cold sweat post-screening, we’ll send 
you on a one-way trip to Venice with Nicholas Roeg for bad 
company. Best of all, Video Watchdog founder and Bava’s 
made man in America, Tim Lucas (author of the director’s be- 
all, end-all, tell-all All the Colors of the Dark), provides savvy, 
enlightening, and very entertaining commentary tracks for 
Black Sunday, Black Sabbath, and The Girl Who Knew Too 
Much, about which, frankly, we didn’t know much at all. So 
hats (and heads) off to Lucas’ labor of love, and here’s hoping 
Volume 2 includes the psycho-delic mind-warper (and Beastie 
Boys fave) Danger: Diabolik. - Marc Savlov 



ALSO OUT NOW 

The Films of Alejandro Jodorowsky 
(Anchor Bay, $49.98): Mr. Savlov in effect 
argues above that Anchor Bay’s Bava box 
is the most anticipated set of (presumably) 
the Gregorian calendar year 2007 (presum- 
ably, too, among Region I releases, although 
it is well-documented that he owns a multi- 
platform player) as well as the studio’s “fin- 
est single-director collection to date.” These 
claims are at best dubious and at worst doubly - and grossly 
- fallacious. The Films of Alejandro Jodorowsky is the most 
anticipated boxed set of this century and certainly Anchor 
Bay’s “finest single-director collection to date.” This is so obvi- 
ous that I’m snorting as I type it. Six discs comprise Fando y 
Lis, El Topo (available here for the first time officially on DVD), 
and The Floly Mountain (same) - including commentaries - in 
addition to a 90-minute documentary, two soundtracks, and 
the iconoclast’s first 35mm work: the recently discovered 
short “La Cravate.” It might be Bava who “raises hackles and 
hormones,” but it’s Jodorowsky who heightens consciousness 
and cinematic experience. In conclusion: Marc, your opinion is 
wrong, and mine is right. - Shawn Badgley

In the Mood for a MomRomCom? 

The Alamo Drafthouse is serving up 'It Happened One Night' and 'Sabrina' for Mother's Day

Billy Wilder was a short, caustic Jewish guy 
from Galicia in the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 
Frank Capra, bom Francesco, was a short, frail 
Sicilian from the town of Bisacquino. Wilder had 
a brief career as a journalist and gossip colum- 
nist before working as a screenwriter in Berlin. 
Capra came from a long line of impoverished 
tenant farmers. Wilder left Berlin for Paris after 
the rise of Hitler and immigrated to America, 
eventually landing in Hollywood, where he 
began writing movies for Ernst Fubitsch and 
Howard Hawks. Capra was 6 years old when his 
family took a 13-day boat ride to New York in 
1903, in steerage class, followed by a weeklong 
train ride to Eos Angeles, in order to escape the 
poverty of their native Sicily. 

Together these two foreign-bom directors are 
responsible for an enormous number of what 
are now considered the best American, and most 
American, movies ever made: The Apartment , 
It’s a Wonderful Life , Sunset Boulevard, Mr. Smith 
Goes to Washington, Double Indemnity, You Cant 
Take It With You. And on and on. Between 
them, they made more than 70 films and won 
10 Academy Awards. 

As artists, the two men could hardly have 
been more different. Wilder was a cynic 
through and through, a chronicler of the self-

interest and casual brutality he believed lay 
at the center of the human spirit. Capra, on 
the other hand, wasn’t afraid of the dramatic 
potential of personal redemption. This earned 
him a reputation as a creator of easily digest- 
ible, sentimental pictures, but he was smart 
enough to know that sentimentality didn’t 
necessarily negate pathos. (Witness George 
Bailey in It’s a Wonderful Life, which has grown 
unappreciated from years of holiday-season 
overexposure: Behind that wide-eyed, can-do 
spirit and aw-shucks naivete lies the beating 
heart of a maniac, ready to pop. No wonder he 
saw angels everywhere.) 

Well, as Spencer Tracy says in Adam’s Rib, 
“Vive la difference!” And what better way to 
celebrate variety than by taking sides. This 
Sunday, the Alamo Drafthouse, as part of a 
special Mother’s Day event, is offering a couple 
of Capra’s and Wilder’s best, at two different 
locations: It Happened One Night at the Alamo 
Drafthouse South Famar and Sabrina at the 
Alamo Village on West Anderson. Each movie 
will be accompanied by a special meal pre- 
pared by two of the Alamo’s crack chefs ( One 
Night featuring peppercorn-seared NY strip; 
Sabrina, espresso-rubbed pheasant). Now all 
you and your mother have to do is choose 
which movie to attend. Simple as that. 

Capra or Wilder? Claudette Colbert or 
Audrey Hepburn? “The Man on the Flying 
Trapeze” or “Yes, We Have No Bananas”? 

Steak or pheasant? 

□ 

The starring role in 1954’s Sabrina was 
originally offered to Cary Grant. The part was 
Finus Farrabee, the stone-serious, hardwork- 
ing, middle-aged bachelor son of a billionaire 
family in Fong Island who has to seduce 
chauffeur’s daughter Sabrina Fairchild (played 
by Hepburn) before she steals Finus’ playboy 
brother David (William Holden) away from 
his fiancee and destroys a $5 0-million busi- 
ness deal between two of the country’s richest 
families. 

Unfortunately for Wilder, Grant declined 
the part. Which is a good thing, actually, as 
he probably would have ruined the movie. 
Not because he wouldn’t have been good, but 
because he would have been too handsome, 
too charming, too full of that self-effacing 
sophistication women find irresistible to make 
audiences believe Audrey Hepburn would fall 
in love with him only begrudgingly. 

Humphrey Bogart, on the other hand, was 
worn out by the time Sabrina came around - a 
husk beset by drink and cigarettes. Who better 
to play Finus, the aging player with the hidden 
heart of gold making one last run at love? 

Despite his rightness for the part, however, 
Bogart never forgot that he was Wilder’s sec- 
ond choice, and it fueled his already outsized 
insecurity and cruelty. The whole world was 
falling in love with Audrey Hepburn (not least 
of all Holden, who was both married and 


drunk at the time), so Bogart turned on the 
24-year-old ingenue, castigating her when she 
forgot her lines, mocking her for her accent, 
flying into rages when Wilder would set up 
shots designed to show off her beauty. When 
displeased, Bogart would call Holden Smiling 
Jim and Wilder a Nazi. Wilder, the world’s 
heavyweight champion of verbal cruelty, and 
not a man to back down from a confrontation, 
allegedly responded to one of these tirades by 
shouting, “I look at you, Bogey, and beneath 
the surface of an apparent shit, I see the face of 
a real shit.” Fesson being: Don’t mess with the 
master . . . even if you are Humphrey Bogart. 

That famous scathing Wilder wit is all over 
the film’s screenplay. And its plot, in which 
women are moved around like chattel by rich 
men too enamored of sex or money to care 
about humanity, is enough to make 21st cen- 
tury sensibilities blush. 

Should make for a great 
date with mom. Wilder 
wrote the script with 
Ernest Fehman, who 
had come to Hollywood 
after the success of his 
novella Sweet Smell of 
Success and so knew a 
little something about 
being acerbic himself. 

The two apparently got 
along well enough (any 
man who could write a 
line like “The cat’s in 
the bag, and the bag’s 
in the river” was bound 
to get along with Billy 
Wilder) despite the fact 
that they were writing 
their script as the movie was filming, Their 
goal, Wilder once said, was to keep the writ- 
ing 24 hours ahead of the shooting. Most of 
the time they were successful; sometimes they 
weren’t. Both men admitted to suffering physi- 
cal and emotional distress during production. 

Which is all to say that Sabrina is not your 
run-of-the-mill romantic comedy. What it is is 
pure Billy Wilder: that peculiar combination of 
acidic verbal virtuosity and confectionary-light 
romanticism. One minute Sabrina is waxing 
poetic about the simple joys of love; the next 
Finus is condemning his brother to a loveless 
life with the daughter of the Tyson Plastics 
Corporation, turning marriage into little more 
than a business merger. When David proudly 
points out that he never proposed and that his 
new fiancee never accepted, Finus just laughs. 
“Don’t be silly,” he says. “I proposed, and Mr. 
Tyson accepted.” 

□ 

While Sabrina was an all-but-assured hit 
from the beginning, the enormous success of 
1934’s It Happened One Night was the perfect 
case of a movie defying all expectations. Capra 
was lukewarm to the story; writer Robert Riskin 


thought it miserable. Robert Montgomery, the 
director’s first choice for the role of Peter Wame, 
the fast-talking newspaperman who helps heir- 
ess Ellie Andrews escape to New York from 
Miami, was unavailable. At least six different 
actresses (including Myma Foy and Carole 
Fombard) turned down the role of Ellie. 

The Wame role eventually went to Clark 
Gable, a troubled star in the glamorous MGM 
galaxy at the time who was loaned to Columbia 
by legendarify vindictive studio head Fouis B. 
Mayer as punishment for past crimes. Back 
then, Columbia Studios was known as Poverty 
Row, a low-budget backwater where movies 
went to die (to be sent there from MGM must 
have been like being cast down from Mount 
Olympus), and when Gable had his first meet- 
ing with Capra, he showed up bitter and drunk. 
When Capra asked him if he’d like to read the 
script himself or have it read to him, Gable 
answered, “I don’t give a fuck what you do with 
it,” and promptly stumbled out of the director’s 
office, crooning “My Gal SaP’ as he went. 

Gable eventually came around, though, and 
brought a stinging suaveness to the role that 
would make him a star. Watching Gable in 
this movie is like watching the old Hollywood 


studio system personified. 
It would be 15 years before 
Marlon Brando crashed the party with his 
mumbly emotional multiplicity. But Gable was 
having none of that. His Wame is as deep as 
a pothole after a drizzle, and he knows it. His 
devil-may-care insolence and roguish solip- 
sism, backed up by an impossible control of 
the English language, made for just the right 
hero for the Depression era: hustling but hon- 
est, sexy but heroic, decent but shallow. And 
the recipient of all that charm, Colbert, pos- 
sessed a round face, wide eyes, and a boyish 
post-flapper haircut that made her the perfect 
foil for Gable’s seen-it-all braggadocio: half 
vamp, half babe in arms. 

Sabrina is a gentle poke at the fatuousness 
of the impossibly rich. It Happened One Night 
is an attack on a wealthy class willfully out of 
touch with the problems everyone else was 
facing during the 1930s. Thankfully, though, 
it’s no piece of socialist propaganda; rather, it’s 
a celebration of freedom. Andrews and Warne 
sing and fight and hitchhike and piggyback and 
flirt their ways toward perfect liberation togeth- 
er. And like its heroes, It Happened One Night 
has achieved immortality by being so wonder- 
fully free from convention. Seventy years later, 
it still has the air of transgression about it. ■

News From 
the Front

The controversy surrounding Ken Burns’ 
The War continues. Following complaints by 
national Latino organizations that the new doc- 
umentary did not mention the Latino or Native 
American contribution to World War II, local 
filmmaker Hector Galan was hired to correct 
the omission. However, there now appears to 
be confusion over how the new material will 
be included. Defend the Honor campaign 
members and other Latino organizations that 
attended a deal-making meeting to address the 
issue had wanted the new footage to be inte- 
grated into the existing film. A May 5 article in 
The New York Times indicates that Burns has 
no intention of re-editing his film but wants to 
use the new footage as supplemental material. 
This is not sitting well with the Congressional 
Hispanic Caucus, led by U.S. Rep. Joe Baca, 
D-Calif. “We will not settle for separate but 
equal treatment in this documentary,” he said, 
according to the Times piece by Elizabeth 
Jensen. “All we are asking for is an accurate 
reflection of history.” 

The Hispanic caucus suggests a boycott 
of the film’s sponsors - General Motors, 
Anheuser-Busch, and Bank of America - 
should Burns not re-edit his film. Other 
organizations are recommending a defunding 
of PBS altogether. New York state legislators 
have joined the American GI Forum in this 
call, pointing out that since PBS and Burns 
have benefited by taxpayer support, they have

a responsibility to serve the public (includ- 
ing Latinos) and, more importantly, history. 
While Burns and PBS earlier appeared to 
recapitulate, according to the Times piece, 
a statement issued by the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting dated May 2 (apparently 
sent only to large media outlets) “reminded 
Congress of the editorial independence that 
was guaranteed in the Public Broadcasting 
Act of 1967,” thereby reaffirming the original 
response to The War critics: that PBS does not 
interfere with a filmmakers’ vision. 

Burns is much more adamant, saying that 
re-editing his film “would be destructive, like 
trying to graft an arm onto your child.” 

Galan, on a location shoot for The War over 
the weekend, was not available for comment at 
press time. 



Other News and Notes 

Series reprieve: ABC has finally issued the 
word on Lost. The drama has been given till 
the 2009-’10 season to wrap things up. The 
network has ordered 48 more episodes over 
three seasons, with promises to air each sea- 
son uninterrupted. 

If you are like me and have lost the love for 
Lost, I assume you have already turned to that 
other series that surfs the serialized drama of 
epic proportions, Heroes (NBC). But there is 
another drama, flying under the radar, that is 
based in reality and is much more challeng- 
ing: Jericho (CBS). Like Lost, the characters of 
Jericho are coping with unusual circumstances 
(a nuclear holocaust) that bring out the best 
and worst in people vying for limited resources 
and jockeying for power. 

Jericho doesn’t have the glossy veneer of Lost 
or even Heroes, but what it lacks in style it 
makes up for in a solid storyline. My only com- 
plaint with Jericho is that the women are unde- 
rused. Pamela Reed as the series matriarch 
should be able to do more than look stoic and 
fuss after her menfolk. I’m hoping that now 
that the men and women have been equally 
armed, the women will show their force. 

Jericho airs Wednesdays at 7pm on CBS. 

New series premieres: Traveler (ABC) sneak 
peek tonight, Thursday, May 10, 9pm. Two 
friends find themselves on the run after a third 
friend turns out to be a terrorist and leaves 
them to take the fall. National Bingo Night 
(ABC), Friday, May 18, at 8pm. 

Series finales: 7th Heaven (CW) ends Sunday 
night after 10 seasons. Gilmore Girls (CW) 
ends Tuesday night after seven seasons. Season 
finale: Bones (Fox), Wednesday at 7pm.

When the Ritz shut down after briefly serv- 
ing as a country/blues bar in the Seventies 
(“TCB,” April 13), it eventually passed to 
Esther’s Follies founder Shannon Sedwick, 
who decided the once and future movie house 
was too roomy for the local comedy troupe’s 
needs, not to mention too hot in the summer 
for a place with no air conditioning. However, 
her friend Randy "Biscuit” Turner was look- 
ing for a place for his punk rock band the Big 
Boys and their like-minded friends to play. 
“Nobody would book anybody,” says former 
Big Boys bassist Chris Gates. “There was a 
two-year period between when Club Foot 
closed and when I talked Mark Pratz into let- 
ting us play the Continental and Liberty 
Lunch.” At the Ritz, however, punks had the 
place to themselves, as well as the surround- 
ing blocks. “The only things down there were 
Maggie Mae’s and Steamboat,” says Gates. 
“The college kids weren’t really hanging out 
down there yet.” Shows at the Ritz were true 
DIY affairs. “The electricity was on, and that 
was it,” Gates says. “We brought in the PA, 
did all the advertising ourselves, which basi- 
cally consisted of fliers up and down the Drag, 
[and] security was me and a few of my 
friends.” Nonetheless, the old theatre some- 
times drew as many as 500 to 600 people for 
a who’s who of prime Eighties punk: Black 
Flag, Misfits, Dead Kennedys, Hiisker Du, 
TSOL, Minor Threat, and Circle Jerks; now- 
legendary local bands Scratch Acid, MDC, 
the Offenders, and the Dicks; and even early 
gigs by the Red Hot Chili Peppers and a 
strange San Antonio band called the 
Butthole Surfers. “It was really the best 
hardcore venue in the county,” says Surfers 
drummer King Coffey, who wasn’t as 
impressed by the Surfers the first time he 
saw them in 1982 as the Dicks the next 
night. “It was one of those life-changing 
events,” he says. “I knew I wanted to live in 
Austin and be part of this amazing scene.” 
Even New Wave snuck in once in a while. 
“Heck, one night I saw the Psychedelic Furs 
play a 20-minute version of ‘Louie Louie’ as a 
well-meaning, if ill-conceived, apology for a 
lackluster show at the Opera House the night 
before,” Coffey says.

that’s Chris Deaner, formerly of Lounge stalwarts the Adults and 
Prescott Curlywolf, in the drummer’s chair. Deaner was recruited by 
former college roommate and longtime Clarkson guitarist Jimmy 
Messer in late January, also joining Messer’s onetime Goudie mate 
Einar in the pop princess’ Texan-thick touring band. Clarkson hails 
from just outside Fort Worth and “definitely has an affinity for all things 
Texas,” says Deaner, who moved to Brooklyn in 2000. “The keyboard 
player’s from Texas as well, but I don’t think he ever spent any time in 
Austin.” Deaner’s first gig with Clarkson’s band came at February’s 
Daytona 500, a “surreal” experience for someone fresh off the club 
circuit with NYC collagists +\-. “The stage was set up on a couple of 
semis,” he says. “As soon as we were done, the semis pulled out of 
the way, and the race started 10 minutes later.” Deaner hasn’t stolen a 
glance at Clarkson’s iPod yet but says she’s a huge Patty Griffin fan 
and is “exactly what she’s famous for: very funny and grounded and 
down-to-earth and nice.” His new gig should allow him to cut back his 
computer-job hours, but he’s not quite sure what to expect with +/- 
after his summer tour for Clarkson’s new My December (co-produced by 
Messer) ends. “We’re just now ending the tour support for the latest 
record [Let’s Build a Fire]," he says. “It’s a good time, because now 
they’re going to go write, so I can go play and come back to help finish 
the songs they’ve started.”

Basement tapes from the new indie paradigm

Mark David Ashworth is an unlikely mas- 
ter of ceremonies. Humble and soft-spoken 
even onstage, the 25-year-old songwriter grins 
almost apologetically to the intimate Beerland 
crowd as he announces, “Tonight we’re going 
to do things a little differently” 

Drawing a crumpled strip of paper from his 
gray wool blazer, Ashworth calls Red Hunter 
to the stage. The Peter & the Wolf catalyst 
climbs behind the drum kit with his guitar and 
begins lowly crooning “Safe Travels,” eyes shut, 
Martin Crane and Nathan Stein sitting cross- 
legged with guitars onstage in front of him. 

This is the Tonewheel Collective’s final 
show, a loose conglomerate that has banded 
together some of Austin’s best young musicians 
in a collaborative showcase without pretense 
or expectations. Tonewheel shows revel in a 
casual spontaneity; the bar becomes a living 
room through the relaxed, un-self-conscious 
atmosphere. 

Before long, all the collective’s core members 
take the stage to perform, including Jared Van 
Fleet of Voxtrot and Bill Baird of Sound Team. 
Other artists take their turns as well: Peel’s Josh 
Permenter, Josh Duke of Four Hungry Tummies, 
and Pink Nasty, who jokes that she’s “breaking 
up the boys club” before launching into an 
effusive duet of “Love Hurts” with Van Fleet. 


Just shy of midnight, Tonewheel spins out 
of control. Ramesh Srivastava, Voxtrot’s main 
man, leads a charge to the microphones, 
flanked by bandmate Matt Simon and the 
Black’s Dave Longoria. Baird crowds in next 
to fellow Sound Teamer Gabe Pearlman, while 
Permenter hovers hollering in the background. 
Ashworth and Crane, who plays in both Tacks, 
the Boy Disaster and the Early Tapes, wedge 
next to Van Fleet’s keyboards as Stein posi- 
tions in front of the drums. In a cumbersome 
unison, the outfit bursts into Dylan and the 
Band’s “I Shall Be Released.” 

They say ev’ry thing can he replaced, 

Yet ev’ry distance is not near 
So I remember ev’ry face 
Of ev’ry man who put me here. 

With an inevitable eruption, the collective 
rolls into complete abandon, freewheeling at 
its most exuberant. Baird bounces with his 
guitar in childlike enthusiasm, sandy blond 
hair stringing moppishly into his eyes, while 
Srivastava drives the ensemble into the unre- 
strained chorus, the new vanguard of Austin 
indie playing out The Last Waltz with youthful 
wantonness. 


I see my light come shining 
From the West unto the East. 

Any day now, any day now, 

I shall be released. 

Even as homage permeates this late-November 
night with nostalgia for a long-gone confedera- 
tion of friends and artists, Voxtrot’s full-length 
debut looms imminent and Van Fleet’s blog- 
buzzed solo project, Sparrow House, accrues 
national attention. Peter & the Wolf’s 2006 
debut, Lightness (Texas Platters, Oct. 27, 2006), 
meanwhile, has thrust Red Hunter into an 
uncomfortable spotlight despite its praise, and 
Ashworth, Stein, Crane, and Van Fleet are start- 
ing their own label, Autobus, to secure national 
distribution for their work. 

The informality and spontaneity at the hub | 
of the Tonewheel Collective is already a passing ° 
luxury, however. 

Music From Big Orange 

The courtyard of Big Orange indulges in an 
improbable hybrid of art nouveau and white 
trash. In the corner, a metal canoe leans over- 
turned against the planks of aluminum that 
fence the grounds. An ancient Samsung TV 
faces upward, gutted and retooled as a planter. 

Beside it sits a water tank filled 
with flowing strands of unwound 
cassettes, the swells of brown tape 
shimmering in the rain. 

The sound inside the studio is 
deafening. Matt Oliver’s wiry frame 
hunches over the keyboards, facing 
the whitewashed wall and shouting 
out lyrics inaudible against the din. 
Jordon Johns, unshirted behind the drums, 
shoots frenzied bursts of sharp rapports as 
Baird’s bass booms around the concrete room. 

A cabinet of systematically aligned 14-inch 
televisions lines the back wall, six wide by six 
high, uncanny vestiges of Sound Team’s major 
label deal. 

“Now we just use them to trip people out at 
our parties,” laughs keyboardist Pearlman about 
the 36 screens used in a photo shoot last year. 

Sitting around a picnic table outside the 
Eastside haven, rain tapping sporadic rhythms 
off the tin roof above, Sound Team seems more 
relaxed, more carefree. Last spring, the quintet 
was cautiously excited in preparation of their 
debut on Capitol Records, Movie Monster. 

“Are we optimistic? I don’t know,” said 
Oliver at the time (“Be Real,” June 6, 2006). 
“We’re probably scared shitless, but isn’t 
everybody? If we seem happy and optimistic, 
it’s because we know that we’re going to be 
doing this together no matter what happens. 
We really like doing this.” 

The past year has put Oliver’s sentiments to 
the test as Movie Monster was raked through a 
skeptical indie press before the band’s being 
dropped from the label this January. 


“All of the nightmare stories and all the 
worst-case scenarios that you hear happening 
to bands going to a major label, every single one 
of them happened to us,” reflects Oliver. “We 
made the best decisions we felt we had at the 
time, but knowing what I know now, no, we’ll 
never sign to another [major label] again.” 

Sound Team has since regrouped, replacing 
departing members Sam Sanford and Michael 
Baird with the unjaded energy of 17-year-old 
Will Patterson of Sleep Good. They’ve also 
taken back control of their career, preparing 
the release this month of a series of 12-inch 
vinyl singles under their Big Orange moniker, 
which housed both of Baird’s recent solo 
albums, Sunset and Silence! (“Texas Platters,” 
Feb. 9). As a final send-up to Capitol, the band 
plans to re-record Movie Monster , making it 
available for free on their Web site. 

“Ultimately none of that stuff has anything 
to do with music,” says Baird of the major label 
experience, as Oliver adds thoughtfully, “But 
we had to go through it to figure that out.” 

Sound Team’s trials have resonated among 
their close group of fellow artists. As Peter & 
the Wolf’s debut began to take off last fall, the 
notoriously nomadic Hunter was forced to 
navigate the looseness of his live shows with 
expectations bound to broader attention. “One 
of the biggest things that’s changed is that now 
the people showing up at our shows might not 
necessarily be our friends or fans,” comments 
Hunter as he navigates a rural Pennsylvania 
highway. “Sometimes people are there just to 
judge you.” 

Like Sound Team, the attention now focused 
on Hunter has forced a re-evaluation of his 
music and career. 

“I’m questioning the American/capitalist 
take on music and what it’s supposed to be in 
our culture,” sighs Hunter. “Instead of trying 
to release a bigger record than the last one and 
put it out on a bigger label and have it go to 


more press and get more hype, I might go in 
the opposite direction. 

“I’m more interested in the music going 
directly to people who do resonate with it, 
cutting out the periphery. So right now I’m not 
responding to labels, I’m not sending out my 
recordings to press, and I’m thinking about 
going to a cabin.” 

The Weight 

UT’s Plan II is a liberal-arts honors program, 
allowing students to design majors across a 
core humanities curriculum. Emphasis is on 
interdisciplinary freedom within a close-knit 
community of only a few hundred students. 

Performing at Plan II sponsored open-mic 
nights called the Common Lamppost, 2002- 
2003, Ashworth, Van Fleet, Crane, and Stein 
sparked an instant affinity for one another. (The 
program also precipitated Baird and Oliver’s 
meeting in 2001 and their collaboration into 
what would become Sound Team.) 

The four songwriters traded tunes and 
contributed to one another’s work. Moving 
in together, Crane, Ashworth, and Van Fleet 
began writing songs for a band and, recruiting 
Stein and Matt Simon, assembled the Press in 
fall 2004, a raucous extravaganza with Crane at 
the fore. 

“I felt like I was in the middle of a tornado,” 
he remembers, shaking his head in amuse- 
ment. “Kind of like the perfect storm.” 

As each member evolved musically, the Press 
could hardly incorporate their individual ambi- 
tions, a typical college-band history. Yet even as 
the group moved on to other projects, the four 
continued to support one another’s work. 

The following year, Crane ran into Clem Poole, 
a friend from a Connecticut high school arts 
camp. Poole and his brother Noah were perform- 
ing as Wax Museum Pandemonium and pulling

off shows in unlikely locales with Red Hunter 
called the Order of the Owl. Throughout the 
summer, the cadre commandeered abandoned 
buses, construction sites, graveyards, and even 
Town Lake for midnight rituals of song. 

“You felt like you were part of a cultural 
event rather than going to a show,” says Crane, 
who inducted Ashworth, Van Fleet, and Stein 
into the revelry. “You’d meet up at someone’s 
house, and there would be something like 50 
people riding their bikes though the streets 
at midnight, all these little groups of friends 
meeting. There was just a lot of good will 
between everybody. And you’re in these remote 
places, a feeling of the wilderness in an urban 
space, being wild in the city.” 

That sense of communal spontaneity con- 
gealed into the Tonewheel Collective as the 
four former members of the Press and Baird 
took over a biweekly residency at Beerland in 
fall 2005. It was a loose affair, guesting friends 
like Hunter, Poole, Duke, Permenter, and Nick 
Hennies of the Weird Weeds. The improvisa- 
tional shows continued through the spring, 
juxtaposing intimate acoustic sets of new songs 
with haphazard jam sessions, instruments 
passed around indiscriminately in an ecstatic 
caprice as each member pushed the others into 
new, unexpected territories. 

“It’s all about getting out of your comfort 
zone and confronting your inhibitions, what 
you lack,” offers Baird. “There’s a nice overlap 
there, people who are more withdrawn up 
there with people who are going crazy. Maybe 
I’m getting people to be more spontaneous or 
wild, and they’re making me focus more on the 
craft. We inspire each other.” 

Ashworth laughs, “It’s a testament to the 
ability of those guys that it was able to come 
together in any way at all.” 


This Wheel's on Fire 


Last fall, as members returned from sum- 
mer tours with their established bands, the 
Tonewheel Collective was revived for a brief run 
of Sunday night shows. The same exuberance 
emanated from the group, the freedom and 
informality of the gathering a cathartic contrast 
to the demands of widespread attention placed 
on their other projects. As the Tonewheel 
nights began drawing attention of their own, 
the work of the shows became more difficult 
to balance with the develop- 
ing dedication of the group’s 
members to their own music. 

“One of the cool things 
about Tonewheel is that we 
killed it before it got to that 
point,” speculates Van Fleet 
over dinner, his foot uncon- 
sciously patting time to the 
pace of his voice. “I don’t know if it’s really 
possible to go back to that spontaneity, but you 
gain experience in being able to maximize what 
spontaneity you do have instead of wasting it.” 

Aggregating resources and talent in support 
of one another’s work, the four college friends 
have reshaped Tonewheel into the more struc- 
tured Wheel Collective, the formal associa- 
tion solidified by their newly launched label, 
Autobus. With the help of Tommy McCutchon 
and his local label, Unseen Worlds, Autobus 
will allow the group the advantages of self-

release coupled with the distribution and pro- 
motion power of a label’s coherent focus. 

“With the experience in Voxtrot, I figured 
I would be learning a lot of lessons, and I am 
learning from that and learning from Bill and 
learning from Red’s experiences,” explains Van 
Fleet, who spearheaded the label effort. “With 
everyone doing it and everyone sharing what 
they’re doing, it becomes a lot easier to navi- 
gate it all. It’s very confusing trying to make 
music professionally. ” 

The label debuts this month with Ashworth’s 
Viceroy and a second EP from Van Fleet’s 
Sparrow House, Television Snow. Ashworth’s 
effort weaves his transcendent voice and acous- 
tic guitar through delicate Latin and Southwest

rhythms reflective of his time spent in Mexico. 
Sparrow House’s sophomore release, continu- 
ing the seasonal cycle begun with last year’s 
poignant, Elliott Smith-styled Falls, finds Van 
Fleet experimenting with more electronic beats 
and shoegaze influence. 

Crane’s band, Brazos, which includes Stein, 
Paul Price, and Esteban Cruz, all members of 
the Early Tapes, unveils its debut EP later this 
summer, while Stein is working on his own 
solo release that should see release on Autobus 
by year’s end. Autobus or automat? 


Sitting amid the arranged chaos of Spider 
House, Nathan Stein is calculated in his respons- 
es. He’s the secret weapon of the Wheel Collective 
and any number of Austin bands, working with 
Eric Wofford at Cacophony Recorders (“TCB,” 
July 21, 2006). Whereas other members of 
the Wheel are songwriters at heart, Stein is 
more compositionally oriented, jazz influenced, 
and musically driven. From behind wire-framed 
glasses, he gazes abstractly, 1,000 miles away. 
His Plan II concentration was physics. 

“I think the major label model of millions 
of dollars dumped into a marketing bud- 
get, giant multiplatinum records that make 
enough money to cover for all 
the wastes of money, I don’t 
think that’s necessary,” he says 
finally. “[Necessary] is develop- 
ing a middle class for music. 
There’s room for a middle class 
where artists are creating and 
reaching an audience all over the 
world, because there’s almost no 
effort involved in that now. 

“If you can sell your records to them 
without having to spend a million dollars 
on marketing, then you can sell fewer but 
still come out ahead. And if you’re making 
records yourself on your own label, then 
you’re making more money for each record. 
I think not having to take that gamble with 
marketing and not having to go on that pub- 
licity campaign allows you to spend the time 
creating music. That’s what I would like to 
see, anyway.” 


As major labels continue to falter in the new 
millennium and independent acts grow increas- 
ingly varied and devise more specific means to 
target fans, artist-run labels like Autobus or 
Sound Team’s Big Orange or even Red Hunter’s 
Whiskey and Apples offer more control and, 
ultimately, localized profit. It’s a strategy that 
Athens, Ga.’s Elephant 6 Collective proved 
viable throughout the Nineties and that, 
more recently, has been adopted with Animal 
Collective’s Paw Tracks label. 

Even major artists are beginning to recog- 
nize the advantages of a new system. Last 
Fall, Barenaked Ladies released Barenaked 
Ladies Are Me on their Desperation Records, 
and, although backed by Nettwerk Music’s PR 
machine and reputation, the disc grossed the 
band almost $1 million in revenue from intel- 
lectual property. 

There are simply more music-revenue out- 
lets today than ever before. Concert- ticket 
sales have doubled since 1999, while digital 
technologies, ring tones, and licensing to tele- 
vision, film, and video games all offer artists 
opportunities for direct profit once dispersed 
through broad networks. 

“If you’re willing to do the research and the 
work, all the tools are available to you,” says Van 
Fleet. “By now, it’s really within range for artists 
to maintain control and still be able to work in 
the same league and same channels with people 
who are making significant music.” 

Perhaps most importantly, the model of an 
artist-run indie label allows the creative leeway 
to release any work with minimized invest- 
ment. That’s the ultimate balance of freedom 
and control. ■

American Doll Posse (Epic) 

In their careers, these two women often 
have achieved an eerie psychic twin syn- 
chronicity via left brain (Tori Amos) and 
right brain (Bjork). More than a decade 
after releasing their acclaimed debuts 
- with so-so albums since the new mil- 
lennium - they’ve both arrived at curious 
political and feminist junctures as wives 
and mothers. Volta, Bjork’s sixth full-length, 
is an ensemble cast with a global pulse. 

On stomping opener “Earth Intruders,” an 
anti-war “Human Behavior” flashback, she 
reflects on “turmoil,” “carnage,” and “nec- 
essary voodoo” over a Timbaland-assisted 
beat and the thumb pianos of Konono No. 

1, which quicken the heart rate for much 
of Volta. “Innocence,” another Timba exclu- 
sive, grunts over a finger-in-the-socket beat 
as the star asserts, “Neurosis only attach- 
es itself to fertile ground, where it can 
flourish.” “Declare Independence,” featuring 
Lightning Bolt drummer Brian Chippendale, 
throbs over a robotic bassline as Bjork 
instructs, “Protect your language!” Beyond 
the interstellar electro-club vibe, it’s still 
distinctively Bjork on the ballads: “The Dull 
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Flame of Desire,” a glacial duet in the hands 
of Antony; “Hope,” a tender rumination on a 
pregnant suicide bomber; and the crystalline 
“Wanderlust,” her elastic caterwaul urging us to 
“peel off the layers.” There are quite a few lay- 
ers to peel on Tori Amos’ American Doll Posse. 
Arranged around five different personas - Pip, 
Clyde, Santa, Isabel, and, yes, Tori - her ninth 
album approaches independence with a differ- 
ent cast. Like Bjork, she begins with a political 
declaration (“Yo George”), though it smirks 
rather than shouts. On the piano-bar hip-shaker 
“Big Wheel,” she finds power in the term 
“MILF,” and later, on short interlude “Fat Slut,” 
she decides she’s sick of that particular slur. 
“Digital Ghost” could be a lost Journey song; 
“Teenage Hustling” could be 1970s Heart. 

There are Wurlitzers, strings, ukuleles. The 
touches of old Tori (“Girl Disappearing,” “Body 
and Soul”) are fairly solid, but most often she 
gets lost in her mental “posse.” At 23 songs, 
ADP could have benefited from some integra- 
tion. Both women have gone high concept, but 
the left and right seem to have switched sides.

ELLIOTT SMITH 

New Moon (Kill Rock Stars) 

Elliott Smith made albums through which common 
threads wove: loneliness, surrender, love, alienation, addic- 
tion. His vulnerability swirled rather than standing still, 
each measure touching the core. Unlike his first posthu- 
mously released album, 2004’s From a Basement on the 
Hill, in which Smith had been neck deep until his untimely 
death the previous year, New Moon is a 2-CD collection 
of mostly unreleased tracks recorded 1994-1997, the 
years during which Smith was the most poetic, beauti- 
ful, and real. A prolific songwriter prone to perfection and 
overloaded with (in)decisions, Smith left miles and miles 
of tape that barely had to be touched by Larry Crane in mixing. Touches of Smith’s early-Nineties 
band, Heatmiser, jump up in the climactic “High Times” and jovial, ironic “New Monkey,” as well as 
two Heatmiser tracks (“See You Later,” “Half Right”) rearranged solo. The familiar waltz of “Going 
Nowhere” and tender admittance of “All Cleaned Out” might as well have been on Either/Or (1997), 
while the early version of Good Will Hunting's “Miss Misery” speaks for itself. Big Star’s “Thirteen” 
lucked out live dozens of times during Smith’s life, but this is its debut on tape. The result is nei- 
ther eulogy nor love letter. New Moon is a near yearbook, a simple reminder of the talent and frui- 
tion of Steven Paul Smith, friend, comedian, and one of the greatest songwriters of this generation.

Patti Smith, 
like the Rolling 
Stones, always 
valued a good 
cover.

LR 1975’s Horses, sported the reinvisioned 
“Gloria,” and “When Doves Cry” on her 2002 
compilation, Land, didn’t back down either. Yet 
Smith will catch shit for this safe collection of 
true-to-original renderings, and in most cases, 
she deserves it. It’s not a particularly dazzling 
array of songs, and she seldom veers from 
form (Dylan’s “Changing of the Guards,” Neil 
Young’s “Helpless”). Nirvana’s “Smells Like 
Teen Spirit,” thoughtfully Appalachia-soaked, 
works as does the Stones’ “Gimme Shelter.” 

Yet on both anthems, Smith’s visceral grasp 
could have been tighter, more urgently in line 
with their passionate lyricism. Her voice is right, 
as she eats up the Doors’ “Soul Kitchen,” but 
what you really crave is the satisfying decon- 
struction of “Land of 1000 Dances.” Here’s 
hoping Twelve is just a breather after the 
rebirth of 2000’s Gung Ho and ’04’s Trampin’.

There’s no Earth-shatter- 
ing “(I’m) Stranded” moment here, but with a 
reunion of the original Saints scheduled this 
summer in Brisbane, perhaps the next missive 
will bring the devolution full circle.

Following a three-year investigation by federal and local authorities in Orange County, 
Calif., the owners of at least 10 massage parlors were arrested in March and accused of run- 
ning prostitution establishments. Among the investigators' findings was that, to reduce the 
cost of supplying condoms, the salons urged customers to use plastic food wrap, which man- 
agement bought in large quantities. Said District Attorney Tom Rackauckas, "I really don't 
think about [plastic food wrap] in the same way anymore." 


Jerusalem’s Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
most recently made “News of the Weird” in 
2004 because of continued petty territorial 
fighting among the six Christian denomina- 
tions that share management of the church, 
which is home to some of Christianity’s holiest 
sites, including that of Christ’s resurrection. As 
Easter approached this year, three of the groups 
that control one 10-stall restroom could not 
agree how to divide responsibility for repairing 
it, leading to a pervasive stench in the building. 
Furthermore, the path of the outflow sewage 
pipe (which needed enlarging) passes under 
property of a fourth denomination, which has 
resisted helping unless it is granted control of 
one of the 10 stalls. 

CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

• Britain’s General Dental Council found den- 
tist Alan Hutchinson guilty in April of several 
hygiene violations, including frequent hand- 
washing lapses, failure to sterilize instruments 
that he had taken off treatment trays to clean 
his own ears and fingernails with, and, more 
than once, urinating in his surgery sink. The 
council said it needed another hearing to 
decide whether Hutchinson’s habits impaired 
his treatment of patients. 

• Our litigious, anger-fueled, dispute-intensive 
society took a break in a Folcroft, Pa. , courtroom 
in March, as landlord Genevieve Zumuda, 77, 
was suing tenant Fa Tina Osborne, 32. In the 
middle of Osborne’s defense, Zumuda started 
shaking and suddenly stopped breathing, but 
Osborne interrupted her argument and gave 
Zumuda CPR until paramedics arrived. “When 
people are down,” Osborne said, “if you can 
help them, you help them.” 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

• 1) New performance-appraisal rules by 
India’s Ministry of Personnel, for the coun- 
try’s senior-level bureaucrats, included a 
request that females disclose the dates of 
their last menstrual period, according to an 
April Reuters dispatch (but within days of 
the rules’ release, the ministry rescinded that 
provision). 2) In April, near New Orleans, 
motorcyclist Charles Warren, minding his 
own business in the left lane of 1-12, was hit 
by a bathtub (which had fallen from a pickup 
truck in the right lane) and was hospitalized 
with severe injuries. 


• Tentatively scheduled for July (nearly two 
years after Hurricane Katrina forced the chaotic 
evacuation of New Orleans) is the resolution of 
two dog-ownership cases, in which a judge in 
Pinellas County, Fla., will decide, after months 
of relentless haggling, whether the Fouisiana 
owners, Steven and Dorreen Couture, “aban- 
doned” their dogs as they complied with 
evacuation orders, or merely left them tempo- 
rarily at a shelter, which wrongly offered them 
for adoption. Two Florida women claimed the 
dogs separately, and have fought doggedly to 
retain them. (One is an assistant district attor- 
ney in Tampa who has been represented in part 
by one of the city’s highest-priced lawyers.) 


AMERICA'S TOWN 

In March, the owner of Di’s Diner in Bulls 
Gap, Tenn., reported that a “blond, heavy- 
framed female” tried to take out a catfish 
dinner without paying for it and that when 
confronted, the woman got angry and threw 
money at the cash register. When the owner 
followed her into the parking lot, the woman 
threw the dinner, hitting employee Tina Henry. 
And in April, David Moser, 28, complained 
that his Bulls Gap home had been burglarized 
and that missing were handcuffs, six packs of 
cigarettes, a set of $1,200 car wheels, and 300 
tongue rings. 


UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

The latest National Assessment of Educational 
Progress, released in February, revealed that 12th 
graders’ reading ability is at an all-time low, yet 
their grades for English class are at an all-time 
high (averaging 2.82 on a 4.0 scale, up from 2.52 
15 years ago). Also, Washington state legislators, 
faced with 10th graders’ declining achievement 
test scores in math and science, are poised to 
just eliminate the tests altogether (while retain- 
ing those for reading and writing, which do not 
show declines), according to a March Seattle 
Times report. (Some math and science would still 
be tested, but only right after math and science 
classes, when memories are fresher and, presum- 
ably, scores would be higher.) 

FAMILY VALUES 

1) In Bridgeport, Conn., in March, Fermin 
Rodriguez, 21, was charged with assault for 
stabbing his wife several times (after an argu- 
ment over her alleged infidelity); police said that 
following his attack, he apparently handed his 
knife to the couple’s 2-year-old son and said, 
“Now, you stab Mommy.” 2) According to the 
manager of BJ’s Pawn Shop in Gretna, Fa., a cus- 
tomer came in with his diaper-clad boy of about 
age 2 in April and handed the kid an AK-47 from 
the store’s shelf, instructed him how to hold it in 
order to “mow [people] down, kill everybody,” 
and told him that “Daddy’s going to buy you 
this chopper.” The manager, incredulous, said 
he took the gun back and shooed the pair out. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

1) South Carolina Highway Patrol officers 
arrested Howard Fisher, 54, in March and 
seized 43 pounds of marijuana from his car, 
after he for some reason was unable to avoid 
crashing into one of their cruisers, with which 
they had blocked two lanes of 1-95 while inves- 
tigating accidents.

(They had 
asked an officer if they could mail it in, but 
a check of the driver’s license revealed it had 
expired, after eight suspensions.)

day trips

The Windy Hill Winery is doing some interesting things with locally 
grown grapes. The little winery north of Brenham makes eight wines using 
some uncommon varietals with good results. Each offering may reflect the 
charm of the winemaker, but each has its own character and personality. 

“We’re in Texas, and we like our wines cold,” says August Meitzen from 
behind the bar in the small tasting room next to his vineyard and house. 
“In France, room temperature is 69 degrees. In Texas it’s 100 degrees.” 

As he chuckles his eyes twinkle at the obviously well-used lines. 

The winery is a hobby gone wild, according to August’s wife, Linda. 

Pretty and energetic, she has taken an active interest in the winery. 
“August has always enjoyed making things,” she said. She wouldn’t reveal 
any of his less-than-successful projects. 

When he retired from the finance business, August became intrigued 
with supplementing their food supply with crops grown on their property 
outside of Dripping Springs. “We made jellies, sauces, and beer,” Linda 
says. “We figured out pretty quickly that we really didn’t care for beer, and 
the kids were drinking it all.” 

“The problem with the land around Dripping Springs,” August says, “is 
that all of the dirt is at the bottom of the hill. If you live on the side of the 
hill or at the top, it’s all rocks.” 

Although August was interested in attempting to make whiskey, federal 
rules convinced them to start experimenting with winemaking instead, 
first with a winemaking kit and then using juices from California. Pretty 
soon August was planting grapevines in their back yard. “We practiced a 
lot on our friends,” Linda says. 

By 2000, they had moved to the Brenham area to be halfway between 
family in Houston and Austin. “Plus the soil is so good here, you can grow 
anything,” Linda says. 

August planted six acres of grapevines on the hilltop overlooking the 
rolling hills of Washington County. “Cold settles in the low lands,” he 
says. On the hill, the vines have good soil and air circulation. 

In 2005, the Meitzens opened the doors of Windy Hill Winery with their 
first public offering of about 200 cases. “It was a tremendous leap, going 
from home brewing to commercial winemaking,” Linda says. They had 
help from the T.V. Munson Viticulture Enology Center at Grayson County 
College in Denison. 

The grapes come from five neighboring vineyards growing American 
hybrid varietals. “It’s been a fascinating journey,” Linda says. “We’ve 
made a lot of progress in a short time.” The winery went from 800 cases 
in its second year to 1,500 cases last year. 
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According to August, their bestselling wine is the Yellow Rose, a Blanc 
du Bois blend. The white wine is made in a Riesling style with a crisp, 
sweet finish that is best served cold. 

The second bestseller is the Tejas Port made from estate-grown LeNoir 
or Black Spanish grapes. This is a full-bodied wine with a high alcohol content. 

If you want high alcohol content, try Windy Hill Winery’s Texan, a blend 
of Muscadine and Wild Mustang grapes. The native Mustang grapes come 
from near Dime Box, and the 1800s recipe came from the Washington 
County archives. 

They might not be their bestsellers, but the Meitzens’ reds are some of 
their most interesting wines and their personal favorites. The locally 
grown Shiraz wine shows that the international grape can do well in Texas. 
The barrel-aged Shiraz has a strong bouquet, but the oak mutes the fruit 
flavors that are more noticeable in the regular Shiraz. The winery also 
introduced a wine using the Chambourcin grape as the main ingredient 
instead of using it to blend other wines. 

“We want our wines to be a fun experience,” Linda says. “The wine 
tastings should be an educational and growing experience that starts or 
adds to a love of wines.” 

Windy Hill Winery is about 10 miles north of Brenham off of TX 50 at 
4232 Clover Rd. The tasting room is open Thursday through Saturday, 
11am to 5pm, and Sunday, 1 to 5pm. To get in touch with the winemaker, 
call 979/836-3252 or go to www.windyhillwinery.net.

Shrewd Productions’ Trash Anthems, an evening of seven 
short plays by Dan Dietz, has perfect pitch from the opening 
moments in which a man slumps into his Las Vegas hotel 
room and pulls out a letter cartoonishly labeled “SUICIDE 
NOTE.” As he reads the note aloud, we learn that he is the 
unluckiest man in the world. He can’t take it 
anymore, and he is going to end it tonight. 
Unluckily, his plans are foiled by a mistaken 
triple-booking of the hotel room. Enter the 
luckiest woman in the world, followed by 
the most ordinary man in the world, both of 
whom are similarly bent on self-destruction. 
Hilarity ensues. 

The plays continue to live in this rich vein. 

Humor in the darkness. Laughter through the 
tragedy. It takes a damn good writer to have an audience in 
stitches over a woman who has just murdered her husband 
or a man who is about to have his tooth ripped out by a pair 
of pliers. Each of the seven pieces unfolds like a gift being 
opened, full of surprising scenarios and sympathetic charac- 
ters. Dietz answers questions that we wouldn’t think to ask. 
What would you do if you suspected your father had super- 
natural powers? What conversation does one have with one’s 
co-pilot just before dropping an atomic bomb? What does 
Donald Rumsfeld see when he looks in the mirror? What 
does a feminist-studies major fear? 

Each play is directed by a different member of Shrewd 
Productions, but the work remains cohesive thanks to produc- 
tion directors Monika Bustamante and Andrea Skola (who 
also works as a Chronicle classified account executive). A 
multifaceted set provides well for the seven different worlds. 
It’s a visual collage that comes into focus throughout the 
course of the evening. Different elements stand out as they 
are alternately called into play: a bathroom stall covered in 
graffiti, images of Frank Sinatra, teeth and bones, a poker 
table, a pile of dirt. The running order is intelligent, sculpting 


an overall tone - like reading a book of poetry from 
start to finish and realizing there was purpose in the 
structure. Though the plays were written separately, 
they come together as if meant to be a whole. The 
performances are strong, notably Skola’s turn as a 
scorned woman (her stage partner is a pair of boots) 
and Jude Hickey as a coked-up son who believes 
his father was Superman. Tom Coiner juggles the 
most roles, and his verve is a good match for Dietz’s 
imagination. The longest and most somber piece is 
a monologue performed by Dan Dietz himself. It is 
called “A Bone Close to My Brain,” and his character 
employs oversized paper and Pictionary - style draw- 
ings to explain his brother’s madness. It has traces 
of the humor present in other pieces, but it is oh- 
my-God horrifying on a level the others are not. Dietz 
performs the piece with clarity and patience. You 
find yourself leaning into the gripping melancholy. 

The final play, “Kryptonite,” sums up the strengths of 
the entire evening: the conviction of Dietz’s language 
and the commitment of the performers. Two sons 
argue about their father’s true nature while standing 
over his open grave. It is hilarious and touching. It 
is absurd and believable. And like any good theatre, 
and like all seven of these pieces of theatre, it is 
surprising. 

Dietz is an inventive writer whose work utilizes the 
physical and intellectual potential of the stage. He 
describes these plays as “songs to beloved losers 
from across time and social strata.” What makes 
someone a loser? What casts them to the edges 
of society? Where are the edges of society? In the 
worlds born of Dietz’s mind, these edges are every- 
where. A trash anthem can be sung by a powerful 
government official, by a superhero, by a feminist- 
studies major, by a kind brother, by all of us. No one 
is safe. Even if you do drive a Jetta (see play, catch 
reference). Shrewd Productions’ Trash Anthems is a 
farewell to Dan Dietz, who is leaving Austin to teach 
playwriting at Florida State. Though he may be leav- 
ing town, no doubt Dietz’s songs will continue to be 
sung in Austin. - Hannah Kenah

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The Page and the Caterpillar 

Dougherty Arts Center Theater, through May 13

Second Youth Family Theatre has been operating in Austin almost 
as long as I have, and that’s a fairly long while. In that time, the 
company has managed successfully to produce live theatre produc- 
tions that appeal not only to those of a younger persuasion but to 

adults, as well (and thus the “second youth” and the 
“family” in the name). Having seen more than a few 
Second Youth productions over the last decade and 
a half, I can say that, almost without exception, the 
company has produced work that consistently exploits 
the magic of live theatre, particularly with productions 
such as The Snow Queen and The Hobbit, in which the 
company so creatively has used puppets 
to enhance their stories. In addition, 

Second Youth has chosen scripts with 
themes that many might not necessarily be consid- 
ered as being appropriate for children, stories such as 
A Christmas Carol and The Arkansaw Bear, challenging 
its own and its audience’s notions of what children’s 
theatre should be. As far as I’m concerned, Second Youth 
has set the standard for children’s theatre in Austin, and a 
high standard it is. 

Of course, not everyone can always live up 
to his or her own standards, and that is the 
case with this latest Second Youth production. 

One of the company’s co-artistic directors, Leslie 
Hollingsworth, both wrote and directed the current 
offering. That might have been a misstep, as it’s pos- 


sible that a different, perhaps more objective individual might have 
been able to persuade her to improve on what, to this ear, sounded 
like too much cliched dialogue and weak versification. If the story 
were strong, it could have overcome the seeming weaknesses in the 
writing, but the story proved to be weak, as well. The lesson - that 
the importance of any individual is not measured from without but 
from within - is certainly worthy, but what was being taught was obvi- 
ous from early on, and the conflict, such as it is, involving a page 
who wants attention and a caterpillar that doesn’t, isn’t fleshed out 
enough to justify the title. Strangely, the strongest roles in the show 
aren’t the page or the caterpillar but the wailing, self-centered prin- 
cess and the officious if forgetful prince. 

Even the least accomplished of scripts can work if it’s given to 
a group of strong actors, but it’s difficult to tell if these actors are 
strong or not. They certainly do not appear to possess confidence in 
Hollingsworth’s story, as they consistently, from one actor to the next, 
deliver it at a single, fairly frenetic tempo. There are some cute ideas 
in the plot involving elephants, peanuts, chocolate souffle, and 
butterflies, but in the end, it all blends together in a prolonged, 
albeit colorful, mishmash. 

Still, the young people who were in the audience seemed to 
enjoy it. Every one I could see paid attention from beginning 
to end, and as far as I’m concerned, that’s a better gauge 
of effectiveness than the one provided by a middle-aged, 
only slightly jaded thespian such as myself. Whether 
you find it works or not, it’s certainly 

good-hearted, and that’s 
more than I can say 
for most of the dreck 
that passes for car- 
toons nowadays.

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Over 21: Pages 
and Marginalia 

Slugfest Gallery, through May 13 

Oscar Gillespie’s latest works, currently 
deepening the interior facets of that hid- 
den gem called Slugfest 
Gallery, wouldn’t be more 
compelling if they were 
printed in the artist’s own 
blood. You get the idea 
that they would be printed 
that way, though, if it were 
necessary to achieve what- 
ever effect or meaning 
Gillespie wanted to convey. 

Among the more simple prints, if such 
stunning and intricate line work can ever be 
called simple, are larger pieces that incorpo- 
rate original graphite drawings collaged onto 
the engraved paper ground, with monotype 
glazes layered beneath, with evidence of 
much thoughtful labor having created the 
final, textured image. These graphic intrica- 
cies and the more plentiful monochrome 
simplicities often depict animals, perhaps 
“spirit animals,” in fetish form but anatomi- 



cally precise, as translated from the artist’s 
dreams and waking visions. Blacks darker 
than a shaman’s dilated pupils, ochres like 
the shades of a dying sun, searing reds: 
These construct fractured tableaux of rab- 
bits and ravens and their human familiars 
and are reminiscent of ... 

“It’s strange,” says Tom Druecker, 
Slugfest co-owner. “There’s something 
very Mayan about his work.” 

But what could be strange about 
a Hispanic artist harking back to the 
mythos of his ancestors for - 

“No, that’s the thing,” says Druecker. 
“He’s this white guy from the Midwest, 
teaching at Bradley University up in 
Illinois. And yet, there’s usually this Mayan 
...or maybe it’s Aztec? There’s a definite 
Mesoamerican feeling to his work.” 

There also is a feeling of much depth, 
of a man driven to depict the more 
urgent aspects of his interior landscape 
with whatever processes best render 
the image. That those processes include 
printed engraving and monotype glazes 
and unerring pencil drawings, often in 
the same piece, is the good fortune of 
those who visit Slugfest to see Gillespie’s 
“Over 21: Pages and Marginalia” 
exhibition.

I first saw Adrienne Shelly in 1989, starring in Hal Hartley’s 
micro-indie The Unbelievable Truth at Houston’s Landmark 
River Oaks Theatre. Shelly was a rarity among women in 

that age: She was blond, she was beautiful, 
yet she seemed truly weird, even weirder 
than Rosanna Arquette - squeaky and quirky 
before squeaky and quirky were cool. It was 
a tremendous relief to see an authentically 
weird girl instead of a Hollywood facsimile, a 
cheerleader in glasses. Shelly’s last movie, 

Waitress, which she also directed, is also 
authentically weird. It doesn’t fit the roman- 
tic-comedy mold, but somehow it’s a sun- 
nier and more playful film than many that 
do - despite a storyline about an unplanned pregnancy, 
various affairs, spousal abuse, maternal ambivalence, and 
food-service employment. It has little to say in favor of mar- 
riage, which caused apparent distress to at least one dating 
couple in my audience, and its heroine regards her fetus as 
“an alien and a parasite.” All this, yet Waitress is a delightful 
and optimistic comedy about getting past your mistakes and 
making the best of life. TV’s Felicity no more, Russell is all business 
as Jenna, a fiercely pragmatic diner waitress ground down by an 
oafish husband (Sisto) and saddled with morning sickness. “I ain’t 
never gonna get away from Earl now,” she mourns, pouring her emo- 
tions into the pies she bakes each day - whimsical creations filmed 
with such pastry lust that the movie has its own “pie gaffer.” Enter 
Dr. Pomatter (Fillion), the new obstetrician in town, who, unlike men 
before, asks Jenna questions and listens to the answers. They begin 
a spirited exam-room affair, which the movie treats as light human 
comedy rather than something shocking; in its best moment, Russell 
sails through a montage of adulterous Jenna’s daily activities with a 
ridiculous smile plastered across her face, as if she’s experiencing a 
mild, pleasant electric shock instead of her second trimester. Shelly, 
who wrote, directed, and co-stars, gets the pitch of the relationship 


exactly right. Though Fillion exhibits a dreamy thoughtfulness (he’s 
not unlike Hartley’s leading man, Martin Donovan), the movie is down- 
to-earth about its characters’ escapist tendencies. Yet it’s never dour, 
not even when town curmudgeon Griffith lectures people about moral- 
ity and demands two waters, no ice. (He and the upstart Russell are 
quite evenly matched, and Shelly gives them enough time to really 
spar instead of just swapping retorts.) The movie doesn’t stand in 
judgment of its characters, which will probably disappoint audiences 
who think it ought to, but its breezy tone and ultimately affirming 
message should please comedy fans with an appreciation for the off- 
beat. In her third feature Shelly seems to have been coming into her 
own behind the camera, away from Hartley’s shadow, which makes 
the more tragic her death by homicide last November, before the 
film’s debut at Sundance. - Marrit Ingman

28 WEEKS LATER 

D: Juan Carlos Fresnadillo; with Robert Carlyle , 
Catherine McCormack , Mackintosh Muggleton, 
Imogen Poots, Rose Byrne , Jeremy Renner , ; Idris 
Elba , Harold Perrineau Jr. (R, 99 min.) 

I have forgiven Robert Carlyle. For 
Eragon, that is. I’m still not too thrilled 
about his worldly turn as the bullet-in-the- 
head Bond baddie back when the world 
was not enough, but with 28 Weeks Later, 
a sequel to Danny Boyle’s 2002 DV guerilla 
zombie film 28 Days Later, Carlyle behaves 
so monstrously and makes the red-foam- 
flecked most of his character Don. In 
Boyle’s wickedly DIY prequel, a lethal, high- 
ly communicable “rage virus” turned most 
of the citizenry into bloodthirsty savages, 
while the film smartly riffed on everything 
from contemporary fears of unchecked 
biogenetic engineering to the steadily 
eroding popular trust in No. 10 Downing 
Street (not to mention 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue). As in real life, things are much, 
much worse now. London is dead, and the 
zombified hordes have eaten everyone in 
sight and finally starved to death. So what 
do you do when you’ve got a city in ruins 
and no discernible infrastructure, mounds 


of charred bodies and blackened lorries 
stewing in the streets, and nothing even 
resembling a functioning society? You send 
in the U.S. military, who, as current events 
daily demonstrate, have had more than 
their fair share of government-sanctioned 
practice in getting the job done, meter by 
bloody meter. Enter Special Forces sniper 
Doyle (Renner), who, although he and his 
men have been assured the plague has 
died out, discovers, along with Don and his 
young son, Andy (Muggleton), that viruses 
are hard to kill. There’s a Children of Men 
vibe running through 28 Weeks Later that 
has something to do with the boy pos- 
sibly carrying a genetic resistance (and, 
therefore, antidote) to the rage virus, but 
from the moment dodgy dad Don meets 
up with the wife he left to certain death 
in the film’s first reel, you just know that 
a crimson tide lurks around the bend. It 
gets worse, of course, with the core mes- 
sage being “never trust an American with 
a gun who says he’s here to ‘help’ you” (or 
similarly obvious antiestablishment ethos). 
But 28 Weeks Later, with its panic-paced 
sequences of graphic, random violence and 
a narrative thrust that rockets along just 
shy of the speed of terror, has more up its 
sleeve than either a jab in the eye with the 
short, sharp stick of a not unimaginable 
pandemic situation or its more obvious 


(and less exciting) outbursts of outright 
horror. Director Fresnadillo directed a fine 
meditation on luck called Intacto several 
years ago, and while 28 Weeks Later ulti- 
mately falls shy of classic status (it’s no 
Panic in Year Zero!), there are several hard- 
to-shake scenes - nightmare visions, really 
- that reveal the infected populace to be 
far less dangerous to the fabric of a civi- 
lized society than, perhaps, the very notion 
of civilization itself. - Marc Savlov

GEORGIA RULE 

D: Garry Marshall; with Jane Fonda , Lindsay 
Lohan , Felicity Huffman , Dermot Mulroney, Cary 
Elwes , Garrett Hedlund. (R, 113 min.) 

Despite the presence of three act- 
ing powerhouses - Fonda, Huffman, 
and Lohan - this movie about three 
generations of “difficult” women never 
rings true. It’s a dramedy whose blend 
of melodrama and humor is awkward 
and incongruous, leaping between the 
two modes like a fat frog jumping lily 
pads. The performances are all excel- 
lent, but the screenplay by Mark Andrus 
(As Good as It Gets and Life as a House) 
strands these characters with untenable 
personalities that veer between sympa- 
thetic and shrill with nary a missed beat. 
Lohan is cast as the willful teenager 
Rachel from San Francisco, whose alco- 
holic mother, Lilly (Huffman), and step- 
father (Elwes) park her for the summer 
with her grandmother Georgia (Fonda) in 
a small Idaho town rife with Mormons. 
There’s no love lost between Lilly and 
Georgia, whose life is governed by self- 
imposed dictates referred to as “Georgia 
rule.” Rachel behaves like a Lohan clone, 
partying and misbehaving to such an 
extent that her exasperated family does 
not know what to do with her. (As you 
may recall, this is the movie that earned 
La Lohan a warning letter from the studio 
for her tardiness and other unprofes- 
sionalisms during the shoot.) Strutting 
around Hull, Idaho, in her oversized sun- 
glasses, skimpy clothing, and stacked 
wedges, it’s not long before Rachel has 
the largely Mormon town in a dither. She 
behaves like a brat, but then suddenly 
turns incomprehensibly sweet in a follow- 
ing scene. This repeatedly dichotomous 
behavior, we learn, is due to a dark 
secret that, of course, becomes exposed, 
and, in turn, throws the entire family into 
a dither. Yet, Rachel’s mother and grand- 
mother are as dramatically malleable as 
the girl. Georgia can in one instant yell 
at Rachel to go “fuck” herself, and in 
the next, wash her mouth out with soap 
for blaspheming. Lilly can drive all the 
way from San Francisco to Idaho in high 
heels and unwrinkled silk couture. Still, 
the three actresses have their moments 
and are usually enjoyable if not believ- 
able. The male eye candy of Mulroney, 
Elwes, and Hedlund are no slouches 
either, and Fonda is surely the best- 
looking grandma on the planet. Director 
Marshall ( Pretty Woman, Runaway Bride) 
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usually has a surer hand with these 
kinds of happy-ending dramedy mash- 
ups, but films such as his execrable Exit 
to Eden and disappointing Raising Helen 
prove Marshall has his downside. With 
this film’s top-notch acting ensemble, 
Georgia Rule has the sad taint of what 
might have been. - Marjorie Baumgarten

LUCKY YOU

In gambling movies, even the most 
dashing leading men lose as often as 
they win; matinee-idol looks are no 
defense against bad luck. Paul Newman 
took his tumbles in The Hustler, as did 
Steve McQueen in The Cincinnati Kid. 

Even new-school golden-boy Matt Damon 
found himself on the business end of 
some bad bets, and an actual beating 
or two, in Rounders. But in the history of 
gambling cinema, there has never been 
a loser quite like Huck Cheever (Bana). 
Born into a family of poker royalty and, 
by all accounts, blessed with an uncanny 
ability to read the cards and his fellow 
players, Cheever still manages to walk 
away from every game in Lucky You dead 
broke. He haunts the casinos of his native 
Las Vegas like a ghost, drifting from high- 
stakes tables to low-stakes tables and 
retreating back into the night when he 
inevitably lets his emotions get in the way 
of a perfectly good hand. Then off he goes 
to beg, borrow, or steal a new stake from 
a friend or a lover so he can start all over 
again. In between hands, he speaks in 
inspirational poker platitudes that would 
make a fortune-cookie distributor blush: 
“Sometimes nothing is enough,” he says 
after a particularly effective bluff, thereby 
destroying all the effort Donn Pearce put 
into writing Cool Hand Luke. The latest 
victim to get run over by Cheever’s deadly 
combination of good hair and kleptoma- 
nia is Billie Offer (Barrymore), a newly 
transplanted chanteuse with more heart 
than talent and an ability to see through 
Cheever’s layers of malarkey to the real 
man inside. It’s hard to know exactly who 
exactly Offer believes that real man to 
be, as she speaks the arcane poker-as- 
metaphor-for-life language even more flu- 
ently than Cheever does. When she finally 
leaves him three-quarters of the way 
through the film, she says she’s merely 
“making a good fold,” a line so terrible it 
would be cause for laughter if it weren’t 
so typical of Hanson and co-writer Eric 
Roth’s screenplay. Lucky You is redeemed 
slightly by the presence of Duvall as 
Huck’s father, poker legend L.C. Cheever, 
who clearly spent more time being Huck’s 
teacher than his dad. Their inevitable face- 
off at the final table of the World Poker 
Championship has just enough Oedipal 
overtones to give the movie a little heft. 
Beyond that, however, all we get is an 
all-too-brief cameo by professional movie 
stealer Robert Downey Jr. - Josh Rosenblatt

The Other 
Conquest (La Otra Conquista) is a work of 
historic fiction that focuses on the brutal 
aftermath that followed the takeover of the 
Mexican empire by Spanish conquistador 
Hernando Cortes and his army in 1519. 
First-time filmmaker Carrasco delivers an 
immensely striking film, which is as notable 
for its epic visual and narrative sweep as 
well as its evenhanded study of a nation 
under psychological as well as physical 
assault. Although The Other Conquest expe- 
rienced a modest U.S. release in 2000, it is 
now being given another gradual U.S. roll- 
out. This re-release comes in response to 
the much-heralded crossover success of the 
“three amigos,” as the triumvirate of 
Mexican directors Guillermo del Toro (Pan's 
Labyrinth), Alfonso Cuaron (Children of Men), 
and Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu (Babel) have 
been popularly categorized in the press. The 
recent success of Mel Gibson’s Apocalypto 
and various Christian-themed productions 
must also be factored into the decision to 
re-release this film in the States. However, 
whatever the decision-making process, we 
are the beneficiaries, for The Other Conquest 
is a marvelous vision: at once spectacle, 
history lesson, and potent psychological 
drama. Set in the years between 1520 and 
1531, the film begins in the wake of Cortes’ 
entry into Mexico, the death of Emperor 
Moctezuma, and the demolition of the 
Aztecs’ Great Temple, and continues the pri- 
mary action to just before the moment in 
1531 when the vision of the Virgin of 
Guadalupe is said to have appeared.

Black Book ( Zwartboek ) resurrects themes 
from 1977’s Soldier of Orange, a heroic thriller 
about Dutch resistance to Nazi occupation. Black 
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Book is more morally shaded, its sympathies 
divided among individuals rather than ideologies:

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The road is manifest in Shon Sullivan’s voice, so he speaks 
slowly and purposefully. After years spent touring as keyboard- 
ist for Elliott Smith (who inadvertently named Sullivan’s solo 
project), the Rentals (whom he goes out on the road with 
again this fall), and Johnny Marr, he’s finally at the wheel of his 
Diamond Bar, Calif., trio, Goldenboy. 

This time out, Goldenboy’s melancholy is tended by Austin’s 
Chris McFarland on drums, subbing for longtime drummer 
Bryan Bos. The crystalline pop echoes Southern California, but 
Sullivan’s lyrics tend toward his fallen friend, mentor, and tour- 
ing mate Smith. 

“I’m a huge fan of his music,” gushes the tender-voiced 
frontman. “I play his songs on the piano each morning. 

“Some of the songs on the first record were written 
while on tour together. One song that he particularly liked, 
[‘Summertime’], he just went into the studio and recorded 
these amazing backing vocals on it. He just did it. 

“That was the sweetest thing to hear. He was a really big 
influence, and a super, super guy,” Sullivan remembers. “We’re 
all part of our influences.” 

Smith’s mark is obvious on Sullivan’s 2006 sophomore 
LF? Underneath the Radio (Eenie Meenie), which oozes heart- 
break and invincibility, new beginnings and sad memories. 
“Oftentimes, the lyrics are what’s going on on the outside, and 
the music is what’s going on in the inside, or vice versa,” he 
explains. "I always like the contrast of stuff.” 

Goldenboy drives into town with new bass player Daniel 
Conrad in their retrofitted biodiesel mini tour bus. “It’s been 
pretty fun, saving a little bit and helping out however we can,” 
he says of touring green. “Really, the main people who are 
doing it are just bands, because who else needs to travel 300 
miles a day?” - Darcie Stevens

CAN I SEE MY EMPLOYMENT 
PERSONNEL FILE? 

My employer keeps “personnel files” on all 
employees. I recently asked to see my file, and my 
boss refused. Don’t I have a right to see my own 
employment personnel file? 

Generally no. In Texas, a personnel file is 
considered the property of the employer, not 
the employee. As a general rule, employees 
in the private sector do not have any rights to 
access, copy, or look at their personnel files, and 
employers are under no obligation to share the 
information they retain on their employees. 

Under the Freedom of Information Act, the 
personnel files of public employees are gener- 
ally available upon request to anyone. Public 
employees can request that certain personal 
identifying information, such as home address, 
home phone number, dates of birth, etc., are 
withheld from the file and undisclosed. 

I’m an hourly employee, and I’ve been working 
50-plus hours per week for the last several months. I 
want to cut back to 40 hours per week but am wor- 
ried my boss might fire me if I don’t work the extra 
hours. Can I be fired if I refuse to work overtime? 

Unless you have an agreement stating other- 
wise, your boss can ask you to work more than 40 
hours per week. The Fair Labor Standards Act (the 
federal overtime law) sets no limits on how many 
hours a day or week your employer can require 
you to work. An employer can generally fire an 
employee if he or she refuses to work overtime. 

The Fair Labor Standards Act does, however, 
require that most employees be paid overtime at 
“time and a half” for the hours worked in excess 
of 40 hours during any “workweek.” You might 
want to contact the Texas Workforce Commission 
(800/832-9243) if you have not received the 
proper overtime pay for additional hours.
